Fr. Ed vows ‘new dawn’ in politics 
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CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—CATHOLIC PRIEST FR. ED PANLILIO 
took his oath as governor of Pampanga yesterday, vowing to stop 
corruption and to make the province an example of a “new dawn in 


Philippine politics.” 


In a modified reenactment of his "miracu- 
lous" carabao cart campaign against two rich 
and famous allies of President Macapagal-Ar- 
Toyo, a fellow Kapampangan, Ponliio 
marched from a slum area across from the. 
provincial capitol pushing a wooden cart car- 
туш five children. 

Just after 11 a.m., he lay his left hand on a 
Bible held by a farmer's son as Associate Jus- 
tice Consuelo Ynares-Santiago of the Supreme 
Court administered the oath of office. 

For what is traditionally a barong Tagalog 
event, Pano, 53, wore denim pants, leather 
sandals aed a collared white shirt under a 
necklace of s>mpaguita garlands. 

Some 3,000 of his supporters came, bring- 
ing food for the occasion. They released some 
200 balloons when the ceremony was over. 
Jazz champion Mon David sang the Kapam- 
pangan hymn. 

Panlilio took the oath together with five 
provincial board members. 

Speaking in Kapampangan, he summed up 
the thrusts of his administration: “An honest 
and responsive government, а real and full 
‘commitment, a capitol for the poor.” 

He vowed to “clean up very well” the sys- 
tem of collecting quarry taxes so that rev- 


enues would really finance infrastructure de- 
velopment. 

"We will open the capitol to all our people. 
We will open our books to all of you. We will 
open the bidding of projects to all concerned. 
We will open services to all those who seek it. 
will open even my office and you will simply 
find in there present your new working gover- 
nor,” he said. 

In his first 100 days in office, Panlilio said 
his administration would propose socialized 
medical care, start improving public school 
facilities and begin a feeding program for 
schoolchildren.

Zubiri said his mother told Abalos that it 
was their anniversary and Abalos then went 
to his parents’ table to greet the couple and 
stayed for "less than 10 seconds." 

But before the night ended, Zubiri said he re- 
ceived several text messages from reporters who 
‘got wind ofthe incident from the Pimentel camp. 

“The mood of the family was destroyed 
when they found out about the nature of the. 
messages. (My mother) was understandably 
distraught,” Zubiri said. 

"These events are spent once in a lifetime 
and my mom spent the evening crying be- 
cause of the misguided attacks of Senator Pi- 
mentel. This is unforgivable,” he said. 


Zubiri challenged Pimentel to prove his al- 


“legation, He said he was willing to concede 


defeat to Koko if the latter could prove, with 
the concurrence of the hotel management, 
that Abalos did break bread with the Zubiris. 

Zubiri demanded an apology from Pi- 
теге! and told him to stay out of the ongoing 
fight between him and Koko. 

"Considering that he is also vying for the 
Senate presidency, Senator Pimentel should 
have the decency not to use his influence and 
popularity to malign persons and families to 
get his son proclaimed,” Zubiri said.

Thousands snap up most hyped gadget ever 


SAN FRANCISCO/NEW YORK—THOUSANDS 
‘of US gadget fans flocked to Apple and AT&T 
shops from New York to San Francisco on Fri- 
day to be the first buyers of Apple's iPhone, a 
music-playing and Web-browsing device, 
which by industry accounts is the most hyped 
personal electronic device in history. 

Crowds lined up at some of Apple's outlets 
cheered as their doors opened at 6 p.m. local

In San Francisco, cus- 
tomers sang the traditional New Years Eve song 
“Auld Lang Syne” following a countdown, as if 
heralding a new era in telecommunications. 

Patrons at the Apple store in Palo Alto, Cali- 
fornia, were treated to a very brief appear- 
ance by Apple CEO Steve Jobs, who momen- 
tarily posed for pictures before leaving. 

‘Techies, exhibitionists ` and  luminar- 
ies—even the cofounder of Apple and the 
mayor of Philadelphia—were among the in- 
augural group of iPhone customers. 

The handset’s US price tag is $499 for a 4- 
gigabyte model and $599 for the 8-gigabyte 
version, on top of a minimum $59.99 a month 
two-year service plan with AT&T, the phone's 
exclusive carrier. 

"The gadget combines the functions of a cell 
phone, iPod media player and wireless Web 
browser 

‘Technology gurus praised it as a “break- 
through” device, but questioned whether 
users would be unhappy with shortcomings 
such as its lack of a hardware keyboard and 
pokey Internet link. 

‘Among the innovative iPhone features is that 
itis completely touch-screen controlled instead 
‘of having a typical mobile telephone keyboard. 

Influential technology writer Walter Moss- 
berg tested an iPhone prior to the sales debut 
and dubbed it “a beautiful and breakthrough 
handheld computer” 

Apple aims to sell 10 million iPhones in 
2008, which would amount to a one percent 
share of the global marker. 

Piper Jaffray said this month Apple could sell 
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45 million iPhones in 2009, which would put it 
at par in terms of revenue with its two key busi- 
nesses, the Mac computer and the iPod. 

Bur overseas consumers will have to wait a 
few more months to snap up one of the de- 
vices. The iPhone is due to debut in Europe in 
late 2007 and Asia in 2008, 

Judging by its first customers, the iPhone 
seemed to draw an older generation of gadget 
geeks rather than young fans who may have 
been put off by the price.

BFAD to determine Wyeth’s 
liability after formula recall

‘THE BUREAU OF FOOD AND DRUGS (BFAD) 
will look into the possible liabilities of multina- 
tional company Wyeth, but only after the recall of 
its affected infant formula products is completed. 

‘Wyeth had been given 15 working days begin- 
ning on June 20 to recall from the market cans 
and boxes of Bonakid, Bonamil, Bonna, Progress. 
Gold, Promil, Promil Gold and Promil Kid manu- 
factured between May 23 and July 26 las year, 
said BFAD deputy director Joshua Ramos. 

“We will determine the specific liabilities 
after the recall is completed. We do not want 
to preempt things,” Ramos told the INQUIRER. 

BFAD ordered the recall after it found rust and. 
molds on the outer rims of formula cans belong- 
ing to atleast 172 production batches last year. 

Although it complied with BFAD'S order, 
Wyeth has maintained that the contents of the 
affected cans were safe. BFAD, however, said 
that in the absence of scientific proof from 
‘Wyeth, the recall order meant the affected

But former President Joseph Estrada's 
inadvertent mistake during a speech in 
San Juan City yesterday could further 
fuel the simmering sibling rivalry be- 
tween Jinggoy Estrada, his eldest son 
with wife Loi, and San Juan Mayor 
Joseph Victor Ejercito or JV his son with 
ex-actress Guia Gomez. 

Estrada made the slip at ће oath-tak- 
ingofthe newly elected San Juan city of- 
ficers yesterday. 

‘Addressing the audience, Estrada said 
he was happy his son JV had found a 
wife. JV and Cindy Lotuaco tied the knot 
early this month at St. John the Baptist. 
Church in San Juan, 

With a first lady on hand, Estrada said 
he believed his son would be more in- 
spired. 

Cindy, he told the crowd, is “the better 


half of Mayor Jinggoy—ay, ni Mayor JV 
Ejercito," to which the crowd—includ- 
ing the newlyweds—erupted in laugh- 
ter. Sheepishly, Estrada said: “Nadulas 
lang ako (1 slipped ир)” 

Bad blood exists between the half- 
brothers, which was exacerbated by the 
May 14 local polls. 

Earlier in his speech, Estrada praised 
JN who sat beside him at the presidential 
table in The Arena in San Juan City. He 
said the mayor was his "favorite son,” а 
comment that would not sit well with 
Jinggoy. 

“Siya ang aking favorite son dahil 
marunong siyang sumunod sa pakiusap 
ng kanyang ama (He is my favorite son 
because he knows how to follow his fa- 
ther),” Estrada told the cheering crowd. 

Estrada, himself a former San Juan 
mayor, was referring to his appeal for JV 
to drop his plan to run for the Senate to 
“make room” for other candidates. 


In an emotional meeting in February, 
JV reluctantly heeded his father’s re- 
quest and withdrew from the race. 

“He gave up his ambition for the Sen- 
ate on my advise and he heeded me. He 
sacrificed not for me but for the future of 
San Juan, I told him you cannot leave 
San Juan,” Estrada said in Filipino. 

He also told the crowd that JV had 
been true in following his vision for the 
city since he became mayor. He cited his 
son's projects, such as the San Juan Gym 
Arena and his campaign to convert the 
municipality o a city. 

“Now, you can see that JV is really 
continuing what I have started,” Estrada 
said. 

‘The rift between Jinggoy, a former 
San Juan mayor, and JV, worsened when 
the former fielded local candidates to 
challenge JV's ticket. Jinggoy did not at- 
tend JVs recent wedding, 


decision to challenge him. 

Tn a previous statement, JV said he 
would squarely face the challenge from 
his halfbrother “Мау the best man 
win," he had said. 

Estrada, who is currently detained at 
his Tanay, Rizal, estate pending the reso- 
lution of his plunder trial at the Sandi- 
ganbayan, was given a seven-hour pass 
by the court to attend JV's oath-taking 
for his third and last term as mayor, 

JV said that if all went well, San Juan 
City would have its own city college, 
Hall of Justice and modern police and 
hospital system by 2010. 

Tn his speech, JV said he would ask 
the help of opposition senators to fund 
‘the acquisition of state of the art medical 
‘equipment for the city’s hospital. 

For the city’s poorer residents, Ejercito 
said he aimed to create 500 to 1,000 jobs 
per year and pledged to impose a “no de-

Clark awaits one-millionth passenger

CLARK FREEPORT—UNTIL 1991, ONLY MIL- 
itary pilots, personnel and their dependents 
landed and took off from the airport at this 
former United States military base, 

Оп Friday, or 16 years later, the same facili- 
ty (renamed Diosdado Macapagal Interna- 
tional Airport) will be welcoming its one-mil- 
Tionth international commercial passenger 

Тошед to be the biggest in the Asia-Pacific 
region—2,500 hectares with two 300-km 
runways—the airport began operations as the 
DMIA in 2003. 

South Korea’s Asiana Airlines, which flew 
its first international flight here on Oct. 30, 
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2003, will be planing in the history-making 
traveler, Clark International Airport Corp. 
president Victor Jose Luciano said in a state- 
ment. 

‘The lucky passenger will receive free ac- 
commodations at Holiday Inn at Clark, tokens 
and a round-trip ticket to South Korea cour- 
tesy of Asiana, 

"The DMIA has come a long way,” said Lu- 
ciano, noting that the airport "owes its new 
life to the support of the airline, travel and 
tourism industries." 

Aside from Asiana, the “big factors” behind 
DMIAS success are low-cost airlines Tiger A 
ways and Air Asia, The latter two fly to Singa- 
pore and Malaysia. 

DMIA recorded 230 international flights 
and 49,546 passengers in 2004; 1,188 flights 
and 224,497 passengers in 2005, and 2,065 
flights and 470,867 passengers in 2006, a 
CIAC report showed. 

Domestic flights, on the other hand, totaled 
432 with 9,442 passengers in 2004; 455 
flights with 7,816 passengers in 2005, and 
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443 flights with 17,889 passengers in 2006. 

‘According to Luciano, revenue from termi- 
nal fees rose from P35.9 million in 2005 to 
P81.1 million in 2006 

International and domestic cargo tonnage 
also increased from 112,266 tons in 2005 to 
128,747 tons in 2006. 

At least 45 international, 21 domestic and 
60 international and domestic cargo flights 
pass through Clark each week. 

‘Ahead of the record-making feat, local car- 
riers Philippine Air Lines and Cebu Pacific an- 
nounced plans to make Clark one of their 
hubs, Luciano said. 

PAL said it was building a $50-million 
catering and maintenance facility as part of 
the airlines’ plan to fly out of DMIA. 

“We welcome the announcement of PAL. 
Clark... is stepping up its development to re- 
spond to a bigger and growing interest in 
DMIA," Luciano said. 

Cebu Pacific earlier also announced plans 
to make Clark its third hub after Manila and 
Cebu.

BEFORE OVERSEAS FILIPINO WORKERS

British Crown Colony had long had its share 
of visitors from the Philippines, mainly crew- 
men of trading vessels. 

‘The British took over the island of Hong 
Kong in 1842 and developed it into an entre- 
pot. By the latter part of the 19th century, 
Hong Kong was a busy port town accommo- 
dating ships, cargo and passengers from all 
over the world. 

During this period, Hong Kong became а 
refuge of Filipino patriots, Among them was 
Jose Ma. Basa, а rich Manila merchant who 
gave financial and moral support to Filipino 
reformists in the 18605. 

When the Cavite Mutiny broke out on Jan. 
17, 1872, Basa was one of those arrested by 
Spanish authorities. He and 22 others, includ- 
ing Joaquin Pardo de Tavera, Balvino Mauri- 
cio, Antonio Ma. Regidor and Maximo Pater- 
no, were deported to Guam. 

Basa stayed in Guam until 1874, Subse- 
quently, he sailed to Hong Kong where he 
started a prosperous trading business while 
continuing to support the struggle for reforms 
in the Philippines. 

His role in the smuggling of Jose Rizal's "No- 
li Me Tangere” to the Philippines is little 
known. It was at his house where copies of the 
book were sent by Rizal from Europe. A young 
seaman named Perfecto Rufino Riego took the 
books and secretly distributed them in Manila.

‘Real mom’ 

"I love her like my own daughter,” said Lau, 
whom Michelle calls her "real mom,” and who 
has another daughter, Кейеел, who is also 
turning 10 in December. 

The immigration department is still process- 
ing Michelle's documents to officially make her 
а Hong Kong resident—a status that would al- 
low her to travel abroad. (As an abandoned 
child, she is not allowed to leave Hong Kong.) 

“Į want to go to the United States and be- 
come a singer,” said Michelle, a member of 
the choir and the modern dance club at school 
and an avid fan of international star Christina 
‘Aguilera and Filipino talent Sarah Geronimo.

Hong Kong continued to serve as the base 
ofthe PCC during the Filipino-American War. 

In his memoirs, Apacible expressed admi- 
ration for the British administrators of the 
colony: 

"| must confess that the British Government 
of Hong Kong had treated us not only with 
decorum but [also] with benevolence. Hong 
‘Kong is the most important center of our revo- 
lutionary activities and labors during our con- 
flict with America, and the refuge of promi- 
‘nent Filipinos invoivz4 in the movement. 

“The political refugecs from many coun- 
tries residing there were protected by the 
same English laws and the English spirit of eq- 
іу. English chivalry inspired the Hong Kong 
government to fulfill this sacred duty toward 
all political refugees.” 


Historical markers 

Perhaps the only remembrances of the stay 
of Filipino patriots in Hong Kong are the two 
historical markers installed by the Hong Kong 
Antiquities Council at the former sites of 
Rizal's residences and one indicating the area 
where the first Philippine flag was sewn. 

The other sites of historical importance to 
Filipinos, such as the base of the PCC and the 
homes of patriots like Agoncillo, Apacible and 
Basa, have yet to be properly marked.

Patriotic philanthropy 

"T was amazed that our countrymen 
who have been away for 40 years are 
coming back, like the Israelites in exile... 
We're seeing a new stream of patriotic 
funds, They call ita new brand of philan- 
thropy, ‘patriotic philanthropy,’ because 
they're helping the poorest of the poor in 
their country .. people they do not 
know,” he said. 

‘Around 1,400 GK communities have 
been built all over the country to date 
GK has also embarked overseas, building 
a few communities in Papua New 
Guinea, Indonesia and Cambodia. 

He refers to the СК adopted commu- 
nities as "Armani developments,” liken- 
ing the process to the building of a brand 
name as practiced by noted designers 
like Giorgio Armani. 

“But this is only possible if we really 
connect with our countrymen whom we 
have been disconnected with,” said 
Meloto, who would encourage Filipinos 
to look down from their high-rise offices 
and outside their subdivision gates to 
know the real score. 

In the GK campaign in the United 
States and Australia, Meloto has tapped 
into overseas Filipinos’ sentimental ties

Stopping migration 


‘Some have even donated land, added 
Meloto. Indeed, what is two hectares out 
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of 10 if this would deliver 100 families 
from squatting? 

То address the problem of squatters, 
GK is moving its development efforts to 
the provinces to stop the migration of 
desperate rural people to the cities 
where they face much worse conditions. 

“GK is very focused on 20 percent of 

the poorest of the poor. 
The thrust of our work 
now is 70 percent of the 
countryside, We can keep 
the poor from leaving the 
countryside to squat in 
Manila, said Meloto of 
the GK efforts to reverse 
migration. 

"Poverty really debases 
us, insults usas a people...

Collective journey 
Though GK projects аге 
“moving very fast,” Melo- 
to stressed that GK was 
still a work in progress, 
With Meloto's retirement, 
GK is now being run by a 
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management group headed by the new 
executive director, Luis Oquifiena. 

"Its really a journey we are taking. I 
took this journey, and other people are 
taking this journey. We just have to think 
in the collective so we may rise together," 
Meloto said. 

He is now working with the Ateneo de 
Manila University one of its partner uni- 
versities, to set up the GK Builder's Insti- 
tute to train volunteers and municipal 
mayors in “township development." 

“It will teach them how to build a 
town so that it will rise and grow, and al- 
зо to address the issue of landlessness, 
providing decent and durable homes in 
place of shanties,” said Meloto. 

"The trend of bringing back a sense of 
dignity to the poor has also caught on in 
other countries, most recently in the 
United States, Canada and Australia, 
where Meloto attended the world рге- 
miere of the movie "Paraiso," a tribute to 
the work of GK and its army of volun- 
teers. 

‘The movie was a hit with Filipinos 
and foreigners who were moved to tears 
and laughter by the film trilogy. 
“Paraiso,” which was made in the GK 
“bayanihan” spirit, with artists lending 
their talent for free, raised P200 million 
abroad. The movie will open in local 
theaters on July 4. 


Crazy New Zealander 

GK is continuing to attract the atten- 
tion of people from different races and 
ages, from retirees "trying to complete 
their life cycle” and “crazy” men and 
women quitting their high-paying jobs to 
do their bit in the program. 

‘Among them is Jonathan Rickard, 
called the “crazy New Zealander” by 
Meloto for leaving his marketing and IT 
job to help out in GK. 

“I went on а vacation in January 2006 
upon the invitation of my friends from 
Couples for Christ,” said the 30-year-old 
Rickard, who found himself tagging after a 
group of GK volunteers and students from 
the United States-based Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology that was making a 
presentation in Baseco, Tondo, 

"They let me follow them for the day 
and see them work... then 1 had a half- 
hour talk with Mr, Meloto. It was quite a 
good introduction to GK," said Rickard, 

Rickard returned to the Philippines in 
January 2007, intent on staying for a 
year. He has been assigned to redevelop 
the GK website (gawadkalinga.org), 
which will soon make it possible to 
make online donations and inspire 
touching updates on how GK is chang- 
ing lives 

Rickard is all praises for "the locals 
who give up their jobs here despite the 
high rate of unemployment." 

Some of these happen to be Meloto's 
own children, who have left their corpo- 
rate jobs and are all out in their support 
for what their father started.

Malacafiang did not offer an immediate reply, so it was 
up to the Armed Forces to defend its capabilities, Can the 
AFP defeat the NPA without US assistance, AFP 
spokesman Lt, Col. Bartolome Bacarro was asked the day 
after Keating's statement. 

“Strategically, yes,” Bacarro said. He noted that the mil- 
itary was even running ahead of schedule in its campaign 
to inflict a strategic defeat on the NPA—that is, to reduce 
the NPA threat significantly, but not yet eliminate it com- 
pletely—by 2010. 

He emphasized, however, that it was not the AFP’s role 
to either reject or accept Keating's offer. US military assis- 
tance in the counterinsurgency campaign was already in 
the realm of public policy. “It would even be beyond the 
AFP to comment on the statement made by Admiral Keat- 
ing,” Bacarro said. 

То be sure, Keating's statement does not amount to an 
offer, at least not yet. 

The context of his statement tells us that his implied of- 
fer, if we may call it that, does not necessarily involve 
combat troops, as many immediate reactions readily as- 
sumed. While the constitutional ban on the presence of 
foreign troops is not absolute, the possibility that new 
treaties or updated interpretations of old treaties will al- 
low American soldiers to fight side by side with Filipino 
troops in counterinsurgency operations is slim. 

More likely, Keating was talking, or preparing for the 
possibility, of assistance in the usual form of information- 
sharing and hardware donation, but this time in coun- 
terinsurgency operations. But really as even the NPA 
knows, this is not exactly new. 

The US government has provided military assistance 
for years, assistance designed for use in counterinsurgen- 
cy campaigns. 

What is new, as a careful reading of Keating's words 
tells us, is that his implied offer is based on a crucial as- 
sumption: that both the Philippine and American govern- 
ments classify the NPA as a terrorist organization. In oth- 
er words, that the new assistance will be given as part of 
the continuing war on terror. 

The Philippines, however, has yet to officially classify 
the NPA asa terrorist organization; the armed wing of the 
Communist Party of the Philippines has yet to be classi- 
fied as such, Bacarro said, because the Human Security 
Act will take effect only later this month. 

That makes Keating's implied offer even more interest- 
ing. Surely he cannot be expected to know the details of 
the country's new (and still controversial) antiterrorism 
law; this means that the date of effectivity, and its conse- 
quences for the NPA, must have been volunteered by 
Philippine officials, 

Why did they do so? We can hazard a guess. Reclassify- 
ing the 37-year-old communist insurgency as yet another 
front in the six-year-old war.on terror frees up the Philip- 
pine government to ask for, and receive, more military as- 
sistance. 

If only more money and more troops, more intelligence 
and more weapons, were the answer. But “more” certain- 
ly seems to be the assumption behind the effort to reclas- 
sify the insurgency; it expects the spigot of US military as- 
sistance to flow freely.

VII, Sec. 18 of the Constitution, the President 
of the Philippines himself cannot suspend its 
privilege except in case of invasion, insurrec- 
tion or rebellion, when the public safety re- 
quires it, and for a period of 60 days only un- 
less itis shortened or extended by joint majori- 
ty vote of Congress in regular or special ses 
sion. бес, 13 of the Bill of Rights also provides 
that “the right to bail shall not be impaired 
even when the privilege of the writ of habeas 
corpus is suspended.” 

A petition for habeas corpus takes prece. 
dence in the calendar of the courts and must be 
acted upon immediately because the subject is 
a person's liberty It is usually decided without 
much delay where the issue is purely civil, like 
the conflict of separated spouses over the cus- 
tody of their minor children. The parties duti- 
fully appear before the court to discuss their 
respective arguments and the case is resolved. 
bythe judge soon afterwards. 

But forall its acknowledged importance, the 
writ is often frustrated where the detainee is a 
political dissident whom the authorities want 
to punish by illegally depriving him of his liber- 
ty. Ifa petition for habeas corpus is filed on h 
behalf, the respondent, who is usually a mi 
tary or police officer, will simply deny that the

Even if the alleged detention can be shown 
or is not denied by the respondents, the gov- 
ernment will usually have a legal ground to 
evade the petition. During the dictatorship, a 
person's unlawful arrest could be easily sus- 
tained with the production of the PDA, the 
tyrannical presidential detention order issued 
by President Marcos or by his authority, for the 
court to tamely acknowledge as the legal basis 
for the dismissal of the case. 

Or more authoritatively, the respondent 
could invoke a provision of the Rules of Court 
issued by the Supreme Court that it could not 
reject, as illustrated by the notorious case of 
Павап v. Enrile, 139 SCRA 349, decided in 
1985.

The Supreme Court agreed. It cited Rule 
102, Sec 4, of the Rules of Court providing that 
ifthe person alleged to be restrained of his | 
eny is in the custody of an officer under pro- 
cess issued by a court or a judge, or by virtue of 
a judgment or order of a court of record, and 
the court or judge had jurisdiction to issue the 
process, render the judgment, or make the or- 
der, the writ shall not be allowed..." Justices 
Claudio Teehankee, Hermogenes Concepcion, 
Vicente Abad Santos and Lino Patajo dissent- 
ed. 

Even if the information was obviously man- 
ufactured, it was enough to defeat the petition 
for habeas corpus under the above-quoted sec- 
tion which, lamentably, is still part of the law of 
the land now. I think it is one of the question: 
able provisions of the Rules of Court that 
should be re-examined and corrected by the 
‘same Supreme Court that promulgated it and 
so can rewrite or reject it now.

lene Isip obtained her Bachelor of Arts, cum laude, 
"while being editor in chief of the MLQ University 
student publication and vice president of the Col- 
lege Editors Guild; San Fernando Municipal Exec- 
utive Judge Meredith Ман finished journalism 
from UP cum laude and placed 25th in the 1997 
bar exam; and Lubao Municipal Judge Amelita 
Corpuz, got her master's degree with straight "1" 
grades in eight out of 11 subjects at UST. 

"The secret of the judicial reawakening in the 
province is visionary leadership by example as 
"Well as a dogged determination to excel and to 
render speedy justice for all. By the same mea- 
sure, what Pampanga needs now are competent, 
dedicated and ethical people who share the vi- 
sion, mission, pririciples and personal example of 
the leader, and who will help him carry out his 
mandate, Good luck, Governor Ed.

A taste of aboriginal culture 


TO CONCLUDE THE THREE-DAY APEC WOMEN 
Leaders Meeting, participants from all over the 
Asia-Pacific region were invited to the closing 
dinner at the Tjapukai Aboriginal Cultural Park a 
few kilometers north of Cairns in Queensland. 

‘The Tjapukai (alternative spelling: Djabugay) 
are the indigenous rainforest people of Tropical 
North Queensland, and the park is the showcase 
of their 40,000-year-old culture. Though a morn- 
ing visit to the park affords visitors a more thor- 
ough grounding in aboriginal culture, including 
lessons in didgeridoo-playing and boomerang- 
throwing, the evening program is а more formal, 
theatrical presentation. 

Our evening began with cocktails in the foyer 
in front of the "Creation Museum," with fare that 
included kangaroo meat fried in wonton wrap- 
pers. Once inside the museum, we viewed large 
pieces of aboriginal art illustrating the Tjapukais 
creation myths, as well as relics from archeologi- 
cal digs and samples of indigenous implements, 
‘Then the lights dimmed and a massive, colorful 
figure bathed in black light appeared, while a 
narrator launched into the story of the founding 
of the Tjapukai people and the plethora of gods 
and spirits they dealt with. Suddenly, a door burst 
open and in the blinding rays of light stepped in 
aboriginal men in loincloths and body paint, ges- 
turing to everyone to follow them outside. 

As we followed the men, our ears perked up at 
the sound ofa steady rhythmic beating, and as we. 
were each handed a pair of heavy wooden clap- 
pers, we joined in the music-making, our rhyth- 
mic tapping joining the other-worldly strains of a 
didgeridoo. 

Following a few steps down a short hill, we 
found ourselves circling a grouping of rocks on 
which men in aboriginal garb were perched. The 
group leader then led us all in chanting Tjapukai 
‘words for "fire" and in other rituals, after which we. 
were treated to a performance of fire creation (by 
using friction to set clumps of dry grass afire) and 
shooting fire-tipped arrows across the nearby riv- 
ex. Then we were told to follow some of the men, 
"who lit torches along the path as we followed,

itis not supposed to be, drawing life from the same 
system that sustains the healthy cells of the body.

їп our political system, the initials "CA" refer to 
the Commission on Appointments, a constitu- 
tional organ consisting of 12 senators and 12 con- 
gressmen, with the Senate president acting as ex- 
officio chairman. It draws its mandate directly 
from the Constitution, not from Congress. So 
powerful is this tissue of public authority that its 
proceedings carry the same dreadful connota- 
tions as its medical analogue. Its basic function is 

+ to review and confirm presidential appointments 
to high positions in government for the purpose 
of screening out unfit or unqualified appointees. 
‘The exercise of this vital function has spawned 
malignant practices, as the recent revelations of 
Negros Oriental Rep. Herminio Teves indicate. 

‘The malignancy in the Commission on Appoint- 
ments is an open secret among people in govern- 
ment. Fear on the part of those subject to its pro- 
ceedings, compounded by a twisted sense of parlia- 
mentary camaraderie among the members, allows 
it to flourish. Even the appointing power regards it 
as an integral part of the give-and-take of politics. 
“Thus is the cancer fed rather than arrested. 

"The shakedown begins atthe sub-committee lev- 
el. Upright or clueless appointees are given the run- 
around until they begin to understand the full ex- 
tent of their helplessness before the gods of the CA. 
Tt is possible to fight a solitary tormentor, but nearly 
impossible to confront a gang of determined ban- 
sins, They, ean hurt you, humiliate you, and bleed 
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beating our clappers and entering a dining hall. 


BUT if the first part of the evening was awe- 
spiring and filled us with respect for an an- 
cient culture rooted in the earth, the second 
half was a speedy, disappointing descent into 
commercialized tourism. 

In the bright, modern dining hall that resem- 
bled a school cafeteria, we queued for a buffet of 
mostly unpalatable food, then sat back for the 
“cultural” program. If we expected more dis- 
plays of aboriginal rituals and traditions, we 
меге sorely disappointed. There were some 
"dances" from the all-male troupe, most of them 
depictions of the cassowary а flightless bird that 
is an important symbol of Tjapukai culture and 
spirituality; and of the kangaroo, an important 
source of meat for Tjapukai communities. 

But mostly, there was a “skit” depicting the 
misadventures of a band of bumbling hunters 
after their prey, a kangaroo. The program 
closed with a pop song “Proud to be Aborig- 
ine,” after which, іп what has come to be a sta- 
ple of touristy shows, audience members were 
asked to ascend the stage and join in the danc- 
ing and assist the troupe in creating fire. 

‘While we cringed at the antics of the comedy 
troupe, the Tjapukai experience was an ade- 
quate introduction to aboriginal culture, espe- 
cially for conference-goers with little free 
time, and seeking experiences beyond the con- 
ference hall. Actually, so chock-full is Northern 
Queensland with tourist attractions and activi- 
ties that Tjapukai will probably be the only 
source of tourists’ exposure to the native peo- 
ples of Australia.

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you dry if you allow them. The fortitude that a de-

‘Ambitious individuals for whom a government 
appointment is nothing more than a racket or a 
launching pad for a political career know the 
game only too well and are more than willing to 
accede to its unspoken rules, They brisk through 
the process because they bring with them offers 
of “projects,” strategic appointments in the agen- 
cies under their control, and other perks. 

What makes all of this so astonishing is that, in 
fact, only a few in the Commission on Appoint- 
ments are routinely involved in blatant extortion, 
Yet, because the system offers no resistance, the 
malignancy permeates the entire commission. 
Most of the CA members may indeed generally 
approach their work professionally, but, on cer- 
tain occasions, they may also find themselves op- 
posing an appointment on the strength of a whim 
or a personal grudge. Many politicians do пос 
even try to conceal the deeply personal basis of 
their interventions—whether in CA deliberations 
or in budget hearings. This is how the disease 
spreads—by a breaching of the wall separating 
public interest from purely personal objectives.

WHEN I told my husband Iwas headed for Cairns, 
T was taken aback when he expressed dismay at 
not tagging along. Cairns, he said, was the “fishing 
capital” of Australia, and most of his videos and 
magazines on deep-sea fishing featured the rich 
Faking grounds of he waters of Calms. 

‘The afternoon we checked in at the Cairns Inter- 
national Hotel, the better to catch our flight to 
Sydney very early the next morning, we saw for 
ourselves the bustling tourism scene in the city. 1 
was with Yasmin Busran Lao, who like me had 
been invited by the Australian government to the 
WLN meeting, and as we set out on foot for a bit of 
shopping, we were surprised at the sheer number 
of Japanese tourists strolling down the streets, We 
saw honeymooners and families, as well as school 
groups and Japanese clerks in most of the stores. 

Huge hotels stood cheek-by-jowl along the 
main streets of Caims, and on the way to 
‘Tjapukai, we found the outskirts filled with small- 
er inns and motels. Shops of all sizes and types, 
including a night market, also dotted the main 
avenues, Off the city port, a short distance from 
the bus terminal, lay evidence of Cairns deep-sea 
fishing attractions: a marina crowded with mast- 
ed yachts, sailing vessels and fishing boats. 

We had time to kill as we were to meet at seven 
for the short bus ride to Tjapukai, so we criss- 
crossed the streets of Cairns, darting into shops in 
search of bargain souvenirs, as well as doing 
some drooling in the signature shops in the Duty 
Free outlets.

ОМ JUNE 26, 2006, AT TWO IN THE MORNING A LITTLE 
more than a year ago, Sherlyn Cadapan and Karen Empefio 
were abducted from a farmers home in San Miguel, 
Hagonoy, Bulacan, Armed men bundled the women into a 
stainless steel jeep with plate number RTF 597. A farmer 
named Manuel Merino, who had run out in response to the 
women's cries, was also bound and blindfolded. The three 
were driven away to- 
wards the direction 
of Iba, Hagonoy, Bu- 
lacan. 

When the abduc- 
tion was reported, 
human rights volun- 
teers, led by Mildred 
Benitez, went to the 
S6th Infantry Battal- 
fon headquarters at 
Iba. A stainless steel jeep with plate number RTP was found 
parked inside the compound. 

‘The military denies its existence, 

"Two days after the abduction, on June 28, farmer Alberto 
Martinez was roused from sleep by Manuel Merino, accompa- 
nied by men in bonnets. He was boarded on a stainless steel 
jeep with plate number RTF 597, and was brought inside a 
military detachment located in Mercado, Hagonoy, Bulacan, 

Inside the detachment, he was interrogated by a man who 
introduced himself as Amel Enriquez, who asked him if he 
knew persons known as Tanya, Vincent and Lisa. Arnel En- 
riquez described those persons. The descriptions fitted those 
of the missing women. 

‘One witness, Oscar Leuterio, recounted that he was also ab- 
ducted by armed men who brought him to two camps where he 
was detained and tortured for five months, During his detention, 
he noticed two women fitting the description of those abducted. 
He later heard of a man tortured and brought to his detention. 
area, The man was Em-Em-—his friend, Manuel Merino. 

The military statement, in a letter to the editor of this pa- 
per, complains that Leuterio's testimony was "despicably in- 
accurate and farcical.” 

The disappearances of Karen and Sherlyn made it to both 
local and national newspapers, especially since both were 
students from the University of the Philippines. Newspapers 
in Bulacan carried the story. In spite of this, the story seems 
different from the perspective of the military. Three of the 
military respondents made it to the witness stand. 

Lt. Francis Mirabelle Samson, section leader of the Merca- 
do detachment, claimed she had heard nothing about the 
disappearances. 

Lt. Col. Rogelio Boac, her immediate superior, claimed he 
had received no word from his men about any sort of abduc- 
tion or alleged arrest in Hagonoy, Bulacan. He had heard 
about it from a reporter, 

Maj. Gen. Jovito Palparan (now retired) conceded that he 
was aware of the abductions. He ordered that Lieutenant 
Colonel Boac conduct an investigation on Karen and Sherlyn's 
disappearances. 

Boac stressed that he did not receive any order from Major 
General Palparan or any higher authority to investigate the 
disappearance of Sherlyn, Karen, or Manuel, or even that of 
Қа Lisa or Ka Tanya. 

Palparan said that because of that order for investigation. 
to Boac, he received a report that "there was indeed an inci- 
dent who, according to them, one Ka Tanya and Ka Lisa and 
another person have been abducted from that area.” 

Boac seid that he had made inquiries, on his own Initia- 
tive, and nothing came out of them. 

Palparan confirmed an admission he had already made in 
a local talk show, The interview had him admitting that two 
women, Tanya and Lisa, allegedly revolutionary tax collec- 
tors, were in military custody after their arrest in Hagonoy. 

He had heard, however, that the women were "not stu- 
dents anymore,” 

‘And Lt, Francis Mirabelle Samson, with the panache of an 
amateur actor in a high school production, swore under oath 
that she knew nothing, saw nothing, heard nothing, and was 
simply “operating on instinct.” 

According to the courts findings, “From all indications, 
Karen Етрейо and Sherlyn Cadapan appear to be Ka Tanya 
and Ka Lisa. Karen Empefio and Sherlyn Cadapan were the 
only women abducted in that part of Bulacan on that day, 
June 26, 2006." 

‘The military denied having any hand in their abduction 
and disappearance. 

Just recently, Sherlyn Cadapan, who was two months 
pregnant when she was abducted, was reported to have 
made an appearance in her mother-in-law’s Bulacan home. 
‘Three women and two men accompanied her. The women 
stayed by her side at all times while she gathered pieces of 
clothing. She said nothing. She did not say a word to her in- 
law. She was pale and afraid. 

The next day the same two men from the night before ap- 
peared at the house with two uniformed military men, and asked 
the mother about a reported incident the day before. They 
claimed she had been visited by members of the New Peoples 
‘Army. The mother denied it, but the men insisted, and asked her 
to "help them." She was warned that they would retum. 

Members of the NPA gather support from the grass roots. 
‘Their members are volunteers who have become dissatisfied 
with the current social structure, They are not, for example, 
dragged into stainless steel jeeps while screaming for help. 
Neither are they forced to go on supervised visits with rela- 
tives. Irrelevant of the illegality of their carrying arms 
against the government, they do it oftheir own free will 

‘As of two months ago, Sherlyn Cadapan was alive. It is both 
cause for celebration and fear. There are some things, afterall, 
that are infinitely less preferable to death, as the numerous 
testimonies of torture at the hands of the military prove. 

The CA Special Former 11th Division dismissed a petition 
for habeas corpus, filed by the family of students Sherlyn 
Cadapan and Karen Empefio and farmer Manuel Merino, on 
the ground that it was not the proper remedy in the case. It 
ruled that "the main function of the habeas petition is to in- 
quire into the legality of one's detention which presupposes 
that respondents have actual custody of the persons subject of 
the petition.” It recommended the filing of criminal com- 
plaints against those the families believed were responsible 
for the disappearance of the three. It also asked for further in- 
vestigation by the Commission on Human rights, the National 
Bureau of Investigation and the Philippine National Police. 

‘The military, up to today, denies all knowledge of Karen 
Empefio, Sherlyn Cadapan and Manuel Merino. 

То conclude, this is the Court of Appeals final evaluation 
and assessment of the case: 

“The respondents were not telling the whole truth as they 
appeared to be evasive in their declarations. They were per- 
sistent in their denials but their assertions contradict each 
other. Almost always, their responses were denial or lack of 
knowledge on matters they were supposed to know in their 
respective areas of responsibility. Worse, their testimonies do 
not appear to jibe with one another." 

‘The military has no comment.

1s Tan's formula a solution to the 
seat allocation problem that has 
plagued the country's party-list sys- 
tem since 19987 

1 believe that the proposed for- 
mula isan unacceptable solution to 
the seat allocation problem of the. 
party-list system in the Philippines. 
‘The proposed formula violates the 
principle of proportional represen- 
tation as provided for by the Party- 
List Act (Republic Act No. 7941). 

Instead, | propose another seat 
allocation formula that, believe, 
affirms the policy of the Party-List 
‘Act and complies with the mandate 
of the 1987 Constitution that the 
party-list shall constitute 20% of 
the total members of the House of 
Representatives 


Vote threshold clarified 

‘Almost all of the party-list systems 
in the world impose a formal vote 
threshold to determine which parties 
are entitled toa legislative seat. For 
example, the party-list systems in 
Germany, Republic of Korea, Russia, 
‘Taiwan, Hungary, New Zealand, 
Thailand and Ukraine have a formal 
vote threshold of 5%. 

Іп Mexico and Denmark, the for- 
mal vote threshold is 2%. Ifa party 
does not reach the formal vote 
threshold, then it loses its right to 
receive aseat. 

Inher book "Electoral Engineer- 
ing: Voting Rules and Political Be- 
havior” (Cambridge University 
Press, 2004), Pippa Norris says: 
“Тһе formal vote threshold isthe 
minimum share of the vote (in the 
district or nation) required by law 
to qualify for a seat, and this is dis- 
tinct from the informal threshold or 
the actual minimum share of the 
vote required to win a seat." 

In Germany, the law mandates 
the Bundestag (parliament) to 
have at least 598 members. Its in- 
formal vote threshold is 1/598 or 
0.167224%. Thus, a qualified party 
in Germany that obtains atleast 5% 
of the total party-list votes is as- 
sured of at least 29 party-list seats, 
as measured by 5% х 598 = 29.9, 
based on the principle of propor- 
tional representation. 

In fact, the Alliance90/Greens 
Party with 8.119883% of the total 
party-list votes was awarded 50 
party-list seats in 2005. 

Inthe Philippines, is the 2% 
threshold in the Party-List Асса for- 
‘mal or informal threshold? Ог 
both? Section 11 of the law states: 

"ххх The parties, organizations, 
and coalitions receiving at least. 
two percent (296) of the total votes 
cast for the party-list system shall 
be entitled to one seat each: pro 
vided, that those garnering more 
than two percent (2%) of the votes 
shall be entitled to additional seats 
in proportion to their total number 
of votes: хо? 

n his proposed formula, Tan be- 
lieves that the 2% is an informal 
vote threshold. Hence, he is right in. 
rejecting its implementation be- 
cause the real informal threshold in 
the 2007 elections is 1/55 or 
1.818182%. 

What ifthe Supreme Court inter- 
prets the 2% to bea formal thresh- 
old? Then the proposed formula 
shall be applied to the top 15 party- 
list groups that obtained at least 
2% based on the Party-List Canvass 
Report No. 25 of the Commission 
on Elections. 

Even ifall the 15 parties shall be 
awarded 3 seats each, the rotal 
number of party-list seats (55 in 
2007) cannot be filled since 15x 3 

5. This will be contrary to the 
claim of the proponent that the 
proposed formula will be able to al- 
locate the 20% mandate of the 
1987 Constitution. tis in this vein 
that the proponent calls for the re- 
jection of the 3-seat cap. 


Features of Tan formula 

‘Tan's proposed formula will gen- 
erally work if there is no formal 
vote threshold. This is the first fea- 
ture of the proposed formula. 
There are party-list systems in the 
world that have zero formal vote. 
thresholds such as those in Bel- 
gium, Peru and Switzerland. 

The proponent may argue that 
the 296 formal threshold should be. 
junked because itis restrictive and 
‘will allow a few party-list groups to 
win a seat. Thus, the 2% formal 
vote threshold defeats the purpose 
of allowing marginalized sectors to 
be represented in Congress. 

Another argument is that the 2% 
formal threshold will disenfran- 
chise the voters of An Waray 
2.979), FPIPM (1.89%) and 


‘Amin (1.8496) because one seat in 
the 2007 party-list election is 
equivalent to 1/55 or 1.818182%. 
"The second feature of the pro- 
posed formula is the nth-party rule 
‘with 3-seat cap. In the 2007 elec- 
tions, this їв called as the 32nd-par- 
ty rule since it uses the 1.0396 of 
the 32nd ranked party-list Agham 
as the basis of the proportionality. 
“This is in contrast to the Pangani- 
ban formula (Veterans), which uses 
the first-party rule in which the ba- 
sis of the proportionality is the party 
with the highest number of votes. 


Two-digit expansion 

‘The proponent uses two-digit 
expansion when a party's number 
‘of votes is divided by the chosen 
party's number of votes. Since two 
seats are not yet filled when the 
formula was applied on the latest. 
Comelec data (Canvass Report No. 
25), the two unfilled seats were as- 
signed to Akbayan (0.97) and An 
Waray (0.91). 

But if eight-decimal digit expan- 
sion is used, the Top 2 parties with 
highest ranking decimal comp 
nents are Gabriela with 
0,99632511 because 
(4.129778%)/(1.033394%) = 
399632511 and Akbayan with 
0.96890099. Since Gabriela has 3 
seats already, then it cannot be 
awarded one additional seat. 

"The proponent is silent on how 
to award the remaining seat if this 
type of problem arises. Willitbe 
given to An Waray with 
0,91003223 or to the third ranking 
party based on Yacap's decimal 
component of 0.92291198? In fact 
An Waray is 6th in the rank. The 
4th and Sth ranking parties are 
TUCP with 0.92284144 and Anak 
with 091557631. 

Let us assume that this problem 
is settled and eventually 55 seats 
are awarded to the parties, 


Proportional representation 

‘The proponent agrees that there 
are two conditions to be met fora 
seat allocation method to be ac- 
ceptable: 

9 20% of the total members of 
the House of Representatives must 
come from the party-list; and

If there is no formal vote thresh-

Ifthe actual number differs from. 
the ideal number by less than one, 
then the allocation formula affirms 
the principle of proportional repre- 
sentation. Otherwise, if the differ- 
ence is one or more then it violates 
the principle, 

"The integer part of the absolute 
value ofthe seat allocation error is 
called the degree of negation of the 
formula. 

For example, the ideal number 
of seats of Buhay is 4.45412859 but 
it is awarded 3 seats only by the 
32nd-party rule. Then the seat allo- 
cation error is 1.45412859. Thus, 
the degree of negation of 32nd-par- 
ty rule on Buhay is 1. This is equiv- 
alent to (1/55) x 13,719,165 ог 
about 249,439 voters of Buhay are. 
denied of representation in 
Congress because of the violation 
of the 32nd-party rule on the prin- 
ciple of proportional representa- 
tion. 

The seat allocation error ofthe 
32nd-party rule differs by more 
than one seat for Apec, A Teacher. 
and Akbayan. See Table 1 

The actual number of seats allo- 
cated by the 32nd-party rule to 
Арес, A Teacher and Akbayan is 
more than the ideal number о 
seats based on the principle of pro- 
portional representation. The dif- 
ference is at least one in each party 
‘This means that the voters of other 
parties are denied of representa- 
tion in Congress because the seats 
that are due the parties they voted 
for are transferred to Apec, A 
‘Teacher and Akbayan by the 32nd- 
party rule. The number of voters 
that are disenfranchised in this way 
is about (3/55) x 13,719,165 or 
about 748,318. 

Therefore, the 32nd-party rule. 
violates the principle of proportion- 
al representation by at least 4 seats. 

‘The 32nd-party rule contradicts 
this principle because of the follow- 
ing factors: 

е Imposition of the 3-seat cap; 
and 

© Use of the nth-party as the ba- 
sis of proportionality. 

“The imposition ofa cap clearly 
violates the principle of proportion- 
al representation when the ideal 
number of seats is one more than 
the cap.

Our proposed formula 

Our proposed formula has two 
rounds of seat allocation to the 
qualified partes: 

1. In the first round, the number 
of seats that is allocated to the 
qualified parties is equal to the. 
whole part of the ideal number of 
seats based on the principle of pro- 
portional representation; 

2. If the total number of seats 
does not reach the total number of 
seats available for the party-list, 
then a second round of allocation is 
conducted, thus 

a. The qualified parties are 
ranked from the highest to the low- 
est based on the decimal fractions 
of the ideal number of seats. 

b. One seat of the remaining 
number of seats is given each to the 
highest ranking qualified parties. 
based on the decimal fractions un- 
til all the seats are filled up. 

Assuming that there is no formal 
vote threshold as in the case of the 
32nd-party rule, the allocation of 
Seats is shown in Table 2. 

Our proposed formula satisfies 
the first condition of an acceptable 
seat allocation method because it 
‘earmarks the total number of seats 
available for the party-list. 

Note that the difference between 
theideal number of seats based on 
the principle of proportional repre- 
sentation and the actual number of

Ifthe 3-seat сар of the Party-List 
Actis imposed on our proposed for- 
mula after we haveallocated the 
seats, then Buhay and Bayan Muna 
will receive 3 seats each instead оГ 
5 and 4, respectively. The degree of 
negation of the 3-seat cap will be 3 
seats, This is equivalent to (3/55) x

2% formal vote threshold 
Since the total number of seats is 
reduced from 55 to 52 after the 3- 
seat cap is imposed, the 20-percent 
mandate of the Constitution is vio- 
lated. In this case, the 3-seat cap 
does not only violate the policy of 
the Party-List Act but is also uncon- 
stitutional. Therefore, the 3-seat 
cap must be rejected. 
"Suppose that the Supreme Court 
interprets the 2-percent threshold 
as formal. Then our proposed for-

DR. FELIX MUGA WANTS 
to put lawyers out of busi- 
ness, He takes us to an alter- 
nate legal reality where "ide- 
al numbers” disbelieve the 
Party-List Act's 3-seat limit. 

Binding law cannot be ig- 
nored to suit academic fan- 
су. The seat cap was em 
sioned at the 1986 Constitu- 
tional Commission itself to 
prevent strong parties from 
dominating. The proposal, 
however, concentrates seats 
in these strong parties. Ap- 
plied to 2001 election data, 
it would give Bayan Muna 
(26%) one-third of the 
seats 

The law is like an exam 
with bonus questions where 
а student may score 110%, 
graded as 100% with no 
complaints. Thus, my pro- 
posal declined to count 
strong parties’ votes beyond 
those needed to reach the 3- 
seat cap, which Dr. Muga la- 
bels as not proportional for 
conforming to the law he 
disbelieves. (I proposed that 
the law's 2% threshold is un- 
constitutional, a different 
matter.) 

The proposal rehashes 
the German formula from 
the legendary Justice Vi- 
cente V. Mendoza's Veterans 
dissent in 2000. This was re- 
peatedly rejected because it 
applies to large numbers of 
seats and small numbers of 
parties. 

The 1/55 threshold does 
not actually fill up seats gi- 
ven Philippine vote disper- 
sal—specifically addressed 
by my proposal—due to 
large numbers of parties. It 
hides this with a "second 
round" “tiebreaker” that 
gives everyone extra seats 
and a reduced denominator 
that becomes problematic 
when there are few winning 
parties. 

Were only one party to 
reach 2%, its "ideal num- 
ber" would be all 55 seats. 
The proposal disbelieves 
the 3-seat cap not in the 
German formula simply be- 
cause the compensating re- 
duced denominator and 
“tiebreaker” do not work 
under the cap.

CASTILLEJOS, ZAMBALES—FROM MEMORY, 
Shirley Navarro recited the prices of generic 
medicines that are neatly stacked in a cabinet 
her father made out of scrap lumber. 

“Amoxicillin is P2, paracetamol is 50 centavos; 
mefenamic acid is P1, salbutamol is 50 centavos, 
ibuprofen is P1 and Vitamin B complex is 90 cen- 
tavos, the 26-year-old mother said, 

‘On the list tacked on the door were 80 or so 
medicines. The prices of these as of Friday, 
Navarro said, were more than 10 times cheap- 
er than those of generic or branded drugs sold 
in commercial drugstores, 

"Medicines here cost much cheaper than 
those sold in the lowland,” she told the Ingun- 
вл, referring to the upland resettlement of Bal- 
aybay here where she and 1,700 families have 
lived after Mt. Pinatubo erupted in 1991. 

‘The store that Navarro, eight women and a vil- 
lage council member keep here is called "Botika 
Natin sa Nayon (Our Driigstore in the Village)” 

The medicines are not only affordable. 
‘These are available 24 hours. 

“This helps us a lot,” she said of the venture 
they started in April 

If the residents have to buy medicines, they 
have to travel some 10 km to the town proper 
or pay P13 for a one-way ride by tricycle. 

Former Vice Gov. Ramon Lacbain Il, who 
started this social enterprise, said as of May 
31, there are 213 more of these outlets 
throughout Zambales, 


Network 

From just one outlet in Sitio Balon, Baran- 
gay Cawag in Subic town, which opened on 
Aug. 25, 2005, Lacbain's group, the Zambales 
War Against Poverty (ZWAP) Foundation Inc., 
has organized outlets in the 13 towns and one 
city of Zambales. 

"he largest number of outlets is in Olongapo 
City, with 53. The town of Subic has 39 outlets; 
Castillejos, 14; San Marcelino, two; San Antonio, 
13; San Narciso, 10; San Felipe, 15; Cabangan, 
five; Botolan, 13; Iba, six; Palauig, 8; Masinloc, 
15; Candelaria, one; and Sta, Cruz, 20. 

"rhe outlets come in various forms: a store, a 
table in front ofa house ог а tray that is taken in 
and out of a house whenever there is a buyer. 

“Presyong himala laban sa kahirapan 
(Miraculously priced medicines against 
poverty),” Lacbain said of the medicines the 
community-based outlets sell 

‘The outlets cater only to the needs of the 
families that are, in turn, banned from retail 
ing the drugs. 

"The prices in Balaybay are the same in Baran- 
gay Таһа! іп Masinloc, in the mountain village 
of Bundok Tralala in Olongapo City in the 
coastal community of Kinabuksan in Subic, in 
New Kababae that isin the middle of Olongapo, 
and in other village outlets, Lacbain said. 

‘The stocks are supplied by ZWAP's six dis- 
tribution centers. One of these, located in 
Wawandue, Subic, has evolved into a regular 
drugstore in November 2006 since its net- 
work has grown to 39 outlets, according to 
Joyce Marie Abiva, one of the four licensed 
pharmacists overseeing the operations. 

‘The five distribution centers and the drug- 
store also accept walk-in clients. 

“Маракатшға (Prices are very cheap)" Olive 
Boyd said when Abiva showed her the price list. 
Boyd on Friday placed orders for a medical mis- 
sion ofthe Kingdom Hope Missionary Outreach 


for Barangay Naugsol next week. 

“I managed to buy more [medicines] al- 
though we have limited funds," she told the

Campaign 

‘At first, the prices were met with disbelief, 
Navarro said. “Our neighbors thought we 
were selling fake drugs. They couldn't believe 
the low prices,” she said. 

Like what most of the 2,240 members of the 
Botika Natin sa Nayon had done, she had to ex- 
plain what generic drugs meant before she 
could convince their neighbors to try these. 

“These are also effective. Their names are 
only different from popular brands,” she said 

By pitching for- generic medicines, they 
have virtually become an army of grassroots 
campaigner for the Generics Act of 1988 or 
Republic Act No. 6675. 

The law seeks to "promote, require and en- 
sure the production of an adequate supply, 
distribution, use and acceptance of drugs and 
medicines identified by their generic names.” 

То erase doubts, ZWAP has displayed 
copies of registrations, licenses and accredita- 
tions from the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, Bureau of Food and Drugs, Depart- 
‘ment of Social Welfare and Development, Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue, Department of 
Trade and Industry, and Philippine Interna- 
tional Trading Corp. 

Lacbain said ZWAP buys only from Depart- 
ment of Health-licensed companies. 

‘A proof to the growing trust is the cash that 
piles up on the register. 

‘The Balaybay drugstore makes P200 in dai- 
ly minimum sales. The distribution center on 
West Tapinac makes a minimum of P3,000 to 
a maximum of P14,000 daily. The Wawandue 
drugstore grosses P2,500 daily from walk-in 
customers alone. 


How it began 

‘The venture began when former Gov. Vi- 
cente Magsaysay stripped the vice governor's 
office of its budget in 2004, Lacbain said. 

“I wanted to continue helping in terms of 
medical assistance but I was left without 
money,” he said. 

Late that same year, village council member 
Kathy de la Cruz of Mabanglit in Cabangan 
walked into his office and requested P1,000. 

“Kathy said she needed the money because 
she wanted to buy medicines for common ail- 
ments and make these available to villagers,” 
said Lacbain. 

De la Cruz returned a few months later, 
making the same request. 

“I hesitated to give again but then she 
looked sincere. I decided to see for myself 
what she actually did with the money so I 
went to her village,” he said. 

“Та front of her house, Kathy kept a small 
table. She kept the medicines in scrap bottles 
of mayonnaise and she was selling these at 
low prices. From out of the small profit she 
made, she bought more medicines to keep the 
supply steady" he said. 

"People can immediately buy the drugs 
they need,” Lacbain recalled De la Cruz’s ex- 
planation forthe initiative. 

The idea caught on with Lacbain. He im- 
proved it by putting elements of participation 
and accountability. 

He required that the venture should be 
managed by at least 10 residents who mutual- 
ly trust each other.

“In the 19805 we can easily pre- 
dict when the period of abundance 
started off, but since 2003 we 
could no longer predict,” he said. 
Fernandez said the shortage of 


tuna only indicates that people 
must do something to help stop 
global warming, 

"We really must take good care 
of our environment because it's 
true that the things we do have a 
ripple effect on several aspects of 
our lives," Fernandez said. 

He urged the people to avoid 
burning household wastes so as 
not to aggravate global warming.

Until his return, National Security Advis- 
er Norberto Gonzales will serve as OIC. 

Ermita said he told Teodoro the news 
by phone on Friday, and that the latter 
was “humbled and honored" by the ap- 
pointment. 

Palace officials, including Ermita, had 
earlier denied that a Cabinet reshuffle 
was in the offing. Ermita said yesterday 
he was not aware of any other coming 
appointments. 


New civilian blood 

Ermita who has served as defense sec- 
retary and vice chief of staff of the Armed 
Forces of the Philippines, described the 
soft-spoken Teodoro as “a very good ad- 
dition” to the Cabinet, 

“He is very qualified and he is pre- 
pared for the job. He has a very impecca- 
ble record as a public servant, [having 
been) congressman of Tarlac for three 
terms,” Ermita said in a phone interview. 

Ermita also said Teodoro would infuse 
new blood into the defense and military 
establishments. 

“You need a more dynamic personality 
in the defense department who can push 
reforms,” he said, adding that Teodoro's 
appointment also followed the recom- 
mendation of the Feliciano Commission 
that a civilian head the DND. 

The Feliciano Commission was 
formed to look into the roots of the day- 
long Oakwood mutiny in July 2003. 

‘Teodoro, a lawyer by profession, fol- 


lows in the tradition of former Defense 
Secretary Avelino Cruz, another promi- 
nent lawyer who vigorously pushed re- 
forms in the DND until he resigned over 
differences with some members of the 
Cabinet. 

Ermita said Teodoro was not entirely a 
greenhorn in defense and military mat- 
ters, He said he had no doubt Teodoro 
would be acceptable to the military, and 
even to the business community. 

"Teodoro is also a graduate of the Na- 
tional Defense College of the Philippines, 
with a master’s degree in national securi- 
ty administration. Graduates of the 
course earn the rank of colonel in the AFP. 

He is an adopted member of the 
Philippine Military Academy's "Magilas" 
Class of 1976. 


Challenge 

Ermita said the clamor for reforms in 
the military would be a test of Teodoro's 
leadership.

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Literacy program gives, 
hope to poor kids _

IN EVERY CHILD LIES THE PO- 
tential for changing the world, 
according to the Philippine Chris- 
tian School of Tomorrow. And 
this capacity, PCST marketing 
and events manager Rowena 
Kakilala said, should be tapped 
through education. 

But with education beyond the 
reach ofa large segment of society, 
particularly families who live be- 
Jow the poverty line, some children 
may be deprived of the opportuni- 
ty to develop their potential. For 
this reason, the PCST, through its 
Basic Life Empowerment Support 
System or BLESS, has been offer- 
ing a literacy program which aims 
to teach children from poor fami- 
lies to read in 18 to 20 weeks. 

"The PCST is a private school in 
Barangay Don Bosco, Sucat, 
Parafiaque City which offers pre- 
school, elementary and high school 
‘education. According to its website, 
the school aims to provide prepara- 
Чоп for life, address unique and in- 
dividual children's needs and assist 
them in reaching their God-given 
potential through the use of Bible- 
based methods and curriculum. 

In empowering children aged 5 
to 8 years old with the ability to 
read and write, the BLESS pro- 
gram also wants to give their fam- 
ilies hope. 

“The children learn that they are 
unique individuals created by God.

They know that they are made in 
the likeness and in the image of the 
Lord that is why they start to have 
Торе, and I think that is one of the 
needs we should meet in our coun- 
туеп," Kakilala, BLESS project 
director, pointed out. 

She said that negative reports 
in the newspapers have made a 
big impact on the way many Fil- 
ipinos live. "They (poor families) 
tend to lose hope. They are prone 
to think that because they were 
bom poor, they will die poor. After 
death, there is nothing more. But 
in this system, in our program, we. 
teach them that having a relation- 
ship with Jesus Christ gives them 
hope,” Kakilala added. 
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Under BLESS, the children’s 
parents are partners in the lean- 
ing process. "We cannot teach the 
child values and then find anoth- 
er set of values at home,” Kakilala 
pointed out, adding that some of 
their students in the BLESS pro- 
gram do not know the concept of 
authority or even love because 
they grew up in an atmosphere 
devoid of basic human emotions. 
‘The need for affection, howev- 
er, Kakilala said, is being ad- 
dressed by the BLESS program 
"where facilitators and teachers of- 
fer a caring environment revolv- 
ing around Christian education. 
"Ihe program also affords nour- 
ishment to children under the sim- 
ple belief that students cannot as- 
similate what they are taught on 
empty stomachs. BLESS likewise 
provides a supply of vitamins which. 
are given to students during class. 
Kaldlala said there are parents 
who consider their children dull 
and, thus, do not see the need for 
education. "We do not look at any 
child as dimwitted. Nobody is dul. 
Each child is created unique and we 
have to prepare this child for life. 
"They each have special traits. We 
ask our teachers to help the children 
discover those traits she added. 
The only thing required of the 
parents, according to her, is their 
commitment to the program. They 
must ensure the attendance of 
their child for four hours every day 
for 18 to 20 weeks. “Most of the 
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PCST students are given individual workspaces where they set their own goals and pace for the day. The 
same methodis used for BLESS students. 


parenis whose children we have 
enrolled in the program take it for 
granted because it is free, But we 
meet with them and emphasize 
that this is not free because their 
education has been paid for by 
sponsors who want, as they do, 
their children to grow up with a 
sense of self worth,” Kakilala said. 
Under the BLESS program, a 
child is trained for life. "In life you. 
have to set goals. You have to fin- 
ish your goals. You have choices in 
Ше, Everything in life is about the 
choices that you make so we are 
seeing those traits work,” the 
BLESS project director said, point- 
ing out the educational system 
used by the PCST veers away from 
the traditional classroom setting. 
In PCST, the students are given 
individual’ workspaces where 
they set their own goals for the 
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day and are placed under a disci- 
plinary system of merits and de- 
merits. Merits earned may later 
be exchanged for trinkets. 

Under the BLESS program, lit- 
eracy is not taught by rote where 
a picture is associated with a let- 
ter but through phonics, "We 
teach phonics. They learn the 
sounds of letters. Once they have 
mastered the 35 letter sounds, we 
teach them how to blend the 
sounds. That is the reason why it 
is effective,” Kakilala said, 

She claimed that children who 
have completed the program have 
been instantly accelerated to the 
next higher grade level because they 
сал read better than most children. 

To date, the BLESS program 
has over 600 beneficiary-families 
with some 1,200 children en- 
rolled in more than 100 centers 
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nationwide, including Mindanao; 

‘The PCST hopes to duplicate 
the success of the BLESS program 
in its Basic Literacy Intervention 
‘Training System (BLITS) for pub- 
lic school students aged 6 to 8 
years old and even older children 
“who may not have developed, 
reading skills.” 

The school believes that incor; 
porating the BLITS program into: 
the public school curriculum “will” 
enhance the efficiency of the ex- 
isting system. Because of the de- 
velopment of comprehension 
skills, teachers will not have as 
much difficulty making students 
understand their textbooks.” 

And by improving the quality 
of education offered in public 
schools, the PCST is hopeful that 
there will be an improvement in 
the lives of many Filipinos. 
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"| AM certain if the United States has а

European ship loves all-Pinoy crew

ny has been hiring only Filipino crewmen for its 


S INCE 2004, A EUROPEAN SHIPPING COMPA- 


tanker fleet, entrusting all its nine ships and 
; "their precious load to these "natural seafarers.” 


By 2009, Hellespont Corp. will 
have acquired 14 more ves- 
sels—still to be manned by "inno- 
vative, unflappable, lighthearted, 
and videoke-loving Filipinas.” 

There is actually only one "for- 
eigner” on board a Hellespont ship 
these days—a Greek captain hired 

"before 2004. 

But the Inquirer learned from a 

' grinning source that an alleged 
plot to turn him into a Pinoy was 
well underway, hopefully through 


the hearty meals served by the Fil- 
ipino cook on board. 

“Seafarers from other Asian 
countries are still catching up with 
the skills of Filipinos, their com- 
mand of English, their problem- 
solving capability, the ease with 
which they adapt to new technolo- 
gies,” said Isabella von Bulow, a 
communications consultant for the 
shipping firm. 

Bulow, а German based in Lon- 
don, was in Makati City last week 


Good 
for US visa 


NOT ALL IS BAD NEWS FOR 
professionals and skilled work- 
еш wanting to apply for US 
working visas 

Beginning July 2007, all peti- 
tions by US employers falling un- 
der three categories may be pro- 
cessed immediately as their pri- 
ority dates are now current. Visas 
are available immediately for 
‘workers falling under these cate- 
жопе. 

In a given year, only 140,000 
visas are allocated for all employ- 
ment based petitions. 

Of the 140000 visas, only 
70,000 are allocated under the 
third employment-based catego- 
ту This third employment-based 
category is where Registered 
Nurses are classified. Aside from 
the numerical limit set by the US 
Congress on the issuance of visas, 
the Department of State also fol- 
lows a per country limit, Fach 
county may not avail of more 
than 7 percent of what is allocat- 
ced for each preference category. 

The US Department of State is 
responsible Юг monitoring 
whether visas issued are within 
the numerical limitations. The 
last six months there was retro- 
gression or lack of visa alloca- 
tions for the third preference cat- 
egory until July 2007. The Stare 
Department rolled the numbers 
forward to enable using up.all 
visa numbers. This is done ac- 
cording to the State Department 
to make sure visas do not go un- 
used this year

dates becoming current, they 
may start filing for their adjust- 
ment-ofstatus applications 10 
green card status if they are in 
the US this month of July. Inci- 
dentally, they may request for 
employment authorization cards 
to allow them to work while 
"waiting for the adjudication of 
their applications for green card. 

The registered nurses are also 
affected positively by this recent 
development. They are now eli- “I 
gible to be petitioned by US em- 
ployers simultaneous with their 
application for adjustment-of- 
status if they are already in the 
US. Those who are stil in the 
Philippines may still be beneficia- 
ries of these petitions and, once 
approved, may be processed for 
immigrant visas with the con- 
sular section of the US Embassy. 
Retrogression declared on Nov. 
1, 2006 is over for now with the 
priority dates becoming current. 

Those who have job offers 
from US employers and have all 
the eligibility requirements may 
file right away. 

Iris cautioned though those 
prospective employees wanting 
to work in the United States deal 
only with legitimate agencies to 
avoid being victims of illegal re- 
cruitment.

‘As she had observed on deck or 
earned through various sea stories 
reaching her office, “Filipinos seem 
to be natural seafarers. They will 
stil be smiling despite long months 
(offshore).” 

For sure, they may be homesick 
“but it hardly shows,” she noted in 
an interview at the MSMI office. 


No borders 

Ir must be their "background" as 
а people, she said, the Philippines 
being a scattering of islands, its in- 
temal sea lanes serving as vast 
highways rather than guarded bor- 
ders, good for honing a mariner's 
instincts. 

“Mixed colonial influences" 
have long purged Filipinos of xeno- 
phobia, enabling them to make 
friends easily with foreigners or 
find their bearings abroad, Bulow 
further surmised, 


‘Their combined Asian and His- 
panic cultures have somehow 
turned them into the "most light- 
hearted” workers in the shipping 
industry she added. 

Hellespont ships have also had 
countless incidents where the Fil 
ipino crew, from the captain down, 
have displayed “ingenuity” in deal- 
ing with, say, technical glitches 
compounded by lack of spare 
pars, she said. 

From the company's viewpoint, 
Bulow said, "it really makes sense 
to just have one nationality on 
board, The teamwork is better.” 

‘An average of 25 Filipinos man 
each of the nine Hellespont ships 
currently in operation, according 
to MSMI president and general 
manager Susie Detera. They haul 
mostly liquid cargo, like crude oil 
and chemicals. An intercontinental 
delivery from the Middle East to 
the Americas, for example, takes а 
month to 35 days. 

‘The manning agency has been 
in parmership with Hellespont 


since 1988, but their all-Filipino 
hiring policy began in 2004. 

Since 1988, the partnership has 
employed about 1,200 Filipino 
seamen. | 

‘Atypical seaman’s contract runs 
for six months but can be extended 
to a year, Detera explained, 


Singingat sea 

“To minimize boredom,” Helle- 
spont crewmen are provided on- 
board videoke and “video library” 
of Filipino and Hollywood movies, 
she said. 

They mark holidays such as 
Christmas, New Year or Easter, or 
celebrate someone's birthday by 
holding parties on the boat, where 
it is no longer surprising to have 
“adobo” side by side with “roast 
lamb” on the menu. 

Detera observed that today’s Fil- 
ipino seamen аге now “more con- 
scious” about their conduct espe- 
cially while on shore leave, com- 
pared to 10 to 15 years ago. 

Instead of heading to the near- 


est bars and possibly wasting their 
earnings, for instance, they tend to 
spend their R&R more at Internet 
cafés, writing e-mails or chatting 
online with loved ones in the 
Philippines, she said. 

Bulow said the company plans 
to continue recruiting РЇ 
ipinos—and only Filipinos—as it 
expands its fleet to 23 vessels by 
2009. 

On its corporate website, Helle- 
spont recognizes the Philippines as 
the “largest seafaring nation in the 
world.” The 250,000 Filipinos now 
working on all types of ships have 
made “a hugely important impact 
оп shipping and—by exten- 
sion—world trade.” 

“The professional development 
of our Filipino seafaring colleagues 
is а continuous process and re- 
ceives our full commitment. Their 
continued loyalty and dedication 
are our most valuable assets. And 
their safety and well-being our 
most sacred obligation,” the com- 
pany declared. 


Filipino engineer builds bus shelters in Miami

IT IS ALWAYS A HAPPY PIECE OF 
news whenever we hear of Fil- 
ipinos becoming successful en- 
trepreneurs in the United States.

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Terror threat returns 
to London: Cops defuse 
2 Iraq-style car bombs 


LONDON-—BRITISH POLICE DEFUSED 
two car bombs Friday which could have 
caused carage in London's entertain- 
ment district and which counterterror- 
ism experts said resembled those used 
in aq, 

‘The finds raised the specter of possi- 
ble Al-Qaeda-inspired attacks returning 
to the British capital, two days after a 
mew government took power and a 
‘week before the second anniversary of 
the city’s July 7, 2005 suicide bombings. 

"The head of Scotland Yard's countert- 
errorism unit Peter Clarke said police de- 
fused two explosives-rigged Mercedes 
cars parked overnight Thursday in parts 
of London's entertainment district near 
Piccadilly Circus and Trafalgar Square. 

Both were composed of similar ma- 
terials such as petrol, gas cylinders 
and nails, were both “potentially vi- 
able" and “clearly linked" in what is a 
“troubling” development, Clarke 
said, reading a statement late Friday. 

Speaking after the first bomb was 
found, Clarke said: “Even at this stage it 
is obvious that if this device had detonat- 
ed, there could have been significant in- 
jury or loss of life.” The first bomb was 
discovered by chance, Clarke said earlier. 

Clarke said an ambulance crew 
treating a person at the Tiger Tiger 


night club in Haymarket called in po- 
lice explosives experts after noticing a 
metallic green Mercedes car giving 
off smoke just before 2 a.m. 

‘A hunt was on for the driver with 
detectives expected to scour footage 
from closed circuit television cameras 
in streets surrounding Haymarket, 
which is busy with revellers into the 
early hours of the moming. 

‘The second car had been illegally 
parked on Cockspur Street, which runs 
between Haymarket and ‘Trafalgar 
Square, given a ticket around 2:30 a.m. 
and towed an hour later to a pound in 
Park Lane near Hyde Park, he said. 

Clarke said police explosives ex- 
perts discovered the second vehi- 
cle—a blue Mercedes—also con- 
tained explosives material later in the 
day before defusing it. 

"We are doing everything possible 
to protect the public. There will be 
more police patrols. The investiga- 
tion is moving ahead," Clarke said. 

He appealed for people to contact 
the police if they have any informa- 
tion linked to the events or if they find 
anything suspicious. 

The twin-bombing plot appears 
“aimed at the new government” of 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown, who 


succeeded Tony Blair on Wednesday, 
said Dame Pauline NevilleJones, for- 
mer head of the governments joint 
intelligence committee. 

“The issue is who is behind that. I 
think I will be inclined to believe 
there is some kind of al-Qaida link,” 
Neville-Jones told BBC television. 

She said that al-Qaida is а loose or- 
ganization that serves as inspiration 
to Islamists around the world who 
can take а decision to act on their 
own against Western interests. 

She said itwas too early to determine 
whether the attacks were prepared by 
British citizens, but assumed that “there 
is local knowledge here" and that British 
residents may have been involved. 

Britain was shocked to learn that 
the four suicide bombers who carried 
out the July 7, 2005 attacks on Lon- 
dons transport network, killing 
themselves and 52 other people, were 
born and bred in Britain. 

‘There was no suggestion that the 
Mercedes were to be detonated by 
suicide bombers. 

But intelligence analyst Paul Beaver 
told BBC that the car bombs bore all 
the “hallmarks” of similar Islamist at: 
tacks in Iraq, southern Lebanon and 
elsewhere in the Middle East. АЕР

Dubai commuters angry over proposed toll road 
DUBAI—Dubai commuters are alarmed over plans to slap a toll on the 
city-state's main thoroughfare, claiming there are no viable alterna- 
tives to the road and worried about creeping indi; ect taxation in the 
historically tax-free emirate. More than 8,000 people have signed an 
online petition urging the government to postpone a plan to impose a 
toll on Sheikh Zayed Road from July 1 until alternative routes and the 
new metro network are completed. They also say the four-dirham 
(61.08) levy is too high for a majority of workers, already facing ram- 
pant inflation, which hit 9.3 percent in 2006. Salik (‘clear way’ in Ara- 
bic) wili divide rich from poor. (it is) time to go back to my country, 
wrote Rova Veluz, one of the signers, who belongs to an expatriate 
community that represents more than 80 percent of Dubai's 1.3 mil- 
lion inhabitants. Tala Sabouni, citing another cumbersome financial 
burden, said "please don't implement Salik. We are already struggling 
with rent increases.” The cost of rental housing has more than dou- 
bled in the past two years. For an average low-middle income earner 
of around 5,000 dirhams ($1,380) a month, who commutes between 
the relatively cheaper northern emirate of Sharjah to Dubai's southern 
industrial zone, the toll road means an extra monthly expense of 
around 400 dirhams ($110). Salik, expected to generate annual rev- 
enues of 600 million dirhams ($163 million), could effectively wipe 
‘out workers’ small savings or remittances to families in poor coun 
tries.

BOLINAO, PANGASINAN—FROM 
July to October, the coastlines of 
this town are littered with with- 
огей sea grasses that residents see 
as irritants and thrash. 

But they have since learned 
that the town is endowed with 
sea grass meadows where fish 
and shell fish spawn and thrive. 

The withered sea grasses, lo- 
cally known as tarektek, are 
washed to the shore, but the 
meadows regularly grow fresh 
blades under the sea. 

Scientists, local officials, fish- 
ermen and townsfolk have linked 
hands to protect and conserve the 
town's wide sea grass meadows 
which are yet another ecological 
treasure of Bolinao. 


Demo site 

This town that juts out into the 
Lingayen Gulf and the South Chi- 
na Sea has a well developed reef 
system of 50 square kilometers, 
half of which is sea grass mead- 
ows, the largest concentration of 
sea grasses in the country. 

This is the reason the town was 
selected as a demonstration site 
for sea grass management, said 
Dr. Miguel Fortes of the Universi- 
ty of the Philippine Marine Sci- 
ence Institute (/РМ5І) 

‘The Bolinao Sea grass Demon- 
stration Site (BSDS), the first in 
the country, is a subcomponent of 
the Reversing Environmental 
Degradation Trends in South Chi- 
na Sea and Gulf of Thailand Pro- 
ject funded by the United Nations 
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DANGGIT, "treasures" from the seagrass 


Environmental Program and 
Global Environmental Facilities. 
Itis undertaken jointly by UPMSI, 
Marine Environment and Re- 
source Foundation Inc. and the 
Bolinao Marine Ecological Fund 
Foundation Inc. (Bomeffi). 

Fortes said the sea grass mead- 
ows are the habitat of rabbit fish 
known locally as padas when in 
juvenile stage and barangan in 
mature stage. 

Padas is processed into ba- 
goong (salted fish) while 
barangan is processed into dang- 
git (salted and sun-dried). 

Hundreds of residents are de- 
pendent on padas and danggit, 
traditional products of the town. 

The Bomeffi, an organization 
of fishermen and local residents, 
has been conducting training on 
how to improve the products. 

“This is why we are excited 
about the sea grass project. If the 


sea grass meadows are protected, 
there will be more rabbit fish and 
we can sustain our danggit pro- 
duction,” said Margaret Celeste, 
Bomeffi chair. 

Butit isnot only rabbit fish that 
thrives in the sea grass meadows, 
Fortes said. These are also the 
spawning and feeding grounds of 
invertebrates like sea urchins, 
crabs and many kinds of fish of 
commercial value, he said. 

The shoots of one of the sea 
grasses (Thalasia spp.) is made 
into salad or pickles while the 
seeds of another kind (Enhalus) 
can be made into flour and baked 
into cookies. 


Ecosystems 

Fortes said sea grasses are sup- 
port ecosystems in-between 
corals and mangroves, which 
have both suffered major man- 
made destruction.

“We have only less than 10 per- 
cent of live coral cover and the 
mangroves have been deforested. 
So the focus now has shifted to 
the sea grass," he said. 

“with mangrove forests almost 
all gone, we depend on the sea 
grasses to protect the coasts from 
erosion.” 

The withered grasses can be 
converted into compost and be 
used as organic fertilizer. 


A bloom under the sea 


"The Bolinao Sea grass Demon- 
stration Site (BSDS) aims to cre- 
ate awareness among the resi- 
dents on what sea grasses are, 
what they can do to protect the 
coastal and marine environment 
of South China Sea and how cer- 
tain undesirable practices put the 
sea grasses at risk. 

Tt also aims to demonstrate 
how the local government, 
academe and the partner agen- 
cles can work together to pro- 
mote sea grasses and enhance lo- 
cal governance. 


Sanctuary zone 

In May this year, the Sangguni- 
ang Panlalawigan declared a 60- 
hectare portion of the municipal 
waters off the villages of Bina- 
balian and Goyoden as a sea grass 
reserve. It also classitied the area 
asa sanctuary zone. 

The area was freed from ex- 
tractive human activities, includ- 
ing navigation and boat mooring. 


RESIDENTS study the different kinds of seagrasses 
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Scientists now have gone 
down from their ivory tower and 
are dealing with the fishermen, 
with both learning immensely 
from each other, according to Dr. 
Miguel Fortes of the University of 
the Philippines Marine Science 
Institute. 

He noted that big-financed 
projects were undertaken in the 
past, but most of them failed be- 
cause the experts did not know 
how to deal, or refused to deal, 
with the locals. 


Traditional knowledge 

"Our project now is low-budget- 
ed and on a limited scale, but it is 
more successful because we deal 
with the people in a language they 
can understand. But we learned a 
Jot from them, too, not only on the 
social aspects but traditional 
knowledge,” Fortes said. 

Не added: “For example, in look- 
ing for study sites, we use different 
scientific instruments but we still 
fail to locate good sites. So we ask 
the fishermen and they right away 
pointed to us good study sites, 
based on what we need. 

“another example is, it took us 
two years to know what time of 
the year when fishes abound in 
an area, but they know that in- 
stantly, by experience.” 

On the other hand, fishermen 
learn about the environmental 
and economic uses of sea grasses 
and ways to conserve them. 

The BSDS has published illus- 
trated books (komiks) and 
brochures on sea grass protection 
and conservation. 


P500M fund needed for quality Muslim education

THE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCA- 
tion plans to put up what it calls 
“und for Assistance to Muslim 
Education" or FAME that will re- 
quire at least P500 million in seed 
money from the government, 

‘The initiative is one of the seven 
components of the states ambi- 
tious "Road Map for upgrading ba- 
sic education of Muslim Filipinos. 

‘The special fund will be creat- 
ed by an Act of Congress, accord- 
ing to a DepEd report furnished 
the INQUIRER, 

АМЕ is similar to the existing 
Fund for Assistance to Private Ed- 


ucation or FAPE, said the same re- 
port. 


Matching donations 

Under the program, the gov- 
ernment will solicit "matching 
donations” from Malaysia and 
Brunei Darussalam, its "partners 
in Southeast Asia for improving 
the quality of Muslim education 
in the country" 

Other road map components: 

* Development and institu- 
tionalization of Madrasah educa- 
tion (Madrasah is the Arabic 


* Upgrading secular educa- 
tion in elementary and secondary 


schools serving Muslims; 

Development of livelihood 
skills education for Muslim out- 
of school youth; 

* Provision of quality education 
for Muslim pre-school children; 

Improvement of the health 
and nutritional status of Muslim 
learners, especially those in pub- 
licelementary schools; and 

© Development of a special Al- 
ternative Learning System or ALS 
for Muslim out-of-school youth 
and adults. 

This year the ALS for Muslim 
OSY and adults has a budget of P100. 
million, according to DepEd Under- 
secretary Manaros Boransing. 


According to Boransing, Mus- 
lim OSY and adults belong to the 
poorest of the poor and what a 
Congress report calls the "lowest. 
percentage for simple literacy of 
population." 


Most urgent 

"They are the product of ex- 
treme poverty and the continuing 
armed conflict in Mindanao. 
"Their problems are the most ur- 
gent," he pointed out. 

Boransing, who is a native of 
Marantao, Lanao del Sur, said 
"unlike in the past, theyarenowa

GUIUAN, EASTERN SAMAR— 
Fighter and bomber planes used 
to take off from the 2.08-kllo- 
meter by 46-meter runway of 
the vintage airport in this an- 
cient town during World War TI. 
‘The Americans had established 
a big naval air base, long before 
the modern naval base in Subic 
Bay became operational. 

But when the war ended and 
the American troops left 
Guiuan, the airport was no 

1 longer used and, since then, has 
been left to the elements. When 
a devastating typhoon hit 
Guiuan in late 1980s, the air- 
port was put to good use by the 
military planes that landed 
there to bring in relief goods for 
the typhoon victims. 

‘Today, efforts are being made 
£ to make the airport operational 
to accommodate at least small 

commercial aircraft, with the 
hope of enhancing the business 
potential of this town that 
boasts ofits natural wonders, 
religious and historical sites, 
and rich cultural heritage. 


Promising destination 
‘The light planes are envi- 
sioned to bring foreign tourists, 
in shorter travel time, to this 
newest and promising tourist

destination in the country. 
‘These planes could also trans- 
port out to Manila fresh fish and 
other marine products that the 
town is famous for. 

"What we have here is the. 
runway and the terminal, but 
ме don't have the apron, which 
is one of the requirements of 
airline companies,” says reelect- 
ed Guiuan Mayor Annaliza Gon- 
zales-Kwan. 

This is why, Kwan said, the 
initial release of P10 million for 
the airport rehabilitation pro- 
ject would be used for the con- 
struction of the parking apron, 

‘The work on the apron is on- 
going and is expected to be 
completed in three month's 
time. 

The airport's rehabilitation 
would cost P40 million, and 
would include the repair of the 
terminal building and the con- 
struction of the perimeter fence 
and the apron, 


Flights 

Kwan said she is talking with 
airline company Asian Spirit re- 
garding having flights from 
Guiuan. 

“Тат about to talk to Cebu 
Pacific now because read in the 
newspapers that they would be 
acquiring small planes that 
would fit the requirements of 
Guiuan,” she says.

Surfing paradise 

‘The airport could be reached 
bya 10-to 15-minute motorcy- 
cle ride from the plaza near the 
town’s centuries-old Catholic 
church. 

Guiuan, which faces the Pa- 
cific Ocean, is at present being. 
promoted as a surfing paradise. 
Ithas good beaches and pristine 
waters that could lure nature 
lovers, The more adventurous 
visitors could also go island 
hopping, kayaking, snorkeling 
and diving, 

In March 1521, Guiuan had 
its first visitors from the 
West—Portuguese navigator 
Ferdinand Magellan and his 
crew who sailed under the flag 
of Spain, They first landed on 
Philippine soil in Homonhon Is- 
land in Guiuan. Then in 1944 
and 1945, tens of thousands of 
Americans came to this place to 
set up and to temporary settle in 
anaval and air base, 

But before them came the 


Chinese traders who made the 
people of Guiuan one of their 
trading partners. In the old 
days, Guiuan was already 
known for its agricultural and 
marine products, among them 
lobsters, giant clams, fish, rice 
and coconut. 

Today, there are a mix of 
tourists already visiting 
Guiuan—Koreans, Japanese, 
Americans, and other foreigners 
as well as balikbayans and vaca- 
tioners coming from different 
parts of Eastern Visayas. 

The tourists would not only 
enjoy having fun in the sand, 
sea and surfs but also in min- 
gling with the amiable local 
people. 


Going there 

Guiuan is located 154 kilo- 
meters east of Tacloban and 109 
kilometers south of Borongan, 
the capital town of Eastern 
Samar. With a land area of 
175.46 sq. km., it has a popula- 
tion of38,694 (2000 census) 
and is composed of 60 
barangays (villages). 

Guiuan could be reached bya 
three-hour land travel on a con- 
creted road from Tacloban City, 
where there are regular flights 
coming from Manila 

‘Travel time to Guiuan would 
be cut drastically when com- 
mercial planes start coming in. 


‘The program's main objectives 
are “to be able to positively con- 
tribute to the peace process be- 
tween the government and our 
Muslim brothers and improve the 
quality of their life through edu- 
cation," noted Boransing. 

Compared to the whole of Min- 
danao, the Autonomous Region 
in Muslim Mindanao or ARMM 
registers the highest incidence of 
poor families and malnutrition, 
as well as maternal and child 
mortality rates. 

‘A Congressional Planning and 
Budget Department report dis- 
closed that the region has a “very 
low percentage of students in pri-

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they run the marathon. 

“Training and development 
has many prongs.

All the skills or 
talent in the world won't over- 
come deficiencies here. 

“These are not things you can 
toss a person into a classroom 
and teach them. They must come 
from within. A teacher (and I con- 
sider myself not a businessman, 
but a teacher) must find ways to 
facilitate the learning so that it 
‘comes from within. This is where 
amarathon team can come in. We 
go on group runs together, we run 
the race together. The finest team 
bonding 1 have ever seen is on 
these runs. We have people strug- 
sling, we help each other, we sup-

Launched in January 2006, Good News 
Pilipinas (GNP) was conceptualized by a 
group of Filipino professionals residing in 
Manila, Indonesia, Singapore, Hong Kong 
and the United States. 

“A group of friends who share the same 
kind of advocacy set up GNP to celebrate 
goodness of the Filipino and the Philippines 
without the politics and religious issues,” says 
Singapore-based. broadcast journalist Rico 
Hizon, who heads GNP He produces, reports 
and presents the live daily business and fi- 
nance program ‘Asia Business Report" on BBC 
World. 

A Ten Outstanding Young Men awardee for 
Broadcast Journalism, Hizon was a former re- 
porter of GMA 7. He is the first and only Fil- 
ipino news anchor to work for two of the most 
prestigious global news organizations such as 
CNBC Asia and BBC World News. 

“As a full-time broadcast journalist, I don't 
get to cover the Philippines that often because 
Ї cover and report on 15 Asia-Pacific 
economies. And the Philippines, over the past 
years, has not really been on the radar of in- 
ternational readers and investors, Hizon 
says. “I Jove my country very much. And peo- 
ple have been asking me what's so good about 
the Philippines, so I keep explaining to them a 
litany of good things about our country.” 

Since the Internet has evolved into the ulti- 
mate research tool, people are increasingly 
turning to the web as their source for informa- 
tion. “GNP serves as the link of Filipinos from 
around the world to our country and to suc- 
cess stories of Pinoys here and abroad.” 

‘Aside from Hizon, those behind GNP in- 
clude Belen Anota (Philippine ambassador to 
Singapore), Wilfrido Villacorta (deputy secre- 
tary general, Asean), Christine Dayrit (chair, 
Film Festival Commission of Film Develop- 
ment Council of the Philippines), writer Al- 
fred Yuson, Margie Logarta (lifestyle and 
travel editor, Asia Business Traveler), Yvette 
Fernandez (producer/anchor, Bloomberg), 
Melannie Hizon (managing director, Art Cen- 
tral Asia), Tina Funtanilla (managing direc-

front of our people’s consciousness,” says Andrea Р 
Flores, executive director of the National Book Devel- 
iopment Board (NBDB). What better way to make our 
stories, novels and poems come alive than by immers- 
ing ourselves in actual sights? NBDB's “Portrait of the 
City" exhibit showcases literary works inspired by 
places in the metropolis. 

‘The exhibit has photos of Quezon City, Intramuros, 
Pasay, Makati, Malabon, among others. But what 
makes the exhibit meaningful are excerpts from noted 
‘writers who make familiar sights seem new. 

In “Metro Manila: City in Search of a Myth,” essay- 

“jst Cristina Pantoja-Hidalgo explains, "City fiction 
refers not just to fiction whose setting happens to be 
the city, where the city figures as a kind of backdrop 
‘against which the personal dramas of the characters 
‘are enacted. [City fiction is also] fiction in which the 
city breathes and throbs, fiction in which the city 
might be said in some way to shape the destiny of the 
characters, to propel action, and to a certain extent, to 
determine the outcome. I am speaking of mythmak- 

ing about the city, fiction that contributes to the city's 
mythology." 


‘Noli’ and ‘ 

Certainly mythological are José Rizal's twin classics 
“Noli” and “Fili.” In the opening pages of the "Noli," 
Capitan Tiago prepares to host a dinner in his house 
near the Pasig. Today, the river is but a shadow of its 
former self, but we should renew the campaign to pre- 
serve it after reading what Rizal has to say: 

“(The Pasig] plays the multiple roles of bathing 
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place, drainage and sewage, laundering area, fishing 
ground, means of transport and communication, and 
even source of potable water, if the Chinese water 
hauler or peddler finds it convenient.” 

In the "Fili," much of what Rizal says about Quiapo- 
holds true today: “Long rows of booths glittering with 
tinsel and colored decorations, displayed clusters of 
balls, masks strung through the eyes, tin toys, trains, 
little carts, tiny mechanical horses, carriages, 
steamships with their diminutive boilers, porcelain 
tableware of Lilliputian size, small Nativity cribs of 
pine wood, foreign and native dolls, the former 
blonde and smiling, the latter, serious and pensive, 
like little señoras beside gigantic girls. The beat of tiny 
drums, the toot of tin horns, the wheezy music of the 
accordions and chamber organs combined in a carni- 
val concert.” 


Nick Joaquin and Manila 

As for our capital city, memorable images come from 
National Artist Nick Joaquin. For instance, when 1 
‘come across yet another dismal headline on corruption 
or crime, I catch myself echoing a poem where Joaquin 
compares Manila to.a hermit crab, “a pair of claws, 
creeping, crabbing with ай its tragic flaws." 

But underneath his acerbic tone, Joaquin loves the 
city. In opening the story "Guardia de Honor,” Joaquin 
lyrically describes the Manila of a century ago: 

“A breath of the north stirs Manila, blowing summer's 
dust and doves from the tile roofs, freshening the moss 
of old walls, as the city festoons itself with arches and

paper lanterns for its great votive feast to the Virgin. 
‘Women hurrying into their finery upstairs, bewhiskered 
men tapping impatient canes downstairs, children 
teeming in the doorways, coachmen holding eager 
ponies in the gay streets, glance up anxiously, fearing the 
"winds chill: Would it rain this year? The bells begin to 
peal again and sound like silver coins showering in the 
fine air; at the rumor of drums and trumpets as bands 
march smartly down the cobblestones, a pang of child- 
hood happiness smites every heart. October in Manila?” 


Writers and places 

Kerima Polotan finds it “impossible to write of 
Pasay without feeling—one thinks of it with love and 
repulsion and sorrow.” Carmen Guerrero Nakpil longs 
for pre-war Ermita, “a charming, colonial town [with] 
an air of Casablanca, Acapulco, or Nice about it.” E 
Sioni) José contrasts the ‘dulled resignation” of his 
protagonist, a one-time writer, against “the glow of 
that dream world along the Boulevard and the spires 
of Baclaran Church." 

Gilda Cordero Fernando remembers being 
caught in the Second World War, fleeing from the 
bombs with "her favorite dress, a pillow and a bottle. 
of precious water." Butch Dalisay writes about stu- 
dents and professors camping behind barricades in 
the University of the Philippines campus, fighting 
martial law: "Our bones were cold, but our breath 
was warm."

“We want people to read local works, and to seek 
them out in bookstores, such as PowerBooks, our part- 
ner here," says Andrea Pasion. "Filipinas Heritage Li- 
brary helped us do this unique exhibit, a first in the 
country, and we will bring it to other provinces, where 
we will give lectures on reading appreciation, library 
administration, storytelling. Yesterday, NBDB also did a 
bus tour around the city, courtesy of Mayor Binay, visit- 
ing the places featured in the works. We want to bring 
Philippine literature into the hearts of our people."

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Developing a healthy body image

ficially entered midlife, A wise mentor 
once told me that midlife is like a second 
adolescence—complete with wired emo- 
tions, raging and or hormones in flux, 
and body changes. The midlife mom is in 
constant worry about how to keep her 
weight dowr “nd lead a healthier life. 
‘The typical adolescent daughter, on the 
other hand, is forever conscious about 
how she looks and how much she 
weighs 

Іп the book "Fat Talk," published by 
the Harvard University Press in 2000, 
one study indicated that an astounding 
90 percent of teenage girls frequently 
think about their body shape. In addi- 
tion, the study found that 86 percent of 
teenage girls are, or think they should be 
dieting. It is not surprising to find out 
that five to 10 million girls in the United 
States have been found to have eating 
disorders. 

Here at home, one only needs to sit in 
a class of 35 high-school students to dis- 
cover, not surprisingly, that half the class 
is on a diet of some sort. Of that class 
0435, only 20-25 percent regularly 
exercise or are active in some form 
of sport activities crucial to main- % 
taining a healthy weight and boost- 
ing a young girl's body image. 

Fathers, as well, as mothers, play an 
important role in shaping their daugh- 
ters body image. Research has shown 
that fathers are the biggest influence in 
motivating their daughters to get and 
stay involved in sports and other physi- 
cal activities. 

A father’s involvement in his daugh- 
ters life shows that he values her and 
when he helps her get involved in sports, 
he lays the groundwork for creating a 
healthy and strong young woman.

However, it is the mother, who plays 
ап even more crucial role in shaping her 
daughter's view of her body. Our teenage 
daughters need our help and guidance in 
resisting the many negative images that 
media sometimes presents.

conflicts. Unknown to many a mom, her 
‘own perception and unresolved issues 
about her body weight and image may 
interfere with her ability to help her own 
daughter create a healthy sense of her 
own body. 

Clinical psychologist Dr. Susan Bartell, 
author of the book "Dr. Susan's Girls On- 
ly Weight Loss Guide,” says moms of 
teenage girls need to look inward in or- 
der to understand a large part of what 
they may be communicating to their 
daughters. She suggests that mothers 
askthemselves the following questions : 

Do like my own body? 

* Do 1 keep negative feelings about 
my body to myself, rather than voicing 
them to others (especially my daugh- 
ter?) 

ө Am I satisfied with the way I look 
in clothes? 

© Do I diet frequently, and/or does 
my weight yo-yo up and down? 

These can be embarrassing questions 
toask yourself and will require you to be 
truly honest if you are sincere about 
helping your daughter develop a healthy 
body image. “The way you think about 
and manage your own body image and 
‘weight issues will be communicated to 
your daughter and impact upon the way 
she thinks about her own body" Dr. 
Bartell says. 


Tips 

‘What are some of the things that we 
can do to help our teenage girls develop 
a healthy body image? Here are some 
suggestions: 

* Don't talk negatively about your 
‘own body. I have to admit that 1 was guilty 
about this for the longest time whenever I 
would, like a whining teenager, complain 
tomy daughter about how fat I felt on cer- 
tain days, 

Mercifully, my daughter would reply, 
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“Mom, that does nothing for your self-es- 
teem!" Talk about the child being mother 
to the parent. Dr. Bartell says if your 
daughter hears you complain about the 
way you look, she will eel that it's appro- 
priate to dislike her own body as well, 
particularly if there is really nothing ob- 

jectively wrong with your body. If you do 
need to lose (or gain) weight, mention it 
іп the context of your health concerns 
rather than on the social aspects of being 
"thin" or “fat.” 

е Lose or gain weight in a healthy 
manner and avoid fad diets. Make sure 
that you practice what you preach. 
Weight loss is best achieved in a slow but. 
sure manner without having to resort to 
drastic means. Role-model drastic 
weight fluctuations and extreme diet, 
and you can be sure that your daughter 
will try this, too. A growing adolescent 
with raging hormones and a multitude of 
nutritional needs will not benefit at all 
from drastic weight loss methods. 

‘© Model healthy exercise behavior. I 
had a mother who picked up running in 
her 40s and so now I take inspiration 
from her. Better late than never. It’s a 
blessing that my daughter has a healthy 
relationship with her soccer ball anda fa- 
ther who constantly eggs her to raise the 
bar in her game. 

Parents who keep a regular exercise 
routine, lead by example.

“Itis also a lifestyle that dates to the 18th 
century when country homes in Sweden were 
turned palatial,” explains chef Robert Lilja 
who is Swedish.

HE 3.5-HECTARE PROPERTY,

sical composer. 

But to Lee Johnson, the guy 
with the baton, the real surprise 
is that his world of high culture 
took as long as it did to embrace 
the world of counterculture for 


which the Grateful Dead provid- 
ed so much of the soundtrack. 

Born in San Francisco in 1965, 
two years before the legendary 
‘Summer of Love it helped usher 
in, the band was dismissed by 
critics for years as a footnote to 
pop musicis Psychedelic Era. But 
by the time its 30-year run end- 
ed with the death of gui- 
tarist-composer Jer- 
ту Garcia, the Dead 
had morphed into one 
of the world's most pop- 
ular concert attrac- 
tions, 

“The Grateful Dead embodied 
such a huge swath of the late 
20th century ... that they are just 
a wonderful place from which to 
have a symphony in which you 
can explore and come out with a 
response to American popular 
culture,” says Johnson. His com- 
position: “Dead Symphony No. 
6: An Orchestral ‘Tribute to the 
Grateful Dead.” 

The work, assembled from 
nearly a dozen songs and record- 
ed by the Russian National Or-

chestra, was released as a down- 
load in May and on CD on Tues- 
day. 

Although a basic five-chord 
rock 77 roll band, the Grateful 
Dead's multiple-time signatures, 
harmonies and rhythms have 
had its fans swearing for 
decades that they could hear 

the sounds of Beethoven and 

other classical com- 
posers echoing 
throughout the music. 

No one took them very 
seriously, apparently, 
until Johnson; perhaps, 
he says, because adapting the 
music to a classical format was 
no simple task. If there was one 
constant in the Grateful Dead's 
approximately 2,500 concerts, it 
was that the band—partial to 
Jong, experimental jams—rarely 
played the same song the same 
way twice. 

“How do you transform that 
into an orchestra that lives not in 
the moment but off the page?” 
heasked.

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Binge There, Done That 


Where do you go when you're ready to call it a night, but not just yet? 
Here are a few suggested pitstops for that early morning binge 


Irs 4 a.m., party's over. Or you've just 
about had your fill of World of Warcraft for 
the night. Or you've just achieved a record 
342 pages of Remedial Law. You're just 
about ready to go home, but not quite. One 
last stop: You want to eat. Where to go? 
Here are a few places that have never 
failed to satisfy my craving for an early 
morning binge: 


Ziggurat (Indian, African, 
Mediterranean, Middle Eastern Cuisine) 
The menu says they serve "cuisines of the 
lands where various Islamic Empires 
stretched around the early 12th to 14th 
centuries." True enough, the menu boasts 
of Middle Eastern kebabs, Indian and 
Pakistan curries, plus Northern African and 
Ethiopian specialties. 


The list is quite impressive, actually. For 
the kufteh (which literally means “pounded” 
in Persian and refers to any type of ground 
meat that has been formed into a 
meatball), Ziggurat not only has beef, lamb 
and chicken but also duck. For the tikka 
(cutlets or, according to the menu, "sliced 
pieces"), not only does the place serve 
chicken, beef and lamb, but they have tuna 
and shrimp tikka as well. Aside from your 
regular chicken or beef curry, there are fruit 
curries, the choices being coconut curry, 
which we are familiar with, as well as 
pineapple, banana, papaya and 
watermelon curry! 


The ambience is very relaxed. You may 
opt to stay outdoors and hookah your way 
to the sunrise or stay indoors, which is 
open only until 1 a.m., and sit on any of the 
many pillows on the floor. For the road, you 
may have the T'Ella Ethiopian Honey Beer, 
which is a sweet albeit dark brew. Don't be 
fooled by this Cleopatra of a drink: its 
Strength is masked by its sweetness. 


Filling Station (American) 

The Filling Station serves American food. If 
you are craving a breakfast menu, they 
have flapjacks. The flapjacks are actually 
not as impressive in terms of taste as they 
are in terms of size, but | usually order the 
blueberry flapjacks anyway with a 
chocolate shake, which | believe is nothing 
fancier than blended ice cream for this 
station. They also offer a mean Eggs 
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Benedict. For after-gimmick bingeing, there 
is the Filling Station Burger which is a huge 
all-American burger, or the Bel-Air Chicken 
Schnitzel, which, as described on the 
menu, is "fried boneless breaded chicken 
breast topped with fried eggs and served 
with fries." Speaking of fries, my best 
friend's favorite is their Chili Fries, a great

Ishin (Japanese) 

Another favorite after-gimmick place is 
Ishin. There is nothing like slurping down 
some Udon to bring down the buzz. Ishin is 
a straight up and simple Japanese 
restaurant on Pasay Road (across Park 
Square, nearer the Edsa side). They have 
all the Japanese food a Filipino would look 
for: sushi and sashimi, udon and ramen, 
gyudon, teriyaki ... you name it, it's on the 
menu. The servings are good for two and 
the servers are attentive. For those who 
get too tired after that concert, there are

low tables where you can gather with your 
friends and sit Japanese-style on the floor. 
Best of all, they accept Visa and 
Mastercard if you need to resort to plastic 
after a night of spending. 


Santush (Persian) 
This is a tiny new Persian fusion restaurant 
on Meralco Avenue. 


Just like a comfort food restaurant, Santush 
offers what the reasonable consumer is 
after: a not-so-common and hearty meal at 
a reasonable price. Their Beef Kebab Rice 
is hefty and the Kibda with Eggplant 
Chutney, which is deep fried liver on a bed 
of eggplant chutney, is what | would call 
creative comfort food. Borek, in its true form 
a flaky filled pastry, was tweaked by Chef 
Migo Razon to cater to the Filipino gimikero 
by making it their alternative to nachos. And 
they offer a Shawarma Pizza which initially 
is a curious piece of pie, but after a bite 
turns out to be just right to fill the stomach 
after your six Mojitos for the night. 


Other favorites: 

My other favorites include Old Swiss Inn on 
Makati Avenue near Manila Peninsula. 
Nothing like a chocolate fondue to cap the 
night. For the boys there's always Rufo's, 
which stili has amazing tapsilog, and Quik 
Stomach. For people from the north side of 
Makati, there is Mister Kebab, which is 
always, always packed. And for the '80s 
babies, here's a toast to that old favorite 
after-gimmick pitstop: Whistlestop. There 
are the hotel lobbies, of course, and you 
can have ice cream at the Pen anytime, but 
nothing beats good comfort food in the 
early morning to end the night. •

make it their business to track trends tell us the possible hits and misses 


Pop music has a short life span. Just like 
the three-minute thrill of a typical pop song, 
every commercial pop act, except perhaps 
its royalty, is bound to slide back to 
anonymity after reaching its peak on the 
charts. 


It's been almost two years since the likes of 
Hale and Cueshe ruled the hearts and 
stole the wallets of Pinoy teens 
everywhere.

The walls are already sweating, and so is 
the band, when JPD frontman Bing Austria 
counts off the first number of their set at 
Route 196—a cover of Little Stevie 
Wonder's early Motown hit "Uptight"—but 
they remain sharp, stylish, "isputing." 


| mean, who wears a cardigan in the 
Philippines, in June? Specially if you're 
going to be doing the boogaloo for the 
remainder of the set, as Austria will? But 
with JPD, the look is as important as the 
sound, and the band's ensemble is as 
carefully choreographed as their set of 
uptempo groove-driven dance floor soul 
anthems. 


Austria is wearing a porkpie hat, 
sunglasses at night like Corey Hart, a 
button-down white shirt and a tie under his 
red cardigan, a pair of vintage Levi's Sta- 
prest trousers with knife-edge creases, and 
Ben Sherman bowling shoes. The rest of 
the band are similarly outfitted in Ben 
Sherman track jackets and Fred Perry 
polos. One horn player is even stylin' in a 
sharp slim-cut suit. 


Your average T-shirt and Chuck Taylor- 
wearing emo kid would probably find it 
weird, but Victor "Knock On" Wood would 
probably feel right at home, as would Tony 
"Agent X-44" Ferrer, who puts in a cameo 
in the band's music video for their single 
"Nice Place."

Christina Aguilera Goes Back to Basics 


After several dizzying transformations, this former Mousekeeter is now stripping 
down: her act to the bare-bones essentials: her world-stopping vocals 


Sue's always had the pipes. 


Even back in the day, at the height of the 
teen idol wars when she faced off with 
fellow Mouseketeer Britney Spears, 
Christina Aguilera was known as “the one 
who could sing.” 


And while her former rival's life seems to 
have taken a recent turn for the bizarre, 
her every mishap and misstep fodder for 
the tabloid press, Aguilera has wisely 
chosen to stay out of the rumor mill, 
focusing instead on her strengths: her 
incredible singing voice, topnotch musical 
direction and production, and tightly 
controlled image. 


Her latest double-disc album, "Back to 
Basics,” showcases her vocal prowess and 
musical maturity, and finds the singer going 
back to the sources that inspired her music 
in the first place, integrating elements of 
soul, blues and jazz. 


A recent magazine cover featured Aguilera 
posing with her musical idol, rhythm and 
blues great Etta James, who paid her the 
greatest compliment when she said: 


аа. 


“Christina can sing...! couldn't believe that 
big sound, that big voice was coming out of 
her. Tell me who you've seen that sings like 
her, because we don't have anybody." 


Aguilera has sold over 25 million records 
worldwide, placed four Number One 
singles on the Billboard Hot 100 chart, won 
three Grammy Awards and a Latin 
Grammy, and two of her albums have been 
on the US Top Five. She has also been 
listed as one of People Magazine's "100 
Most Beautiful" people. 


She had this to say in a recent interview 
with MTV: 


What can we expect on this tour? 
Christina Aguilera (CA): This tour is 
actually my most inspired tour. It's the most 
fun I've ever had with a show of my own 
onstage. 


As my fans know, l'm so into visuals and 
making sure that the image that goes along 
with my music tells the story and lets my 
audience's imagination run wild. It takes 
them out of their element. And on disc two, 
I've flirted and used different elements of 
an old vintage circus in my work. So, it's a 


fun show, one that you won't want to miss. 


"Back to Basics’ is certainly a pretty 
ambitious album that shows off some 
new sides to your music and just what 
you're capable of. You've talked about it 
really paying tribute to some of your 
favorite singers—Billie Holiday, Etta 
James. Why was this the right time to 
really bring that out in your music? 

CA: For me, | always just do what | feel. 
With my first album, | kind of had to play by 
the rules and what my label wanted me to 
do. A few million records sold later, | was 
able to do what | wanted with “Stripped,” 
which was kind of my own interpretation of 
my coming of age record. It was the first 
time that | felt that | could really be myself 
and write my own material and express 
myself as the woman that I'd grown into at 
that point. That's why that record was 
necessary for me at that point—a kind of 
shedding an outer skin from myself. 


And then, while | was on tour with that 
“Stripped” album, | started diving deeper 
into this place of inspiration where blues, 
soul and jazz music was always an 
inspiration for me. Also during that time, 
fell in love and l'd been in a relationship 


with my new husband, discovering a new 
side of myself. It took me to this kind of 
feel-good place; and to me there's nothing 
that feels better than the old music of the 
"205 and "305 and "405 and so on. Soul 
music in general just feels so good to me, 
and it's so passionate. So | felt that it all 
made sense to go along with that whole 
style and feel. 


І see the tour involves no fewer than 10 
costume changes, 600 moving lights, 
etc. Does all this really qualify as 
getting back to basics? 

CA: Well, that's also the thing. | don't think 
it would be fair to my audience if | just sat 
onstage with a mike. | want my audience to 
be able to look around and enjoy a show 
from all aspects. Whenever І go to see а 
show, | really enjoy being taken out of my 
element for a moment and being able to 
use my imagination to enter this whole 
different world. It's really important for me 
to use those visuals, go there creatively to 
think outside the box and do something 
really spectacular for my audience. 


You're talking about your love of old 
songs. Do you wish that you could pull 
in some older listeners who might get it 
better than some teenagers? 

CA: You know, when | put out a record, l'm 
not trying to target exactly one person or a 
particular audience. Anybody who wants to 
join in is more than welcome to enjoy my 
music. But it's interesting. When | did that 
European leg, | noticed there were a lot 
more older fans than on my previous tours. 
And that was really refreshing, really great 
to see that my music transcends all the 
ages. Hopefully over the years, it'll grow to 
an even wider audience. 


What will be the next single and video 
after "Back to Basics?" 

CA: The next single is "Candy Man." This 
time, | co-directed the video with Matthew 
Ralston, using as backdrop that pin-up 
Vargas style World War II kind of era. You 
had the bomber planes and that Rosie the 
Riveter kind of outlook which we 
incorporated into the video. It was really 
fun to make this particular video. | had to 
learn how to jitterbug, and play three 
different characters of myself as we literally 
recreated the visual of the Andrew Sisters. 
It was really crazy. 


We've seen so many personas from you 
on each of the albums. Just how much 
have we seen of the real Christina? 

СА: You know, if | said | didn't change, | 
would be lying. | do get bored easily and 
it's important for me to challenge myself 
and evolve as an artist. | think that life is all 
about changing and trying to continue your 
growth as a person. For me, that's 
completely part of the self-expression that 


goes along with my work. 


I've heard that you finally got to meet 
your idol, Etta James. I'm curious what 
you talked about with her. 

CA: For me, James has always been that 
person, that amazing vocalist who I'd 
always looked up to. When we sat down 
together, | was so nervous, but she was so 
down-to-earth and so real. It was so 
refreshing to sit down with someone you 
admire so much, whose personality just 
exceeds your expectations. Oh, my God, 
she actually called me an old soul and said 
that my voice reminded her almost of a 


Janis Joplin to a Dinah Washington. | 
mean, she made my life with her 
compliments! But you know, she also said, 
don't pay attention to any of the negativity 
out there. You keep doing what you're 
doing and don't care what other people 
think. She said, every time that you stand, 
up for what you believe in—and these 
words will stick with me forever—you're 
sticking up for so many artists before you 
who never had that opportunity or that 
chance to speak up for themselves. And it 
was just so inspiring to hear that, not only 
from another woman, but a woman who 
lived at a time when artists didn't have any 
Say-so over anything. 


l'm wondering, if you could pick 


somebody from the jazz era to be your 
band leader for this tour, who might it 
be? 

CA: Oh, my God, so many. Just one, oh 
man. It might be between two 
people—Duke Ellington and Miles Davis. 
That would be amazing. 


How much has been a conscious effort 
to hold back material and establish 
yourself as a career artist, as opposed 
to somebody who's going to just flame 
out... 

CA: | noticed early on that a lot of people 
who came out during that pop explosion 
kept putting out things so quickly. And | 
never wanted to rush through something 
because going into this business, | knew 
that | wanted to be here for a long time. | 
did make a conscious effort and choice 
early on to make sure that it was about the 
quality and not the quantity. And that's why 
1 made the "Stripped" record. | really have 
a game plan for myself, | know where | 
want to end up many, many years from 
now. I've been doing this since | was six ог 
Seven years old, so it's been instilled in me 
that this is what | want to do. | wasn't 
completely that boy-crazy person. | really 
kept my focus. And | think that's why | was 
able to stay in it and keep putting out 
quality work that comes from the heart. •

roughly two years ago with bass player 
Albert Largoza. Since then, The Dorques 
has had an interesting mix of line-up. Blue 
Jean Junkies frontman Nino Mendoza 
joined in and so did sultry Alessandra 
"Aless" Tinio, who was the band's vocalist 
for the longest time. 


Like most start-up bands, the Dorques had 
its swinging door phase. Nino got married 
and Albert went to New York. So Pimee 
Ayala, niece of musicians Joey Ayala and 
Cynthia Alexander, took over the bassist's 
job, only to pack up for Sydney soon 
enough. Aless had gone solo with Aless T. 
and the Vince Noir Project. These days, 
the Dorques' clique is composed of Aimee, 
Joffy, Nina and Arnel Fabiana on bass. 


None of them are exactly newbies. Aimee 
has played percussions for her high-school 
band Princess Bato and Gretel.

Arnel plays bass 
for Aurora Boreyouless, a shoegaze group.

Says Arnel: "Locally | listen to the 
SlaveDrum, Scarlet Tears, Skies of Ember, 
Moscow Olympics, Through the Lens, My 
Science Project.

S there such a thing as Pinoy jazz? 
Richie Quirino—jazz musician, record 
producer, musi holar and historian—has 
spent almost a lifetime trying to connect the 
ineage between American jazz and ils 
bastard child wanting to grow wings on 
these shores 


Over the last seven years, Quirino's search 
or a connection has been amply 
documented in his book, "Pinoy Jazz 
Traditions." published in 2004, and a film 
documentary he released late last year 
"Pinoy Jazz: The Story of Jazz in the 
Philippines." "Pinoy Jazz Traditions 
bagged the 2004 National Book Award for 
music while the documentary, which 
Quirino co-produced with cinematographer 
Collis Davis and STI founder Gus Lagman 
is a certified bestseller. Limited copies are 
available only from an online shop even as 
the film continues to generate raves from 
serious jazz fans following its premiere at 
various jazz festivals from Jakarta, 
Indonesia, to Bremen, Germany. Its next 
stop will be the Asia-Pacific Museum in 
Pasadena, California in July. 


The book and the documentary provide 
substance to what can very well be the 
untold history of jazz in the Philippines. 
Had Quirino and his friends not undertaken 
a quixotic pursuit, Pinoy jazz and its local 
traditions might have fallen through the 
cracks. 


"Our jazz documentary was broadcast 
worldwide by ABS-CBN Global. It must 
have been seen by over a million Filipinos," 
Quirino says. "Goethe House took notice of

my work and | was sent to Germany to 
represent the Philippines in the first-ever 
German Jazz Congress. Last November, 
the American Embassy staged a three-day 
jazzfest which revolved around my jazz 
book and documentary." 


It should also draw a similar fascination 
among local music aficionados. The 57- 
minute documentary begins with the 
premise that Filipinos may have witnessed 
the birth of jazz in New Orleans, cradle of 
the first truly American music.

Our grandparents eventually welcomed 
jazz wholeheartedly because the music 
was entirely different from classical music 
traditions," Quirino argues.

In the documentary, Quirino credits the first 
Official stirrings of jazz as a Pinoy genre to 
Angel Pefia who, in 1956, fused jazz with 
Filipino idioms in his rendition of 
"Bagbagtulambing," a traditional Igorot 
song. The groundbreaking event happened 
during Jazz Il, a fund-raising concert held 
at the University of the Philippines theater 
in Diliman. Maestro Pefia would be invited 
to teach jazz at UP's College of Music and 
continue to collaborate with other jazz 
heads in tracing the Pinoy soul in jazz.

Former 
underground local faves Urbandub 
recorded their indie debut at Backyard and 
took the Studios' huge booming sound to 
national prominence when they made their 
auspicious splash for a major label late in 
2005.

Efren explains: "There was already a 
burgeoning underground music scene in 
late 1999 when we started Backyard 
Project Studio.

remembering when the weekend punter 
feels the come-down at 4 a.m. the 
following day. 


Edge Pamute, managing director of 
Soundsgood Music Marketing, which 
promotes performances in Manila by some 
of the world's best electronic artists, 
observes that trailblazing clubbers who set 
dance music trends now prefer eclectic 
music. He stresses, "The small and select 
parties in Manila want variety and flexibility 
so the music doesn't become dated or 
stale. If an artist plays various styles, 
there's always the opportunity for a happy 
surprise. Of course, the artist must be 
flexible and keen enough to make good 
shifts and flow from one genre to another 
during a set.”

The 
lineup, which includes Eman Tabujara on 
sax and Igor Carpio on trumpet, further 
solidified after the band released their 
debut album "Soul Up!" when Austria's

15, saxophonist Tots Tolentino paid 
homage to Charlie Parker with his BAT 
Project. Pop band Sino Sikat? transfigured 
their soul machinations into hot palpitating 
blues jazz abetted by guests Simon Tan on 
upright bass and Wowie Posadas on 


keyboards, while the Saxophone band 
reinvented a number of folk songs into 
sinuous jazzy workouts. 


It was the intellectual challenge of jazz that 
attracted Collis Davis, cinematographer of 
the Pinoy Jazz documentary and former 
photographer of Downbeat magazine, to 
the music. He remembers, as a young man 
in New York, how jazz musicians would 
improvise on Broadway songs. The 
improvisational aspect kept his ears glued 
to jazz for the next 45 years after his first 
exposure to the music. 


“It was exciting listening to musicians 
bringing their own sensibilities and 
creativity to a song," Collis muses. 
"Improvising made it sound like the jazz 
cats owned the music.

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Ombudsman loses case vs DBP execs

THE OFFICE OF THE OMBUDSMAN AND THE 
Presidential Commission on Good Government 
have lost a graft case they filed against former of- 
ficials of the Development Bank of the Philippines 
in connection with a nearly P192-million loan

‘Then Ombudsman Marcelo 
firmed the graft charges against 
Tengco and Crucillo in March 
2003. 

But, according to the high tri- 
bunal, there was nothing irregu- 
Jar about the loan granted to Pafi- 
coven if the venture failed. 

It said the loan could be con- 
sidered an “unsound business 
proposition,” but added that the 
‘Ombdusman failed to show that 
‘Tengco and Grucillo had violated 
DBP rules in granting the loan to 
Pafico and acted with bad faith 
and manifest partiality. 

‘The court said the loan could 


not be deemed disadvantageous 
considering that it was payable in 
seven to 12 years, was covered by 
the usual interest and had a pro- 
vision for penalty in case of de- 
fault, 

The high court also said Pafi- 
соз failure to pay the loan was a 
risk that the bank had to take. 

Tt also said the case against 
Crucillo and Tengeo should be 
dismissed because another case 
involving the same DBP loan to 
Pafico was junked as well. It said 
that to allow the present case to 
prosper would violate the legal 
principle that prohibits a new tri- 
al on facts and issues already set- 
tled by final judgment. 


5 gov't execs facing dismissal 
for corruption, says PAGC

THE PRESIDENTIAL ANTLGRAFT 
Commission (PAGC) has recom- 
mended the dismissal of five ranking 
government officials and a three- 
month suspension for another on 
graft charges. 

PAGC Chair Constancia de Guz- 
man said the Commission's "punitive" 
endorsements against the five gov- 
emment appointees—who included 
an undersecretary, an assistant secre- 
tary and a regional director—had 
been affirmed by the Office of the 
President, The suspension of another 
official was also upheld. 

But De Guzman declined to identi- 
fy the officials facing disrhissal and 
suspension and their agencies, saying 
their identities would only be dis- 
closed-once the Office of the Presi- 
dent had ruled on their finality 

De Guzman made the disclosure on 
the heels of a recent corruption sur- 
vey by the Social Weather Stations 
which found that 17 out of 29 govern- 
ment agencies were not sincere in 
their fight against corruption. 


"The PAGC was identified as being 
among those with “mediocre sincerity” 
receiving a net rating of minus 8 from 
705 Filipino managers polled by the SWS 
between March 4 and May 11. 

PAGC got a minus 7 sincerity rating 
in 2005, slipped to minus 17 in 2006 
and received a minus 8 this year. 

"Thais something, a positive sign that 
we are succeeding in the fight against 
graft and corruption,” De Guzman said in 
an interview with reporters. 

As if to prove that ће РАСС was not 
remiss in its task of weeding out erring 
government officials, De Guzman told 
reporters after the SWS survey results 
came out that of the 31 recommenda- 
tions the PAGC submitted tothe Office of 
the President since January 2007, six had 
been given due course 

їп 2006, the PAGC recommended the 
dismissal of 32 government officials 14 
were sacked, four were suspended and 
one was given a reprimand. 

Acknowledging the "general percep- 
tion" that the scale of corruption was stil 
high in the public sector, she said the 
РАСС would make use of the latest SWS 
results as a basis for drawing up new 
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strategies and programs that could be in- 
troduced in govemment entities that 
scored low in the survey. 

“We are going to make use of the 
SWS survey in identifying which ac- 
tivities or programs will have to be 
strengthened or introduced to be able 
to dramatically reduce the opportuni- 
ties of corruption in problematic ar- 
eas," she said. 

Although majority of the govern- 
ment agencies still ranked in the neg- 
ative, their ratings in the recent sur- 
vey, however, had substantially ad- 
vanced to the neutral compared to 
last year’s findings. 

But an exception was the Presiden- 
tial Commission on Good Govern- 
ment, whose rating slipped further in 
the negative. 

The SWS survey found the police, 
the Land Transportation Office, the 
House of Representatives, the Com- 
mission on Elections and the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue had “bad sinceri- 
ty” in fighting corruption. 

Those with "very bad sincerity” were 
the Department of Public Works and 
Highways and the Bureau of Customs.

De Lima said the disclosure of a specific re- 
lief comprised the “problem” which ultimate- 
ly led to the SC denying last week Pimentel's 
petition to stop the NBC from tabulating the 
Maguindanao votes.

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Roxas gives 
cheaper meds 
bill new life

THE DEBATE OVER THE CHEAPER 
medicines bill that was cut short when the 
13th Congress failed to pass the measure will 
continue in the next Congress. 

Sen. Manuel Roxas П yesterday refiled the 
bill that seeks to lower medicine prices by 
amending the Intellectual Property Code. 

The bill was deliberated upon and unani- 
mously passed by the Senate but it was by- 
passed in the House of Representatives, 
Which has its own version of the measure. 

“This time around 1 fervently hope we 
muster enough political will so as not to de- 
prive our countrymen of more affordable 
quality medicine,” Roxas said in the explana- 
tory note of Senate Bill No. 101. 

He said he was optimistic about the 
chances of the bill in the 14th Congress since 
several new legislators had come in. 

‘The bill seeks to allow the parallel importa- 
tion of cheaper drugs and medicine from 
abroad whose local patents had not expired. 

It also allows generic drug manufacturers 
to begin experimentation, production and 
registration of patented drugs prior to the ex- 
piration of their patents, so that generic drug 
companies could make their products avail- 
able immediately after the patents expire. 

Roxas said the country’s present intelectual 
property laws “largely protect the multinational 
pharmaceutical companies that practically hold 
all the local patents on pharmaceutical products.” 

He said that under present laws, generic drug 
makers take about three years after a patent ex- 
pires to study the patented drug, resulting in a vir- 
tual patent extension of three years. During that 
period the patent-holders continue to charge high 
prices for their medicine, Roxas said. 

He said implementation of the "early working 
doctrine” had resulted in significant reductions 
in the prices of drugs and medicine in the United 
States, Japan, Canada, Israel and Thailand. 

"The bill also seeks to bar patent owners 
from extending their patents merely on the 
basis of the discovery of a “new use” even 
when no new product is created 

Lastly the ЫП allows the government to manu- 
facture patented drugs when the public health is 
at stake, while compensating the patent-holder.

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Strangers bring OFW kids home

SOME SLEPT SOUNDLY IN THE ARMS 
of strangers, others laughed and played 
innocently minutes after landing, their 
cares seemingly left behind in Kuwait, 
which had sent them home to the 
Philippines. 

Fragile babies, foottall toddlers just 
learning to walk and school-aged chil- 
dren all bom in Kuwait arrived in Mani- 
Ja late yesterday afternoon, the first time 
they had set foot in the country their 
‘overseas Filipino worker (OFW) parents 
had left to eam money elsewhere. 

The 14 children arrived at the Ninoy 
Aquino Intemational Airport in the 
company of surrogates who agreed to 
take care of hem on the flight home, al- 
though some were with their mothers 
anda few were all alone. 

Confidently, 7-year-old Noor Abdul- 
lah followed the line of repatriates on 
their way out of the terminal, pulling 
her pink tzolley bag behind her. Her Fil 


ipino parents, mother Samira and father 
‘Usman, had sent her home on her own. 

“I was sad and I cried because I will 
miss my mother, she told the Ingumer. 

"Unable to read or write, Abdullah 
said she came to the Philippines to study 
as she did not get to go to school in 
Kuwait. She would be staying with a rel- 
ative in Mindanao, 

“I have my mothers and fathers 
number so I can just call them," she said 
in Filipino, holding up her mobile 
phone. 

Judecel Simeon, а mother of two, re- 
turned to the Philippines with a fellow 
migrant workers son in her arms. She 
said she was asked to take care of 1- 
year-old Wilmar Baldonado by the 
Philippine Embassy in Kuwait after his 
mother, Marites, flew back to the Philip- 
pines in February. 

"His mother had gone ahead and the. 
kid was left at the embassy. 1 do not 
know his mother, I was just asked to 
take care of him,” said Simeon, 26, a do- 


mestic helper who availed herself of the. 
Kuwait governments offer of amnesty 
to go home. 

She had flown to Kuwait eight 
months ago to work for a household but. 
was forced to fee her employer due to 
the adverse working conditions, a plight 
she shared with hundreds of Filipino 
women working in the Middle East. 

Valentina Navarro, 27, could not an- 
swer when asked the name of the boy 
sleeping in her arms. Also a domestic 
helper who availed herself of the 
amnesty, Navarro said she was only 
asked to bring the boy home from the. 
immigration office in Kuwait. 

“The one who was supposed to bring 
him home was not able to take the flight 

. I don't know why. He was just hand- 
ed to me at the [Kuwait] airport,” she 
said. 

Officials from the Department of For- 
eign Affairs assisted the group in mak- 
ing arrangements for transportation to 
their hometowns.

DUBAL-HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF 
Asians, including about 20,000 Filipinos, who of- 
ten workin pitiless heat and now face the threat of 
prison, re racing against time to "get legal" find 
work permits or leave the United Arab Emirates 
within a three-month government deadline. 

‘The labor ministry has officially put the num- 
ber of illegal workers at 350,000, of whom near- 
Jy 250,000 have left their employers, saying they 
had been mistreated or exploited or had their 
contracts broken. 

‘The others are either “visitors” who don't 
want to leave, or “infiltrators” who have 
slipped in from neighboring countries. 

As of December 2006, there were a total of 
311,793 Filipino workers in the UAE, of 
whom 291,363 had work permits while 
20,000 were undocumented. 

"The UAE has given illegal workers until Sept. 
2to"regularize their situation in conformity with 
the law'—in other words, find а job and a spon- 
sor to enable them to obtain the precious resi- 
dence permit, or leave the country legally. 

After that, if they are caught still here and 
working illegally they face up to 10 years in 
prison, followed by deportation. 

‘Those employing them risk a month in jail 
and a fine of $13,600, while someone hiding 
an "illegal" faces two months behind bars and 
a fine twice as heavy. 


Cheap labor 

The illegals have one desire in com- 
mon--not to leave the country, and prefer to 
work illegally, offering their services to who- 
ever will pay the best in an oil-rich country 
where they are viewed as cheap labor. 

Most, too, are up to their necks in debt, to 
the agency who recruited them and for their 
travel costs to the UAE. 

Raju is typical. He told AFP he would prefer to 
commit suicide rather than retum to his home, the. 
Indian state of Rajasthan, where he owes the agen- 
су money and can't even move back into his house 
Which he rented out to try to make ends meet. 

While there are no exact figures, suicides are not

‘Around 80 percent of the 4.1 milion inhabitants 
of the UAE are expatriates, mainly from Asian 
countries, attracted to the UAE to work mainly as 
low-paid laborers and domestic workers. 

"The biggest group, estimated at 1.2 mil- 
lion, comes from India. 


Golden opportunity 

“To uy to move away from the reliance on foreign. 
labor the UAE has for several years undertaken а 
process of “Emiratisation,” with companies being 
told to employ a set quota of Emirati nationals. 

‘The process has, however, been slow and 
problematic. 

One man seeking advice this month at one of 
the 12 help centers set up by the Indian embassy 
insix ofthe seven emirates forming the UAE, said 
he had worked for the government in Dubai for 
35 years. He then lost his job because of the de- 
tree to take on more local people.

THE GOVERNMENT IS WILLING TO RE- 
sume peace negotiations with the National 
Democratic Front on condition the commu- 
nist rebels declare a nationwide ceasefire, ac- 
cording to Speaker Jose de Venecia. 

De Venecia made the statement in a meet: 
ing with European parliamentary leaders in 
Frankfurt and Strasbourg, Germany, where 
he proceeded after accompanying President 
Macapagal-Arroyo on her state visit to the 
West African nation of Equatorial Guinea. 

“(The) government is willing to activate 
the peace talks simultaneous with the decla- 
ration of a nationwide ceasefire,” De Venecia 
said in a press statement. 

He said the government was also “willing 
to consider other mutually agreeable options 
to work out a final political settlement of the 
nearly four- decade- old insurgency, the 
longest in Asi 

"Our goal is to put an end to the conflict so 
that we can start to improve the lives of the 
combatants and launch the full-scale econom- 
іс development of the country that would 
leave no one behind,” he said. 

De Venecia’s call for ап NDF.initiated 


ceasefire coincided with that of National Se- 
curity Adviser Norberto Gonzales, who had 
also set the precondition, which didn’t sit well 
with the NDE the political wing of the Com- 
munist Party of the Philippines. 

In a previous statement, Luis Jalandoni, 
chair of the NDF peace panel, said the condi- 
tion was tantamount to “sabotaging” the ne- 
gotiations while demanding the МОРЗ capitu- 
lation. He said a better condition would be to 
address the "roots of the armed conflict." 

Jalandoni said the NDF was open to conduct- 
ing "exploratory talks which would address and 
resolve the prejudicial questions, such as the ex- 
trajudicial killings and other gross human rights 
violations, the murder and abduction of NDF con- 
sultants, the unjust terrorist listing of their organi- 
zation and the indemnification of the victims of 
human rights violations.”

New People's Army in the list of terrorist 
groups and personalities of the United States 
and other countries.

General ready to talk 

Also yesterday, one of three generals who 
recently broke their silence on the issue of po- 
litical killings told the Inquirer that he was 
willing to testify on the role of certain military 
officers in the killings of suspected commu- 
nist insurgents and sympathizers. 

Speaking on condition of anonymity for se- 
curity reasons, the general said he had consid- 
ered appearing before the Melo Commission, 
the body formed by President Macapagal-Ar- 
тоуо to investigate the killings, but he dropped 
the idea because he suspected no effective mea- 
sures would come out of the inquiry. 

In dismissing the habeas corpus case, the 
appellate court said it had to accept the state- 
ments of Palparan, Gonzales, Esperon and 
other respondents that they did not have the 
NDF member in their custody because the evi- 
dence presented was “completely hearsay.” 

Тһе evidence consisted of Carmen’s stat 
‘ments quoting tricycle drivers who supposed- 
ly witnessed Ancheta’s abduction. 

‘The drivers were not presented in court be- 
cause of their reluctance to be involved. 


‘Nota scintilla of evidence" 

‘The appellate court said that even if it un- 
derstood the tricycle drivers’ reluctance, it 
still could not accept Carmen's testimony. 

“There is not even a scintilla of evidence 
which could link respondents to the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of Ancheta. Thus, their re- 
turns of the writ, declaring that Ancheta is пос 
in their custody, must be taken at their face 
value,” it said.

We do understand the 
plight of petitioner, and commiserate with her.

‘The judicial authorities’ seeming helpless- 
ness in resolving cases of forced disappear- 
ances in the face of military denials was at the 
heart of Chief Justice Reynato Puno's recent 
proposal for a broad-based summit to discuss 
how to curb human rights abuses, especially 
political killings. 

Puno said giving an aggrieved party more 
options if the writ of habeas corpus proved in- 
effective in locating a missing person could be 
addressed by such a summit.

Lawyer Romeo Capulong, NDF consultant, 
said the dismissal of the habeas corpus peti- 
tion highlighted the “weakness in this legal 
measure.”

Senators lauded Teodoro's appointment to 
the defense portfolio but they questioned the 
President's decision to bring back a "Hello 
Garci” general, Ebdane, to his old post.

He is one guy who won't be used by Mala- 
cañang,” opposition Sen. Panfilo Lacson 
said.

Resolve killings 

In an interview aired on radio dzXL, Sen. 
Rodolfo Biazon said the public should give 
‘Teodoro time to prove himself even though 
his main asset was his close link to the Presi- 
dent. 

Biazon said the President's appointment of 
a civilian as her defense secretary was a step 
in the right direction. 

He said Teodoro should give priority to the 
resolution of the extrajudicial killings and the 
President's grant of amnesty to rebels in his 
first weeks in office. 


Own merits 

Ms Arroyo's political adviser Gabriel Clau- 
dio said Teodoro's appointment had nothing

Superb credential 

Claudio believed that the soldiers would 
embrace a civilian leader like Teodoro. 

“With his superb credentials as a lawyer, 
lawmaker and political leader, Gilbert’s ap- 
pointment should reinvigorate the entire 
Cabinet and will be very much welcome to 
them, as well as to the entire military estab- 
lishment,” he said. 

Gonzales agreed, describing Teodoro аз "а 
good leader."

Unfinished projects 

He said naming Ebdane to his old post at 
public works was also not surprising, given the

А staff member in Teodoro's congressional 
office said it was Ermita who called up

Pimentel certainly didn’t lack for qualified and experi-

the larger advocacy, the more crucial 
mission, his petition before the Sup- 
reme Court was supposed to uphold. 

For it to matter, an election must take place and it must 
take place under circumstances that do not leave the re- 
sults of the election in doubt. Furthermore, an election 
must be accompanied by the credible counting of the 
votes. People must be free to express their will at the 
polls; the actual polling must have taken place, for its re- 
sults to matter; and what matters is the manner by which 
the determination of the election's result is made. In the 
absence of any one of these requirements, disenfran- 
chisement takes place. 

Many things could have been said to support Pimentel's 
meritorious petition to set aside the results of the 
Maguindanao vote. There was certainly no shortage of 
evidence to support the contention that the Commission 
on Elections had embarked on a flawed, and ultimately 
unfair, canvassing. 

The solution proposed by the Comelec—to ignore all 
the doubts raised, and instead insist on adding up votes 
that substantially lacked verification, and thus, credibili- 
ty—was a non-solution, and indeed, an anti-democratic 
one. Pimentel could have proposed that under such a 
staggering amount of suspicious circumstances, the sen- 
sible recourse would be to hold a fresh election in 
Maguindanao, under strictly controlled circumstances 
guaranteed to accurately reflect the true will of the elec- 
torate. 

Instead, since he insisted he would be the one to face the 
‘Supreme Court, in the face of questions that were neither 
harsh nor unreasonable, Pimentel ended up undermining 
his own case. Asked if he had any evidence, he said he had 
none. Yet his lawyers—but they couldn't argue, as it was 
Pimentel who insisted on appearing at bar—knew, and 
said, otherwise. Pimentel suffered from either a spectacu- 
lar failure of nerve, or an incredible lack of appreciation of 
his own case. In the face of such a statement, the Supreme 
Court had no recourse but to turn down Pimentel’s prayer 
fora temporary restraining order. 

This does not bode well for Pimentel’s real petition, 
the setting aside of the Maguindanao vote. It cannot be 
denied that Pimentel suffered a reversal of fortune, for 
which, in the eyes of many, he has no one to blame but 
himself, But the collateral damage includes all those 
who labored mightily, and fought courageously and 
against great odds, to insist on the rule of law and the 
purity of suffrage in Maguindanao. 

A dirty, discredited election may be on its way to being 
validated. The disenfranchisement of the people of 
Maguindanao, a process that began when the Comelec 
permitted people already discredited by the 2004 elec- 
tions to once more hold sway over the conduct of the 
province's election, may become, once the high court 
rules on the petition, an accomplished fact. 

The failure to win a TRO led to the decision of the Com- 
elec, sitting as the National Board of Canvassers, to final- 
ly canvass the Maguindanao votes. The inclusion of these 
irremediably tainted votes, for which proof of election 
fraud does in fact exist, did not immediately defeat Pi- 
mentel, or achieve victory for Team Unity candidate Jose 
Miguel Zubiri, but it has made other, equally suspicious 
and discredited chunks of votes matter all the more. 

If Pimentel’s failure to win a TRO foreshadows the final 
fate of his petition, he may have set back the cause of 
clean elections in general and in the Autonomous Region 
in Muslim Mindanao in particular. That means those who 
defrauded the voters and the country are going to laugh 
all the way to the victory banquets of those they helped to 
win. 

It would take a miracle for a real winner to finally 
emerge with a credible mandate. It will certainly take a lit- 
tle more time before the Supreme Court can rule on the pe- 
tition to void the Maguindanao vote. But Pimentel’s mis- 
calculation has given the forces of fraud unexpected relief. 
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THE DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURT TO 
reject Koko Pimentel's prayer for a TRO, as part 
of his petition to stop the counting of highly 
suspicious votes from Maguindanao, opens the 
door to more cheating in future elections. 

Think about it: The provincial Certificate of 
Canvass (CoC) for Maguindanao contained 
numbers that gave Team Unity senatorial can- 
didates а 12-0 victory over their opposition ri- 
vals, numbers that the Commission on Elec- 
tions itself declared “statistically improbable.” 

When provincial election supervisor Lintang 
Bedol was asked to produce the municipal 
CoCs upon which the provincial CoC was 
based, he replied that they were “stolen.” 

‘Teachers said no elections took place in their 
areas, and that they were forced by armed men 
to fill up blank CoCs. 

Three Comelec commissioners then went to 
Maguindanao to look for copies of the election 
documents that Bedol allegedly lost. They came 
back with municipal СоС that they said “ap- 
pear authentic” and counted them. One month 
after the elections is enough time to manufac- 
ture these CoCs. They should have been junked 
and new elections called. When in doubt, 
don't—that is still the prudent thing to do. This 
was what Pimentel asked the tribunal to de- 
lare. 

But the Supreme Court decided to do noth- 
ing. In the future, using this precedent, manu- 
factured poll documents would still be counted, 
an open invitation for cheaters to do their thing. 
Nothing, not even the Supreme Court, can stop 
them.

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ONCE AGAIN THERE IS TALK OF A POSSIBLE 
amnesty proclamation. 1 am all for efforts at 
peace and reconciliation. And if amnesty sincere- 
ly offered as a gift and not as a trap for the un- 
wary will work, by all means, let's have it. Unfor- 
tunately, however, aside from the lingering di 
trust under which the present administration is 
still held, there are difficulties in the amnesty pro- 
cess which neither the President nor Congress 
can solve. They are constitutional and judicially 
made difficulties. 1 am hopeful that the new de- 
fense secretary, who to my knowledge has no cor- 
rupting links with the military, and the highly hu- 
man-rights-conscious Chief Justice, will help to- 
ward making amnesty work. 

When amnesty was first brought to the Philip- 
pines by American jurisprudence, it was not seen 
as distinct from pardon but merely an aspect of 
the, pardoning power. The distinction between 
amnesty and pardon was merely philological and. 
not legal. Hence, amnesty could be granted when 
pardon could be granted, thatis, atthe discretion 
ofthe President. (Recall that Richard Nixon, after 
resigning from the US presidency, was immedi- 
ately pardoned by Gerald Ford.) It was only later 
that we adopted the doctrine that pardon can be 
granted only after final conviction. 

Now the juridical distinction between pardon 
and amnesty is clear. Amnesty may be granted be- 
fore conviction or even before charges are filed, 
‘whereas pardon can be granted only after final 
conviction. Pardon after conviction is now at the 
discretion of the President, but amnesty may be 
granted by the President only with the concur- 
тепсе of a majority of all the members of 
Congress. Pardon is generally granted to individ- 
uals irrespective of the kind of offenses they may 
have committed; amnesty on the other hand is of- 
fered to a group who generally are political of- 
fenders. Amnesty therefore is more clearly а 
peace and reconciliation instrument. 
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їп its treatment of amnesty, Villa v. Allen made 
this additional observation: “Where the pardon- 
ing power is vested in the legislature and is ехег- 
cised by legislative grant, and is in the nature of a 
general amnesty for strictly political offenses, it 
has been considered in the nature of a public law, 
thus having the same effect on the case as if the. 
general law punishing the offense had been re- 
pealed or annulled.” 

The present jurisprudence on amnesty does 
not go to the extent of saying that amnesty ге- 
реліз an existing law. But amnesty “so overlooks 
and obliterates the offense with which he is 
charged that the person released by amnesty 
stands before the law precisely as though he had 
‘committed no offense.” 

Over the years, however, there has developed a 
doctrine which has made amnesty unattractive to 
potential beneficiaries. It is the judicially created 
doctrine that in order to avail himself of the bene- 


fits of amnesty, a person must admit guilt. How - 


did this doctrine come about and can it be 
changed without constitutional amendment? 
‘The earlier doctrine on the subject was that a 
plea of guilty was not needed for availing of 
amnesty. As the Court put it: “There is no necessity 
for an accused to admit his responsibility for the 
commission of a criminal act before a court or 
‘Amnesty Commission may investigate and extend 
or not to him the benefits of amnesty. The fact that 
he pleads not guilty or that he has not committed 
the act with which he is charged, does not neces- 


sarily prove that he is not guilty thereof. Notwith- 
standing his denial, the evidence for the prosecu 
tion or complainant may show the contrary, as it is 
generally the case in criminal proceedings, and 
What should in such a case be determined is 
whether or not the offense committed is of politi- 
cal character. The plea of not having committed 
the offense made by an accused simply means that 
he cannot be convicted of the offense charged be- 
cause he is not guilty thereof, and, even if the evi- 
dence would show that he is, because he has com- 
mitted itin furtherance of the resistance to the en- 
emy or against persons aiding in the war efforts of 
the enemy, and not for purely political motives.” 

Later, however, a dissenting opinion argued thus: 
"The writer of this decision maintained in previous 
decisions, contrary to the view of the majority of the 
Court, that it is rank inconsistency for one to justify 
an act, or seek forgiveness for an act, which accord- 
ing to him, he has not committed; that amnesty pre- 
supposes the commission of a crime and that when 
ап accused says he has not committed a crime he 
cannot have any use for amnesty; that where an 
amnesty proclamation imposes certain conditions, 
as in this сазе, it is incumbent upon the accused to 
prove the existence of such conditions; that a peti- 
tion for amnesty is in the nature of a plea of confes- 
sion and avoidance, under which principle the 
pleader has to confess the allegations against him 
before he can be allowed to set out matters which, if 
true, would defeat the action.” 

This dissenting opinion became doctrine in 
1963.

that, De Jager languished in jail for 15 months. 

Do ali these sound familiar? Those of us who 
lived through the Marcos dictatorship should 
hear bells ringing. The whole Trillanes adven- 
ture reeks of politicized military men using their 
misplaced powers to abuse their role as protec- 
tors of the state. That is the bottom line. Military 
men, including Lacson and Biazon and 
Honasan, have entered the fray of politics out of 
a confusion that stemmed from the immense 
powers the military acquired during the Marcos 
regime. 

But what makes Trillanes a worse case is the 
sheer hypocrisy of his pronouncements that 
seemed to have clinched the good impression 
voters had of him. The anti-corruption demigod 
that he now is was a lieutenant senior grade in 
the Philippine Navy whose monthly pay was less 
than P20,000, but who had the luxury of a Mit- 
subishi Pajero, a Nissan Terrano, five Mitsubishi 
Delicas and a Kawasaki motorcycle.

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clear to him he viewed his quarrel with Filipino 
leaders as being as much of a racial thing, as it 
‘was a disagreement on interpreting the law, Abad 
‘Santos resigned saying if it was down to a choice 
between Filipinos or Americans he would always 
side with Filipinos) and when it should be resist- 
ed (as secretary of justice he continuously resist- 
ed pressure to use his office for the benefit of the 
ruling party). 

‘When one takes citizenship seriously, one will, 
at the very least, live a useful life, an honorable 
опе, an existence that is prepared, ifrequired—but 
only when called upon to do so, not seeking it 
out—to make the choices in the face of an un- 
precedented challenge, that makes for heroism. I 
have to say that we may be over-using the word 
“heroism,” and that we far too often call upon рео- 
ple to be heroes when the call of our times is for all 
of us to take our citizenship more seriously. 

If heroism requires the ultimate sacrifice, citi- 
zenship involves the cultivation of a civic sense: 
this requires sacrifice, too, whether in terms of 
time devoted to personal self-improvement, or to 
participating in the public debate of issues, since 
this involves the risk of engaging in partisan be- 
havior; but it is ultimately more dangerous to sub- 
scribe to the notion that confrontation and debate. 
have no place in modem life, or are evils to be. 
avoided. We need more, not less, philanthropy; 
but philanthropy that shies away from political en- 
gagement is not only futile, itis self-defeating. 

‘Abad Santos gave up his life in Lanao del Sur 
and that fact alone serves as a reproach to what 
Namfrel in its recent provincial report called а 
scandalous and shameful election, 

Last May, the people of Cebu rejected the divi- 


lifestyle that belongs only to the rich and famous 
isa posh unit in the Town and Country Club Exec- 
utive Village in Antipolo. But Trillanes made sure 
to maintain his “poor and honest” image by list 
ing BF Homes Caloocan as his address in his cer- 
tificate of candidacy. Tulfo found out that that is 
the residence of Trillanes' mother. The 11 million 
voters have been had. 

Can anyone please tell me the new definition. 
‘of moral ascendancy? 

The Trillanes campaign was reportedly 
bankrolled by Jamby Madrigal, another of our 
more cofifused senators, But the tittle-tattle says 
more, that it was actually greased by Estrada 
money whose jailed patriarch made sure Trillanes 
won. That is certainly plausible. The disgraced 
former president always gets linked to anything 
that has the potential of undermining the admin- 
istration of his equally disgraceful nemesis in 
Malacañang. 

The storyline has always been clear: accusers 
are no different from the accused. Ours is a poli- 
tics of personalities who all represent the same 
socio-economic and political interests. Does any- 
thing surprise us? Nothing should. Under our 
hypocritical political system, anything is possible. 
A mutineer becomes senator. Lintang Bedol gets 
kid-gloves treatment for dereliction of duty. Lani 
Cayetano gets elected as congresswoman. Dato 
Arroyo gets minted as the latest dynast in his fam- 
ily. The fightingest anti-Marcos Pimentels are 
now dynasts too like the late dictator's family. 
‘And the Binay family is in power eternally. And 
more of their ilk in the rest of these 7,100 islands. 

Meanwhile, the neighborhood bully with the 
perpetual tantrum who thinks he is your 
formidable demigod against other bullies is now 
inthe Senate. 

"When will the real hero come to save this re- 
public? 
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sion of thelr province, knowing the proposal to 
chop their province up was merely for the conve- 
nience of the political leaders proposing it; by so 
doing, to my mind they've pointed out that con- 
solidation, and not atomization, can be a means 
for building а positive future not only for the 
province, but the country.

© An eCard system making for faster transactions, with 
members and pensioners receiving electronically the pro- 
ceeds of benefits directly from the 6515 

Basically, these achievements seem to indicate that the 
GSIS has a lot of money and a system that should make for 
efficient distribution of pension benefits for its members. 

Last Friday, however, another letter to the editor, this time 
from Dr. Estela Garcia of Congressional Village, Quezon City, 
‘was published in the INQUIRER. 

Parts of the letter read: - 

1. "I updated my eCard with the GSIS Quezon City :3l 
branch on May 21, 2007. I tried to withdraw my pension, 
from the Union Bank on June 4, and again on June 12,., , 
only to find out in both instances that my current bal- 
ance remained at a measly P84.69. There was no corre- 1 
sponding cash for my April, May and June 2007 pen- 
sion.” 

Question: If the GSIS has so much money and is so prof- 
itable, how come Dr. Garcia's account in Union Bank had no 
cash representing three months’ pension proceeds? 

2, "Repeated follow-up, phone calls to the GSIS Que- 
zon Branch, did not merit the courtesy of a reply. Cer- 
tainly not the kind of service expected from the G-Ser- 
vice IS. Hence, my question remained unanswered. 
Why is there no corresponding cash for my April to 
June pension at the Union Bank? Of what use is my 
eCard then?" 

Comment: The lady certainly deserves some reply to her 
questions. 1f this happened in the private sector, someone's 
head would have been on the chopping block. 

3. "It is appalling to think of what would happen if T 
solely depended on my monthly pension to support my 
needs not only for food but also for medicine and doc- 
tors fees, Iwould be in dire need indeed.” 

Comment: In the light of Dr. Garcia's observation, think 
about what is happening to thousands of senior citizens who 
are GSIS pensioners out in the rural areas who have nothing 
to rely on except their pension, or who are unable to reach a 
GSIS office for help. 

4. "Maawa naman po kayo sa aming mga matatandang 
retirado. Please give us a more efficient system so we can 
get our monthly pension on time.” 

Comment: No one is trying to demonize the eCard system. 
This is a pensioner asking for pity and help because ће GSIS 
is simply not responsive to her needs and that of so many 
other pensioners. 

‘There are other questions that should be raised at this 
time, 

ө Has Winston Garcia ever looked into these complaints 
personally, or monitored any investigations that would have 
pinpointed responsibility and possibly remedied the situa- 
tion? 

© Has Winston Garcia ever disciplined or reprimanded 
personnel responsible for failure to attend to these com- 
plaints? Or has everything been treated as isolated incidents 
‘waiting to be forgotten? 

* Has Winston Garcia ever apologized or expressed re- 
grets for pensioners being subjected to so much inconve- 
nience and sorrow because of his “technological improve- 
ments”? 

Last March, Sylvia G. Reganit of Dumoy, Davao City 
wrote: “On January 2007 my father followed up his Jan- 
vary 2007 pension with the GSIS office in Gen. Santos City 
but his check was not yet ready because he was told, he 
had to renew his ID, a requirement he complied with. De- 
spite this compliance, he still has not received his January 
2007 pension to this day. My father is now 74 years old 
and he has to travel two hours just to follow up his sur- 
vivor’s pension, Worse, he is suffering from liver sclerosis 
and this is why he relies so much on his pension for his 
medication.

Warning from Anda 


‘THE RECENT FISH KILL IN ANDA, PANGASI 
nan provided yet more proof that, in aquacul- 
ture, unsustainable practices persist in the pu 
suit of quick profit. The result: a total loss esti 
mated at P32 million to P100 million. 

But large as the loss may have been, it does 
not include yet the fish kills socio-environ- 
mental costs to the fishing communities using 
the Caquiputan Channel. These costs could 
range from pollution of fishing grounds and 
lower fish catch, to health problems resulting 
from eating contaminated fish. 

We therefore urge the municipal govern- 
ment of Anda and the Bureau of Fisheries and 

‘Aquatic Resources (BFAR) to immediately con- 
duct a study of the fish kills possible socio-en- 
vironmental costs and to provide the necessary 
assistance to affected local communities. 

‘Among the unsustainable practices that BFAR 
officials and even Anda Mayor Nestor Pulido 
blamed for the fish kill were overstocking of ban- 
gus fry and overfeeding. There are also reports 
that the required distance between fish cages 
‘was not followed, meaning, there was an excess 
in the number of ish cages and fish pens. 

It should be noted that this is not the first 
time that a fish kill struck Pangasinan. In 2002, 
a series of fish kills hit several towns facing the 
Lingayen Gulf. Then, as now, the causes were 
overstocking, overfeeding and proliferation of 
fish cages and fish pens—all contributing to, 

3) massive water pollution. 

It appears that Anda's aquaculture opera“ 
tors have not taken to heart the lessons of the 
past. More than this, however, we believe that. 
the problem goes deeper. The Department of 
Agriculture (BFAR specifically) shares part of, 
the responsibility because it has failed to en- 
force the Code of Aquaculture Practice and the 
penalties prescribed therein. 

The government has been too active pro- 
moting mariculture, to the extent of signing an’ 
agreement with China for the later to invest in 
mariculture in the country. But in the pursuit 
of aquaculture investments, it has forgotten to 

j establish the necessary regulations that would, 
spare coastal communities the socio-environ 
mental costs. 

Unless the government does its duty the si 
uation is ripe for more aquaculture malpraé4 
tices and abuses, And the Anda fish kill will not? 
be the last. E

SAN JOSE, ANTIQUE—A SPECIAL PROVIN- 
cial board of canvassers (SPBOC) finally pro- 
claimed on Friday the elected officials of An- 
tique led by Gov. Salvacion Zaldivar-Perez, а 
month and a half after the May 14 elections. 

The board, chaired by lawyer Daisy Real 
from the Commission on Elections’ central 
office, proclaimed Perez with a winning 
margin of more than 13,000 votes over her 
closest rival, former Assemblyman Arturo 
Pacificador, based on results from 1,855 
precincts. 

The proclamation was completed at about 
2 p.m. or four hours after the session started. 
It was marred by a walkout of Pacificador's 
camp and the expulsion of one of his lawyers 
from the session room. 

Pacificador questioned the legality of the 
special board right at the start of the proceed- 
ings and urged it to suspend its session until 
the Comelec en banc resolved the petition he 
filed questioning its creation. 

But Real maintained that the board would 
continue with the proceedings under a man- 
date from the Comelec's First Division for it to 
finish the canvassing and proclaim the win- 
nets. 


No TRO 

“We are only going to suspend the canvass 
if we receive a TRO (temporary restraining 
order) from the commission or the Supreme 
Court," Real repeatedly said. 

Pacificador questioned the June 7 order is- 
sued by the First Division composed of com- 
missioners Resurreccion Borra and Romeo 
Brawner, which relieved the previous special 
board and created the present one chaired by 
Real. 

“Is Commissioner (Resurreccion) Borra 
higher than the law itself?” Pacificador asked 
during the session, 

While arguing, one of his lawyers, John 
Mark Espera, was expelled from the session 
room at the old provincial capitol.

Moro rebels clash over land in Maguindanao

Misuarls trusted lieutenant, 
the late Salamat Hashim, led the 
formation of the MILE 

Shortly after the MNL signed 


а peace agreement in 1996, the даш 
government entered into negoti- 
ations with the MILE 

But the peace process has always 
been threatened by violence be- 
tween factions of the MILF and the 
MNL because these always dragged 
the military into participating. 

The existence of feuds in the 
‘Autonomous Region in Muslim 
Mindanao has also become a seri- 
ous concern for the government, 

Aside from resulting in the 
deaths of tens of people since 
2000, family feuds have displaced 
members of affected communi- 
ties. 

‘ARMM Gov, Zaldy Ampatuan 
has admitted that feuds were 
among the reasons the region's 
economy had stagnated despite 
the relative progress experienced 
by neighboring regions. 

Unless the feuds are ad- 
dressed, peace and security in the 
five-province region will always 
be compromised, he said. 

“Because of this, we created a 
team that would address conflicts 
between families before these go 
cout of control,” he said.

“| told the landowner what 1 
was gonna do. I think he thought 
that I was one of those foreigners 
who show up, want to buy the 
Jand, and say they're gonna build 
a place for orphans,” Baldwin, 
46, said with a laugh. “He didn't 
think I was serious." 

But all the disbelief that greet- 
ed his plan is just a blur now. 

This year, after two years of 
work by hired hands, ‘the tall 
weeds on the 7.5-hectare farm 
are gone, and in their place is a 
$3.7-million international board- 
ing school for orphans, the first in 
the province. 

The school, nestled on rolling 
land dotted with cashew trees at 
the foot of Mt. Tundalara, boasts 
of such amenities as a swimming 
pool, playpens, am inter-faith 
chapel and a basketball court. 

‘The idea is to provide the or- 
phans with a home and education 
їп a holistic manner until they 
turn 18, when they become self- 
reliant. Putting them up for adop- 
tion is out of the question. 

"I wanted to find a way to offer 
these children a consistent life as 
close to a normal family, loving life 
‘as possible, and not be living on the 
wish that somebody will walk 
through the door and adopt them," 
Baldwin said in his cabin-like home 
at the back of the property.

Late-starters can still live longer, says study

Middle-aged adults who began eating five 
or more fruits and vegetables every day, exer- 
cising for atleast 2 1/2 hours a week, keeping 
their weight down, and shunning smoking 
decreased their risk of heart disease by 35 
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percent and risk of death by 40 percent in the 
four years after they started. 

But only if these late-starters adopted all 
four habits were they able to dramatically im- 
prove their chances of living a longer life, said 
Dr. Dana King at the Medical University of 
South Carolina, who led the research, 
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“The adopters of a healthy lifestyle basical- 
Jy caught up. Within four years, their mortali- 
ty rare and rate of heart attacks matched the 
people who had been doing these behaviors 
all along,” King said. 

That is not to say people should wait until 
their 40s or 50s to get on track. 

"But even if you have not had a healthy 
lifestyle previously, it's not too late to adopt 
those healthy lifestyle habits and gain almost 
immediate benefits,” King said. 


Tracking begins 

king and his team set out to find iflate-starters 
could reap the rewards of habits, ike eating veg- 
etables and walking 30 minutes a day 

When King and his team began tracking 
nearly 16,000 Americans between the ages of 
45 and 64 in the late 1980s, only 8.5 percent of 
the subjects were following the four healthy 
habits the team was studying, the researchers 
reported in the American Journal of Medicine, 

Out of the other adults, 8.4 percent started 
practicing all four habits by six years after the 
study began. 

Those 970 lifestyle converts were most 
likely to pick up the fruit and vegetable habit 
at that late stage. 

But losing weight to fall within the healthy 
to overweight range—which the researchers 
counted as one of the healthy habits—was the 
least popular change. 

When the subjects had picked up all four 
habits, they enjoyed a sharp decline in heart 
disease risk and in death from any cause. 

‘Adopting just three of the healthy habits 
yielded no heart benefits and resulted only in 
а modest decrease in the overall risk of death 
of the subjects. 


Modest changes 

Still, Dr Nichola Davis at the Albert Einstein 
College of Medicine said, “these benefits are on 
a continuum. The more of the healthy habits 
that you can adapt, the better .. These are 
modest changes that they're talking about.” 

King's team took age, gender, race and oth- 
er risk categories for cardiovascular disease 
into account, although King said the converts 
likely took up other healthy Ше 
changes—such as cutting down on salt or up- 
ping their calcium intake—that might have 
‘contributed to their health benefits. 

He and Davis, who was not involved in the 
study, said they were troubled so few Ameri- 
cans were doing the four healthy habits. 

In particular, men, blacks, people with less 
education and lower incomes, and people 
with high blood pressure or diabetes were less 


likely to follow the health guidelines from the - 


beginning or adopt them later in life. Reuters 
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‘The ССТЕ now cares for 32 or- 
phans, aged 1 month to 9 years 
old and mostly referred by child- 
care foundations and the Depart- 
‘ment of Social Welfare and Devel- 
‘opment. It plans to take in 64 or- 
phans. 

They all stay in a one-story, 
spacious concrete home built at 
the center of the property in 
Barangay 6 Poblacion. The boys 
and the girls share a mess hall 
that looks out into a backyard of 
cashew trees and farther up Tun- 
dalara. But they sleep in separate 
wings of the building. The infants 
stay in the nursery. 


House parents 

"The spic-and-span building is 
staffed by "house parents” 
trained in care giving, a doctor, 
social workers, cooks, laundry 
staff, administrative assistants 
and maintenance personnel, 
among others. 

It has separate shower rooms 
for the boys and girls, a clinic 
manned by a doctor, a library, a 
laundry room and a playroom, 
where the children's own paint- 
ings on tiles are displayed on a 
shelf, and a playpen outside. 

As in any ordinary household, 
the house parents take care of the 
children’s needs, prepare them for 
school, tutor them at night, and 
yes, discipline them, if necessary. 

“We teach them to prepare 
their things for school because we 
want them to be independent as 
early as now. Just like father and 
mother, they discipline their chil- 
dren,” CCTF home director Rose 
Miranda said. 

The ССТЕ has its own criteria 
of an orphan: He or she must be 
at most 8 years old; both parents 
are dead; or one parent is alive, 
but the other is in jail for a long-

Because there's a policy pre- 
scribing a two-year stay for or- 
phans in one center at a бте, 
Baldwin worked out an arrange- 
ment with the DSWD and the De-^ 
partment of Education to allow: 
the orphans to board and attend 
school until they're 18. 

Of the 32 children, 16 are of 
school-age and are attending 
kindergarten, preparatory school 
and Grade 1 at the school, which 
‘opened classes on June 4 


Open to other kids 

For now, the orphans aged 6 
and above are enrolled in Grade 1 
because most of them don't have" 
any record of schooling. They will. 
have to take the DepEd's place- 
‘ment tests later this year to deter- 
mine their grade level. 

The school doesn't cater exclu- 
sively to CCTF children. Children 
of poor villagers are also attend- 
ing the school on scholarship, so’ 
are those of expatriates who pay 
up P2,500 in monthly tuition. 

In а way, the facility, designed 
by Baldwin himself, is а commu-" 
nity unto itself 

"So I hope what we'll develop 
are children who are happy, who 
have known loving care, who 
have been given full exposure," 
said Baldwin, who skipped col- 
lege and opted to work in con- 
struction firms, where he worked 
his way up. 

"The school curriculum blends" 
the DepEd's basic education cur- 
riculum with the *multiple-intel-" 
ligence curriculum,” which mea- 
sures an individual's several intel- 
ligence fields, and not just his IQ. 

"Before we have the concept 
of IQ; your IQ is measured. 
That's it. Now, it's recognized 
that you have your own intelli- 
gence in different ways. You 
can be intelligent in numbers, 
words, language,” said princi- 
pal Lilia Chavez, former deputy 
headmistress at the Interna- 
tional British Academy im 
Cavite.

"That was а gutsy call by the referee,” 
Cone, who was without top swingman Jeffrey 
Cariaso because of a knee injury, said later

favor. 

"A lot of aggressiveness has been taken out 
of the game because of the tight officiating,” 
he said.

"Anyone familiar with the politics 
and work of the NPA would dismiss 
this ‘Ka Terry as a fake," he added. 

Inan interview last Friday, Manny 
Calayan said he believed the death 
threat his office received was just a 
prank call, but he added he did not 
‘want to take any chances. 

"The police have offered to give me 
escorts, but told the 
since it was probably just a prank call,” 
he told the Inquirer on the phone. 

But this did not stop Calayan from

“It was my secretary who received 
the call, The caller said he would call 
back to give the details of where we 


should drop off the money but he 
never did,” the doctor said. 

In his ‘statement, Rosal warned 
Filipino businessmen to be wary of 
impostors. He urged them to inform 
"revolutionary authorities" of such 
impostors, so the CPP-NPA can take 
“preventive action" against them. 

Rosal also said the CPP-NPA has in- 
formation that criminal gangs and 
syndicates ran or protected by top mil- 
itary and police officers are the ones 
who have been dispatching “extortion 
agents posing as NPA members.”

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Suspect in Taguig hostage-taking drama freed

А SUSPECT IN THE MARCH 13 
hostage-taking incident at the 
‘Taguig City Hall of Justice was re- 
leased last week after city prose- 
cutors dismissed the serious ille- 
gal charges filed against her. 

According to the five-page res- 
olution signed by Prosecutors 
Winifredo Agapito, Damaso 
Asuncion Jr. and Rodolfo Santos, 
there was notenough evidence to 
prove that Delia de la Cruz, the 
common-law wife of hostage tak- 
er Almario Villegas, acted as his 
accomplice. 

‘The gun ban violations against 
De la Cruz were also dismissed 
forlack of evidence, 

“It was clear from the evidence 
at hand that it was the deceased, 
Almario Villegas, who acted 
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alone in physically assaulting the 
complainants and restraining 
them of their liberty,” the prose- 
cutors said. 

On March 13 at around 2:30 
pm., Villegas took four people 
hostage at the Taguig City Hall of 
Justice and held them for nearly 
24 hours. 

They were identified as Gina 
Ramos, her lawyer Frederick 
Vallestero and court employees 
Liwanag Salonga and Donna 
Dunuan. 

De la Cruz, with Villegas ac- 
companying her, was in court 
that day to attend the preliminary 
hearing on the foreclosure case 
Ramos had filed against her at 
the Taguig Regional Trial Court 
Branch 266. 

Ramos filed the case after De la 
Cruz, who had pawned her house 


and lot to the former, failed to pay 
her back. 

During the hearing, Villegas, 
who had managed to sneak into 
the Hall of Justice a gun and four 
hand grenades, reportedly lost his 
temper and took the four hostage. 

The stand-off ended the fol- 
lowing afternoon when Villegas 
was shot dead by policemen. The 
hostages were safely rescued 
while De la Gruz was arrested. 

According to the city prosecu- 
tors, the testimonies of the two 
court employees "did nothing to 
show that De la Cruz conspired 
and confederated with Villegas.” 

In fact, De la Cruz even tried to 
prevent Villegas from hurting the 
four hostages, restraining his 
hands whenever the suspect got 
too violent toward his captives, 
they added. 


The prosecutors pointed out 
that the “acts of assistance” De la 
Cruz committed did not consti- 
tute conspiracy to commit a 
crime. 

De la Cruz allegedly placed 
bills of money inside Ramos’ 
mouth and restrained her 
through thumb cuffs but the reso- 
lution pointed out, that “these 
were done involuntarily. She was 
then under duress and under the 
influence of fear." 

In her complaint, Ramos said. 
De la Cruz assisted Villegas by 
taking phone calls, holding the 
hand grenade and closing the 
courtroom door among other 
things. 

But the prosecutors said De la. 
Cruz's presence at the hostage 
crisis did not automatically mean 
that she was an accomplice,

Notwithstanding, Finance Secretary Margarito 
Teves assured the market that the government remains committed to a 
balanced budget by 2008. The assurance came despite the poor tax 
‘collection performance in the first five months of the year,” AB Capital 
Securities Inc. sald in a weekly note to clients, 

Tax collections continued to decline in June, bloating the revenue 
shortfall that pushed the government farther away from meeting its 
budget-deficit reduction target for the year. 

“Тһе market is expected to go into a consolidation with а bias to cor-- 
rect some of the excess gains from past weeks. This will be a healthy 
correction as the recent sharp run-up has caused stocks to overshoot 
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‘THE RELIEF OF BIR COMMIS- 
sioner Jose Mario Bufiag, accord- 
ing to my good friend and ad- 
mired Neda predecessor Winnie 
Monsod in her Saturday INQUIRER 
column, was the result of a long- 
standing “bad habit” in govern- 
ment. She was referring to the 
penchant of the national leader- 
ship for giving presidential ap- 
pointes responsiblity without 
authority. In particular, she argues 
that department or agency heads 
have been less than effective due 
to lack of complete authority to 
choose their own team. In the fis- 
cal management area, this was a 
problem for both Finance Secre- 
tary Teves and his BIR subordinate 
Commissioner Вийар. Mean- 
while, our fiscal woes drag on. 


Growth and taxes 

My equally admired Neda suc- 
cessor Philip Medalla, in a recent 
public presentation, provides an- 
other reason to re-examine the rea- 
sons behind the recent departure 
of Buñag. After closer examination 
of the economy's national income 
accounts (NIA) data over the years, 
Medalla asks if BIRS performance 
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may have actually been better than 
what the recent ratios of tax rev- 
enues to gross national product 
(GNP)—i.e. what we economists 
сай "tax effort" would suggest. 

Тһе significance of Medalla's 
analysis goes well beyond BIR’s 
revenue targets; it also puts to 
question the very claim that the 
economy's recent growth has nev- 
er been better in the last 17 years. 
Jn our conversations, he particu- 
larly expresses disbelief that the 
current growth of the Philippine 
economy could surpass what was 
attained during the dynamic 
Ramos years. At the risk of sound- 
ing self-serving (that being the pe- 
riod of my own watch at Neda), 
many people indeed continue to 
assert to me that those Ramos 
years were the best for our econo- 
my in recent memory. And Medal- 
la, who was President Estrada's 
man at Neda during his brief pres- 
idency seems to feel the same 
way, prompting him to undertake 
his analysis of the growth statisties 
over the last few decades. 


Measuring growth 
In essence, Medalla observes 
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that the recent growth rates of 
GDP and GNP are made higher by 
the fact that import growth rates 
have been much slower than they 
had been before. To understand 
the relationship, a quick re- 
view/lesson on GDP/GNP mea- 
surement would be useful here. 
The economy's total output of 
goods and services can be mea- 
sured either by accounting for ac- 
tual production by the producers 
їп the various industries (the sup- 
ply side) o by accounting for all 
the expenditures made to buy 
these goods and services (the de- 
mand side). Both measurements 
are routinely done by government 
statisticians every quarter, with 
the inevitable difference labeled 
as the “statistical discrepancy” 
The economy's output is 
bought by households as person- 
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al consumption expenditures 
(С); by the government through 
its consumption expenditures 
(G); by other firms and the gov- 
ernment in the form of invest- 
ment expenditures (D for say, 
capital equipment and construc- 
tion; and by foreigners, measured 
through our export sales (X). To- 
tal spending is therefore equal to 
CH+G+X. But since measured 
С, 1 and G include spending for 
imports, we must net out total 
imports (М) to get total spending 
on only domestically produced 
goods and services. Domestic 
output (GDP) is thus measured as 
C#I+G+XM. 


Import substitution 

Herein lies the key observa- 
tions made by Medalla. He shows 
that C+1+G+X grew much faster 
in the Ramos years (around 5 
percent) than in the Arroyo years 
(less than 4 percent). In spite of 
this, overall GDP growth is higher 
now because growth in M, the 
factor subtracted out, has been 
much slower, ie. from over 10 
percent in the 1990s to low sin- 
gle-digit growth rates now. If the 


data are reliable, this: suggests 
that the import content of both 
‘our consumption and production 
has gone down substantially. In 
other words, there has been a lot 
of import substitution in our 
economy lately, leading to higher 
domestic content in our con- 
sumption. This sounds good, but 
isit really the case? 

"This increased domestic: con- 
tent might be explained to some 
extent by the increased domi- 
nance of the services sector—pos- 
sibly a less import-intensive sec- 
tor than agriculture or indus- 
try—in our economy Still 
Medalla finds that the rising 
share of services cannot explain 
the magnitude of the import-sub- 
stitution that is implied by the 
GDP/GNP growth data. 


Questions on data 

Medalla raises even more 
questions with the recent data. 
He finds that the Family Income 
and Expenditures (FIES) data, 
which measure consumption and 
incomes directly via a national 
sample survey every three years, 
had ceased to move with the NIA 


data after 2001. He points out 
that individual income tax data 
relate more closely to the FIES 
than to the GDP data—suggest- 
ing that Bufiag may not have 
done so badly after all. Also, the 
NIA data suggest the unlikely sce- 
nario that personal consumption 
grew much faster than purchas- 
ing power did im the last two 
years.

watched by banks as an indicator of 
interest rate trends and as a guide for 
their own loan-pricing policies. 

Та recent months, the central bank

Tetangco pointed out, however 
that the BSP's decision not to capitu- 
late to the demands of either side has 
so far met the requirements of pro- 
moting growth while keeping price 
increases benign. 

"The measures that we've put in 
place are having the desired effects," 
he said, referring to a so-called "tier- 
ing scheme" that paid progressively 


lower interest for large funds parked 
by banks with the BSB and the special 
deposit accounts implemented re- 
cently that paid higher rates for funds 
deposited by state pension funds. 

The tiering scheme was a de facto. 
loosening of monetary policy while 
the special deposit accounts had the 
opposite effect. 

"We put in the tiering scheme and 
we've seen an increase in bank lend- 
ing" Tetangco said. "We also had 
monetary measures for mopping up 
excess liquidity" 

The BSP chief said that both 
moves—although seemingly contra- 
dictory—were meant to ensure a low 
inflation rate. 

“With low inflation, we could also 
maintain low interest rates,” he said. 

Recent data from the central bank 
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showed that bank lending has been on 
the rise, but Tetangco explained that 
companies were now raising more of 
their funding requirements straight 
from the market, either through bond 
or equity issues—meaning that fund 
generation is higher than what the 
bank lending data suggests. 

“We have to note that the financial 
market is growing,” he said. “Corpo- 
rate demand for funds is being met, 
but bank lending is still the most im- 
portant source.” 

In the coming days, Tetangco said 
the central bank would reevaluate the 
country’s inflation scenario, along with 
the real, external and fiscal sectors. 

“When we do review our monetary 
policy stance, we will look at all of 
these things,” he said. “But so far the

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DOF studies automatic exemption 
of all exporters from 12% VAT

A PROPOSAL TO GRANT AN AUTOMATIC 
value-added tax exemption to all exporters 
has been raised and is now being carefully 
studied by the Department of Finance. 

‘At present, only exporters in economic and 
freeport zones are automatically exempted 
from paying the 12-percent VAT on imports. 
‘The rest are asked to first pay the tax whenev- 
er they import raw materials, and then claim 
a refund once they have exported the finished 
products 

Since the government does not always 
have the cash to grant a refund, some ex- 
porters are simply given a tax credit certifi- 
cate (TCC), which they may use in paying 
their future tax liabilities. 

A ranking official from the DOF said giving 
an automatic exemption toall exporters would 
level the playing field. 
‘The source said there 
had been complaints 
‘over the privileges en- 
Joyed by exporters in 
‘economic and 
freeport zones. 

The DOF official 
added that there was 
merit to the proposal 
because the refund 
and the tax credit 
mechanisms have ad- 
ministrative cost. If 
all exporters аге

granted the automatic VAT exemption, then 
expenditures related to the granting of re- 
funds or tax credits would be removed, 

Тһе official noted that there should also be 
a safeguard for the government so that it may 
be protected from traders who misrepresent 
themselves as exporters so that they could es- 
cape payment of the VAT. 

"The source said that ideally, the automatic 
VAT exemption should only be enjoyed by ex- 
porters with a good track record. But the for- 
mal definition of the term “good track record” 
has yet to be established, the official said. 

‘One possible definition of an exporter with 
a "good track record" is if 100 percent of its 
production is exported, the official said. If this 
is the case, the source explained, then the VAT 
exemption would serve its purpose. 

Exporters are exempted from the VAT 
on imports as an incentive for their dollar. 
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contribution to the economy. 

The privilege, however, has been abused in 
some cases when unscrupulous traders would 
make false claims of exports just so they could 
claim refunds of the VAT they paid on import- 
ed raw materials. 

The BOC earlier said it has been receiving 
reports of false export claims, one reason for 
the current shortfall in duty collection. Cus- 
toms Commissioner Napoleon Morales had 
explained that some traders were faking ex- 
ports by loading empty containers into carri- 
ers so that they would enjoy the VAFexempt 
privilege.

COUNTRIES ARE MAKING “SIGnif- 
Жап” progress in containing the 
deadly bird flu, but the virus remains 
“entrenched” in several countries, 
according to the United Nations 
Food and Agriculture Organization. 

“In the 15 or so countries in 
Asia, Eastern Europe and the 
Middle East, where the HSNI 
virus was introduced during the 
past six months, it was rapidly de- 
tected and eliminated or con- 
trolled. They are better prepared 
today and have improved their 
response systems,” said FAO's 
Chief Veterinary Officer Joseph 
Domenech. 

‘The HSNI virus causes a highly 
infectious disease called bird flu 
ог avian influenza, which can 
transfer to humans. 

All birds are believed to be sus- 
ceptible to bird flu, though some 
species are more resistant to in- 
fection than others. 

However, Domenech stressed 
that there should be “absolutely 
no reason for complacency.” 

"Receht HSNI outbreaks in 
Bangladesh, Ghana, Togo, the 
Czech Republic and Germany are 
clear reminders that the virus still 
succeeds in spreading to new or 
previously infected countries,” 
Domenech said. 

FAO said a potential human 
influenza pandemic can not be 
ruled out as longas the virus ex- 
ists in poultry, especially since 
the bird flu situation remains se-

rious in Indonesia, Egypt and 
Nigeria. 

A long-term presence of the, 
virus will require a long-term fi- 
nancial and political commit- 
ment from governments and the 
international community to final- 
ly contain and eradicate the virus, 
FAO added. 

In the Philippines, private com- 
panies such as San Miguel Corp., 
Unilever Philippines Inc. and 
Zuellig have been actively partici- 
pating in various contingency 
planning programs versus the 
bird flu virus. 

According to Samuel B. Ani- 
mas, chief of the Animal Health 
Division of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, the private sector, espe- 
cially those with business inter- 
ests in the poultry sector, has 
been working closely with the De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
Department of Health. 

Directly at risk from the bird 
fiu virus is the local P160-billion 
poultry business, which is certain 
to have a ripple effect on the 
Philippine economy. 

Specifically, Animas said major 
companies have implemented 
biosecurity measures to keep the 
Philippines safe from the bird flu 
virus. 

One measure involves the use 
of disinfectants at major ports of 
entry around the country.

Nat’l broadband network 
bidder lashes out at critics

AMSTERDAM HOLDINGS INC. 
has expressed its disappoint- 
ment over an accusation that it 
was spreading “disinformation” 
on the national broadband net- 
work (NBN) project backed by a 
Chinese loan. 

“Itis unfair to say we are spread- 
ing (false) information against a 
contract that nobody has seen,” said 
Marinelle B, O'Santos, one of AHT's 
legal advisors. "Everybody із just 
speculating.” 

The $329-million NBN is sup- 
posed to connect all government of- 
fices via the Internet, to cut travel 
and communication expenses. 

In April, the Philippines and Chi- 
та signed an agreement allowing 
China Eximbank and listed Chinese 
firm ZTE Corp. to fund and develop 
the NBN project, respectively. 

‘AHI questioned the deal, saying 
itsubmitted the first proposal in De- 
cember 2006. But according to the 
Department of Transportation and 
Communications (ООТС), ZTE 
made a similar proposal five 
months earlier 

‘Among АНЗ principals is Jose 
de Venecia I, chair and CEO of IT 
firm Broadband Philippines and 
son of Speaker Jose de Venecia Jr. 

“ZTE had been in talks with CI- 
CI, the original shepherd of the pro- 
ject, since April 2006," DOTC Assis- 
tant Secretary Lorenzo Formoso 


said, “They submitted a formal pro- 
posal in July AHI, by their own 
reckoning, submitted an unsolicited 
proposal in December 2006." 

However, O'Santos said AHI re- 
mained clueless over 7ТЕЗ propos- 
al and suggested that the govem- 
‘ment put the competing proposals 
side by side, and compare dates and 
specifications. 

“Nobody has seen this contract 
and now, it has been reported miss- 
ing; she said. "It would clarify mat- 
ters if the papers could be com. 
pared" 

Formoso said the government 
‘would have no problem in produc- 
ing the NBN contract for claifica- 
tion as it has already reconstituted 
and re-signed new copies after the 
original signed papers were report- 
ed stolen in China. 

Also, Formoso noted that the 
government’ decision to award 
ZTE the contract had litle to do 
"with the question of who came first. 

"The first and most crucial point 
is that the government chose to 
make the NBN a government4o- 
government project instead of a 
build-operate-and-transfer project,” 
hesaid. 

"ZTE's bid covered all class- 
es, from first (rich municipali- 
ties) to sixth (poor and remote 
municipalities),” Formoso said, 
adding that АНГ proposal only 
covered first- and second-class 
municipalities.

More hybrid 
seed growers 
needed to raise 
rice production 


By Amy R, Remo 


HYBRID RICE SEED PRODUCER SL AGRITECH 
Corp. said the country needed more hybrid seed 
growers if the government wanted the country 
to be self sufficient in rice. 

Henry Lim Bon Liong, chair and CEO of 51, 
Agritech, said the number of hybrid seed growers 
in the county remained a handful with SL 
gritech grabbing 60 percent ofthe market share. 

Hybrid rice seeds could not be reused un- 
like ordinary seeds and thus, the need for 
more seed growers. 

Lim stressed the benefits of hybrid seeds, 
especially in helping the government achieve 
rice self-sufficiency. 

"The yield of hybrid rice seed per hectare is 
thrice that of an ordinary seed. What the gov- 
ernment can do is to give farmers hybrid seeds 
either through sale or subsidy. Either way, its а 
win for the government since this move could 
translate to higher rice yields,” Lim said. 

Lim told reporters that the country could ben- 
efit from China's experience where the govem- 
ment distributed hybrid rice seeds for three years 
until all farmers have learned to use them. 

“if you enrich your farmers, the rest will 
follow. Look at China, they now have a sur- 
plus in rice stocks. In fact, their problem now 
is where to stock these," said Lim. 

Last year, a total of 3.9 million hectares of 
land in the country had been planted to rice. 
Of this, only around 300,000 hectares were 
planted to hybrid rice.

ADB loan for electric co-ops eyed : 


Funds to be used in improving 
power distribution efficiency

THE ASIAN DEVELOPMENT BANK IS EAR- 
marking $50 million to $100 million in loan 
for electric cooperatives in the country. 

‘The loan will be used to finance projects 
that will make electricity distribution in the 
provinces more efficient. 

Yongping Zhai, ADB principal energy spe- 
cialist for Southeast Asia, said talks on this 
Joan were underway between the multilateral 
lender and the Philippine government 
through the Department of Finance, Depart- 
ment of Energy, National Economic and De- 
velopment Authority and National Electrifica- 
tion Administration. 

“We want to support the electric coopera- 
tives in strengthening their distribution sys- 
tems. We want to prepare them for their par- 
ticipation in the wholesale electricity spot 
market,” he told reporters. 

Тһе planned loan, he said, could be offered 
in peso to shield the local cooperatives from 
foreign exchange fluctuations. 

“if we do that, this (peso-denominated 
Joan) will bea first for ADB,” he said. 

Based on initial discussions, he said the 
loan would be between $50 million and $100 
million, depending on the requirements of 
the NEA. 

‘The electric cooperatives loan, to be coursed 
through the NEA, would have a 15-year tenor 
with three- to five-year grace period. 


Bringing BPOs to the countryside 


THE GROWTH OF BUSINESS PROCESS 
Outsourcing (BPO) sector in the country was 
estimated at 40-50 percent yearly. 

The Philippines has become a popular 
choice for BPOs because of our highly skilled, 
educated and English-speaking manpower 
with high level of customer relations capabili- 
ties 

"The BPO industry is expanding beyond its 
traditional coverage and the expansion had 
into this business myriad of players and stake- 
holders. The sector, which used to consist 
mostly of big American and Filipino compa- 
nies operating thousands of seats, is now see- 
ing the entry of small and mid-sized home 
grown call centers with less than a hundred 
seats 


Small call centers 

Small and medium-sized call centers 
(SMCCs) owned by Filipino entrepreneurs 
have now joined the global movement and 
development in the outsourcing industry 
These entrepreneurs have become an active 
part of the global outsourcing service indus- 
try, making significant contribution to the 
economy. 

The call center industry has become more 
exciting with the entry of the SMCCs, work- 
ing side by side with multinational contact 
centers. These SMCCs operate from five to 
200 seats and are found not only in Manila 
but also in the key cities of Mindanao 
(Davao and Cagayan) and Visayas (Cebu, 
Iloilo and Dumaguete). They handle a wide 
range of outbound calls such as telemarket- 
ing, lead generation and appointment set- 
ting, as well as inbound calis for customer 
services. 

In Davao City alone, there are more than 
10 SMCCs and 1 was told there are many 
more small businessmen who wanted to ven- 
ture into this business. In Cagayan, there are 
8 and there will Бе more than 10 in Cebu and 
Шой. 

‘These SMCCs are expected to lead the 
growth of ICT in the regions, encouraging en- 
trepreneurship and creating jobs and liveli- 
hood. A small call center employs 10 agents to 
100 agents. 


Challenges 

The small BPOs encounter common 
problems that the big ones do not en- 
counter. Small call centers have very little 
access to good accounts and they often be- 
come victims of clients in the United States 
who do not pay for services rendered. This 
is because small call centers could hardly 
afford to hire lawyers in the United States 
who would run after unscrupulous Ameri- 
can businessmen. Also, there are call cen- 
ter operators who have become victims of 
brokers in the Philippines who entice them 
to do telemarketing without getting paid 
for sales made. 

Small call centers have also problems 
about financing their operations. Getting 
good agents is also a problem, becatise most 
of the competent agents would rather work 
for big BPO companies. 

However; there are many success stories 
among small call centers and this can be 
proven by the fact that many of them are stil 
їп business until today. There are a number 
of SMCCs that are managed and operated 
profitably, and since their operations are 
Small it would be easy for them to take care 
of their agents. In this kind of “family envi- 
ronment,” agents perform better, they are 
happier and more productive. They receive 
better pay and their needs are attended to 
immediately. Most of these SMCCs' clients 
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Joji Ilagan-Bian 


are also SMEs in the United States, making 
business transactions and processes easier 
and faster. 


Getting organized 

The realization that there was a need 
for these small call centers to get together 
prompted them to organize the Philippine 
Call Center Alliance (Philcall), an associa- 
tion of small call centers majority owned 
by Filipinos with less than 200 seats in the 
Philippines. The members are engaged in 
outbound and inbound customer related 
services. The group aims to set a high stan- 
dard of customer relations management 
(CRM) and professional ethics among its 
members and to be in the forefront of in- 
stituting industry alliances and linkages, 
and bring into the national and interna- 
tional path the added value of working 
with SMCCs. Continuous advocacy and re- 
forms will also be one of its prime agenda. 

PhilCall chair Jojo Mitra and myself, as 
president, call on all small-and medium-sized 
call centers to join the organization so that we 
can work together as one strong organiza- 
tion.

By the end of the year, that grant 
should already be approved, he said. The 
results of the study, which would be com- 
pleted within eight months, should pave 
the way for the approval of the planned 
loan facility. 

‘According to the latest status report on the 
implementation of RA 9136 or the Electric. 
Power Industry Reform Act of 2001, there are 
some technical programs and activities that 
are being carried out right now to enhance 
the operational efficiency of the electric соор- 
eratives, 

One of these is the System Loss Reduction. 
through Area Engineering Concept, a shared 
management approach wherein the electric 
cooperatives’ coverage area is sub-divided in- 
todifferent area offices. 

Other efficiency-boosting activities are 
those related to system loss segregation, 
including databank development and sys- 
tem modeling and segregation of technical 
losses. 

A Macro Engineering Assistance Program is 
also in place for electric cooperatives, which 
includes activities such as the inspection and 
testing of substations, as well as systems ana- 
lysis, operations and maintenance of distribu- 
tion lines. 


Network downtime 
burts many firms

Optimaxx allows customers 
to eliminate expenses related 
to restoring their business pro- 
cesses and productivity losses. 

"Optimaxx may also deter 
any compensatory payments or 
penalties you must pay when 
you're unable to deliver prod- 
ucts or serve customers accord- 
ing to agreements,” he said. 


ALMOST THREE OUT OF 
every four businesses with on- 
line services are unable to ac- 
cess the network at least once a 
month, resulting in significant 
opportunity or actual losses, 
according to Pacific Internet 
Philippines. 

Company officials said 78 
percent of firms polled last 
year experienced network 
downtime, once to thrice a 
month. 

"Each downtime usually 
takes up to four hours to 
solve," Pacific Internet product 
manager William Cabelin said 
in a briefing.

Gov’t mulls over changing import, 
export growth targets for 2007

ECONOMIC MANAGERS ARE SET 
to discuss the possibility of changing 
the government's export and import. 
growth assumptions this year, as fig- 
ures for the first four months suggest. 
that current targets might be "too op- 
timistic." 

The interagency Development 
Budget Coordination Committee 
(DBCC), which sets the official eco- 
nomic targets, has set the country's 
exports growth goal at 11 percent 
and rise in imports at 12 percent from 
last year. 

A DBCC official said in an inter- 
view that revising the growth targets 
was now "probable" given the num- 
bers as of April 

According to the National Statistics 
Office, exports amounted to $16.296 


billion as of April, marking only an 8.1- 
percent increase from last year. Similar- 
ly, imports reached $16.31 billion, high- 
er by only 34 percent from last years, 

The official noted, however, that 
various factors would be taken into 
account in deciding whether to 
change the targets, such as industry 
forecasts on how external trade 
would be like in the second half. 

Тһе official said the DBCC would 
meet later this week to discuss possi- 
ble changes in official macroeconom- 
icassumptions. 

Import and export growth num- 
bers affect a host of other macroeco- 
nomic indicators, including the gov- 
emments likely tax collection and 
budget deficit, as well as the country's 
balance of payments position and 
gross international reserves. 

‘The official also said that members 


of the DBCC were "confused" by the 
lower-than-expected growth in im- 
ports and exports as of April, because 
these did not jibe with the robust eco- 
nomic growth in the first quarter. 

The economy, as measured by the 
gross domestic product, grew by 69 
percent in the first quarter, marking its 
strongest performance in 17 years. 

The government has only seta GDP 
growth target of 6.1 to 6.7 percent for 
the full year. 

The official said the higher-than- 
expected growth in the economy 
should have been influenced partly 
by a better-than-projected rise in im- 
ports and exports. 

“Consumer demand is so high, sup- 
ported by an appreciation of the peso 
that made imported goods cheaper, 
but at the same time, imports growth 
was low,” the official said.

$46.6 million in operating cash 
surplus from Service Contract 
50 during the first five months 
of oil production, which is seen 
to take place some time next 
year. 

Even if oil from the Calauit 
fields—as covered by SC 
50—were sold to Brent at a 17. 
percent discount, Otto would still 
generate an operating cash sur- 
plus of around $46.6 million at a 
Brent oil price of $65 barrel, 
market analyst Peter Strachan 
said. 

The cash generated from an 
initial well and two other devel- 
opment wells to be drilled within 
the contract area would be used 
to cover additional field develop- 
ment costs and exploration on 
other licenses. 

Under the law, early produc- 
tion from an initial well is con- 
sidered an extended produc- 
tion test. This means that early 
revenue will be free of govern- 


ment taxation. 

According to Strachan, Otto 
plans to test the initial well 
for three to five months. If 
successful, two more produc- 
tion wells will be drilled, in- 
creasing total production to 
an estimated 25,000 barrels a 
day in the second quarter of 
2009. 

Otto recently finished gather- 
ing 116 square kilometers of 3D 
seismic data over the Calauit and 
Calauit South fields covered by 
SC 50, paving the way for the 
preparation of a concrete drilling 
plan. 

“The entire seismic program 
is expected to be complete by 
the end of July 2007, after 
which the seismic data will be 
processed and interpreted and 
drilling plans finalized," Otto 
chief executive Alex Parks earli- 
ersaid.

(IT) managers are responsible for making sure 
that they manage and control their IT resources, 
and that these resources are delivering real value 
to their business. 

"They see to it that their IT spending is focused 
on achieving competitive advantage, and that 
their organizations are employing technologies to 
support, sharpen and shape business strategies 
and values. 

Best-in-class firms ensure that their IT infras- 
tructures are flexible and that they have a number 
of proprietary IT applications that support indus- 
try-leading processes. 

‘A cursory look at many firms today, however, 
reveals that not many of them enjoy this ideal 
condition. 

Many organizations are still using old, costly 
and complex legacy systems, which cannot, or 
‘would not, interface or “talk” constructively and 
efficiently with one another. 

‘Quite a number of business and IT do not know 
where to invest their money to get the solutions 
and functions that they need to run their busi- 
nesses efficiently and effectively. 

Some have made the investments, but are real- 
izing that their hardware, software and network 
investments are not producing the systems that 
they want and need. 

Others find that despite increasing IT spend- 
ing, their businesses are still not getting the de- 
sired returns on these high value investments. 

‘To help organizations maximize their IT invest- 
ments, they should follow six basic principles 
identified by Dvorak et al. of McKinsey Consult- 
ing, which are based on a study they conducted 
with Microsoft Corp.

IT- 
smart firms treat major IT investments like any 
other capital decision, However, they employ a 
certain level of maturity to help them understand 
the less quantifiable and more strategic aspects of 
TT investment decisions. 

Managers can employ decision techniques that 
quantify what would otherwise be just qualitative 
factors in their investment analysis, such as use of 
associated values, weighing and scoring based on 
expert judgments, and calculation of expected 
values from IT investment alternatives. 

TT-smart firms also factor in IT in their strategic 
planning processes, and they strive for constant 
renewal of their IT resources, or the “sharpening

"Third, strive for simplicity throughout the tech- 
nology environment. IT-smart companies do what 
they can to make their systems more modular so 
that interconnections between these systems are 
made easier. 

This allows them to integrate new functions 
more rapidly, as well as merge disparate systems 
resulting from mergers, acquisitions and reorga 
nizations.

As cell phones get more complex, 
making them simple turns trickier

SINGAPORE—THE USE OF MOBILE PHONE 
is getting to be more complicated as each unit 
becomes more than just a device for sending 
text messages and making voice calls, accord- 
ing toa Nokia executive 

‘Mauro Montanaro, customer and market 
operations for Southeast Asia Pacific, said 
mobile phones have become the “device of 
choice” among gadget enthusiasts because of 
their additional functions. 

Citing а 2006 Nokia study involving 5,000 
people in 11 countries, Montanaro said 44 
percent used their units primarily for taking 
photos and videos. A great many also use it 
for Internet browsing, 

On the other hand, 67 percent said they ex- 
pect mobile phones to eventually replace digi- 
tal music players (MP3). Also, the emerging 
phones now may be used for gaming, naviga- 
tional and banking purposes. 

“With the [increasing] functionality of a 
cell phone device, itis very easy to make [its 
operation) complicated," he said during a me- 
dia presentation at the annual Nokia Connec- 
tion event here two weeks ago. "But it is very 
complicated to make things simple. But we 
try all the time to keep it simple without com- 
promising user interface, so our device don't 
become too complicated." 

As if to highlight this point, the giant mo- 
bile phone maker introduced Nokia 6267 dur- 
ing the event, along with two other latest “af- 
fordable, well-designed” units—Nokia 3500 
classic and Nokia 6121 classic—featuring 
easier-to-access music, videos and photos. 

The Nokia 6267, designed for the 
range market and expected to make its Philip- 
pine debut in the third quarter this year, in- 
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cludes an enhanced music player and dedicat- 
ed keys or buttons that makes listening to mu- 
sica breeze. 

Available in black, orange, lavender and 
electric blue, the new phone model also al- 
lows for impressive" and easier ways to take, 
play back and sort through, photos or video

‘Palayok’ 
art movement 
is all fired up

subject is terra cotta. This month, 
artists from all over the country and 
across the globe will gather in the Negros Ori- 
ental city to celebrate the earth material asso- 
ciated with the lowly palayok. 

The event is the 2nd Dumaguete Open Bi 
ennial Terra-Cotta Art Festival on July 8-11 
‘The biennial was launched in 2005 and is 
the only one of its kind in the world today. 

Tr is organized by the city government of 
Dumaguete and Mariyah Gallery and sup- 
ported by the Foundation University, Silli- 
man University, National Commission on 
Culture and the Arts (NCCA) and Japan 
Foundation-Manila. 

The biennial seeks to revive the art of ter- 
ra-cotta pottery and sculpture, which had 
its heyday in proto-Philippine culture be- 
fore the proliferation of Chinese trade ware 
in the 6th-16th centuries. Early Filipinos 
produced masterpieces in terra cotta, from 
the National Treasure Manunggul Jar to the 
Maitum Cave pottery-sculprures. 

In Negros Oriental, substantial evidence 
of a once-thriving pottery tradition could be 
seen from prehistoric artifacts in Magsuhot 
and Tanjay. Some interesting pieces of grave 
furniture can be found at the Silliman Uni- 
versity Museum. 

Ironically no one in the traditional pot- 
tery communities in Dumaguete is familiar 
with the ancient industries. 

Hemrod Duran, a fourthgeneration 
brick-maker from Daro, a pottery communi- 
ty, only remembers the stories of pottery 
communities that date back to the 1940s. 
When he toured the Silliman collection last 
April, he was surprised to discover that the 
line of craftsmen go farther back in time. 

‘Today the only remnant of the ancient art 
form is the brick, pottery and tile craft shops 
that line up the highway in Daro, Du- 
maguete, a few kilometers from the airport 
in Sibugay.

Nowadays, Daro clay is dwindling in sup- 
ply, says Duran, who still makes bricks by 
hand in his father's shop. “The potters go 
elsewhere for the clay, in Panulaan or in San 
Carlos. And this has caused an exodus of 
potters from Daro. In fact, most of the shops 
here display works from other pottery com- 
munities.” 

‘The younger generation, weaned on tech- 
nology and preferring white-collar jobs, no 
longer want their hands dirtied by mud. The 
future of traditional pottery in Dumaguete 
looks bleak. 


Reviving the craft 

Realizing the art form may vanish, sibling 
artists Danilo Sollesta and Kitty Taniguchi 
of Mariyah Gallery have sought to revive the 
craft. 

Sollesta learned terra-cotta craft from 
potters and traditional communities. 

“Мапу potters consider terra cotta or 
earthenware a fundamental first step to 
higher-fired ceramics,” says Sollesta. “But

lo-born Nelfa Querubin (now based in the 
United States) and by painterturned- 
stoneware artist Jaime de Guzman, Sollesta. 
and Taniguchi have spearheaded the bien- 
nial to expand the possibilities of terra cotta 
as a sculptural medium and thus help save 
the terra-cotta community. 

Mariyah Gallery has shifted its concerns 
to research of terra-cotta sculpture. It also 
provides space for terra-cotta exhibits. 

“The biennial seeks to elevate the art of 
terra cotta from its grass-roots foundations 
in the pottery communities of Dumaguete,” 
says Sollesta. “It began as a simple chal- 
lenge of working with larger-scale terra: 
cotta works, something that many people 
thought the material could not achieve be- 
cause of its so-called fragility.” 

The large-scale works have given terra 
cotta new respect. The biennial is looking 
for other ways to promote terra cotta as à 
material for fine artworks and contempo- 
rary artistic expressions. 


Local participation 

“The local community is one other reaso 
for organizing the biennial in Dumaguete 
says Taniguchi. This year, the Dumaguete 
City government is the local partner of the 
festival. 

‘The Foundation University hosts one of 
the main events of the biennial, the Tampo 
Lapuk exhibition of multimedia art, as well 
аз a number of artist talks and forum-lec:

Realistic mood 

By the 705, however, a more realistic 
mood took hold of the States, and Holly- 
‘wood soon adjusted its visual and story- 
telling styles to remain popular with the 
younger and more witht viewers who 
‘were now calling the shots in terms of 
the less escapist plots and characters 
they could empathize with. 

Greta Garbo wanted to be alone, 
Marlene Dietrich was on her last legs, 
Buster Keaton had permanently gone 
bust—and they and other senior stars 
were quickly replaced by the younger 
and more urgent likes of Marlon Bran- 
do, Jane Fonda, Jack Nicholson, Al Pa- 
cino and Robert De Niro. Would you be- 
lieve? Even the balding Ernest Borgnine 
became a certified star for some years! 

In the Philippines, our homegrown 
movie industry was also experiencing 
radical changes: "inaccessible" paragons 
of beauty like Paraluman were replaced 
by—Nora Aunor! 

‘Talk about accessibility, Nora had it in 
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spades. Unlike the dozens of mestizos 
who had ruled supreme for decades, she 
looked exactly like the millions of fans 
who idolized her. 

Al by her lonesome, little Nora de- 
molished the “imported” star syndrome 
їп local movies, and made it easier for 
other kayumanggi talents 10 become 
stars—thus helping to usher in a whole 
new, more realistic and relevant film- 
making age. 

Yes, that period of relevance and sig- 
nificance was instigated by the likes of 
filmmakers Brocka and Bernal—but, 
with no Aunors, Santoses and other Fil- 
ipino-looking actors to make their rele- 
vant films look believable, even the best 
filmmakers would have fallen short of 
their goal to reflect Philippine reality on 
the heretofore silver but now slivered 
screen. 

‘Unfortunately, as the 7805 and 90: 
dragged on, this realistic and very Fil- 
ipino period actually faded away and the 
improbable tisoys and their escapist 
screen vehicles came back with а 
vengeance. 

‘The fact.that Nora Aunor is now re 
garded by some industry observers as a 
has-been speaks volumes about our in- 
ability to hold on to our gains, and our 
penchant for frittering them away into 
clueless irrelevance. 

What about the changing face of 
movie stars today? In Hollywood, the 
stars generally still look real—with the 
imperfect-featured Reese Witherspoon 
setting the prime example for the indus- 
туб current preference for talent over 
perfect looks.

action superstars have gone to pot and 
become TV comics, and quite a number.

As such, their fan base is firm and 
viewer empathy is strong—so, even if 
they're lacking in looks and talent, their 
movies still tum a tidy profit. 

‘Trouble Б, their popularity as stars has 
become woefully abridged—because, 
after the latest talent search has an- 
nounced its fresh discoveries, some “old” 
young stars have to fade away to make 
Toom for them! 

It isnt a great time to be a star, thats 
for sure. So, we hope that movie fans 
will soon get tired of this vicious субе, 
and support genuine stars who have the 
talent and looks to sustain vibrantly cre- 
ative and empathetic careers—for years 
on endi 


Shia Labeouf in "Transformers" 

In the blockbuster film “Transform- 
ers" directed by Michael Bay, Shia 
Labeou stars as Sam Witwicky.

Prior to becoming rocker Boy, commercial 
4%, айз student Ruperto Camara underwent the 
22% пов of chorale training as a tenor in the UP 
Concert Chorus, where he met Nanette Inven- 
tox, and the CAPA (College of Architecture and 

Fine Arts) Singers. 

It was in САРА that he met composer Nonong 
“Dero” Pedero, who later invited him to join the 

harmony group The Gentle Rain, along with 

Anthony Castelo and Rody Picar.

“We performed original music," Cama- 
ra proudly says. 

Producer and co-star Siguion-Reyna praises 
Camara: “Не was good [in that musical]. Не 
‘was rock star, but he was very sensitive. When 
he sings, you can really feel the songs mes- 
sage.” 

Camara also made a few movies—including 
the Novo Bono Jr-Sahlee Quizon starrer “Inten- 
sity '70" and the horror trilogy “Daigdig ng Sin- 
dakat Lagim.” 

OF "Intensity" he jokingly says: “I don't re- 
member doing that. Maybe I was drunk at the 
time.” 

Of “Daigdig”: “I always forget the title be- 
cause it was too long." 

"Daigdig" co-star Fanny Serrano remembers 
clearly, though: “Our episode's title was ‘Spirit 
of tte Glass’ Boy was a heartthrob then. When- 
ever he performed in clubs, the owners had to 
call the police because hordes of women would 
be waiting outside.” 

‘Some groupies would even throw underwear 
at Camara, Serrano says. 

Ever the gentleman, Camara insists he 
doesn't recall the panty-throwing incidents, ei- 
ther.

Quiet intensity 

Even though he had sampled other media, 
the lure ofthe stage proved compelling 

After the 1971 staging of "Superstar" Cama- 
ra did three other major theater productions: 
“Tales of the Manuvu" in 1975, “Gomburza” in 
the early 1980s and a restaging of “Superstar” 
in 1985. 2 

In “Gomburza,” staged at the Metropolitan 
‘Theater, Camara played Burgos to Leo Valdez's 
Zamora and Eugene Villaluzs Gomez. 

After reading the 
script, 1 realized he was the boss among the

In "Manuvu," which boasts music by Редего 
and a libretto by Bienvenido Lumbera, Camara 
co-starred with Leah Navarro, daughter of his 
mentor Nelda Navarro. It was Leah's stage de- 
but. 

"Having known Boy for years, working with 
him was a dream," Leah Navarro reports. “Не 
helped ease my fears through thoughtful ad. 
vice, gentle prodding and lots of jokes.” 

їп "Manuvu" she recalls, “Boy played God 
with quiet intensity. From him, T learned that 
you can enthrall an audience without too much 
onstage prancing,” 

‘Camara practices that same “quiet intensity” 
in his present life, having been a student of Os- 
ho Rajni meditation and tai chi for the past 
three decades. “We have meditation classes at 
home every Saturday" he says. "I:share my 
knowledge of tai chi in classes held in Makati." 
(The rest of the week he spends managing a 
family-owned toothbrush factory) 

“Tleamed tai chi from Master Leung Kay Chi 
who now teaches Physical Education atthe MIT 
(Massachusetts Institute of Technology) and 
Harvard,” he says. 

He shares the 108 movements he has picked 
up from Master Leung with friends. “Such 
moves as ‘Camry Tiger to Mountain’, ‘Kick Tiger 
and ‘Repulse Monkey.” 

‘Tai chi is “all about centering," he says 

Since following the two disciplines, he has 
noticed positive changes in himself, “You be- 
come more aware of what you're feeling. You 
learn to get rid of the garbage, the baggage in 
your mind,” he says. 

In a lot of ways, he is worlds away from his 
rock-star existence. 

“Were all on a joumey” he concludes, "With 
meditation and tai chi, we become more aware 
ofevery step.”
